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ORDINANCES 


AN  OKDIXAIs^CE 


To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
mount  Park,  for  the  year  1909. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  (455,578)  dollars  and  seventy-five  (75)  cents  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Fairmount  Park,  for  the  year  1909. 

Item  1.  For  salaries :  Park  solicitor,  one  thousand  two 
hundred  (1,200)  dollars;  secretary,  three  thousand 
(3,000)  dollars;  clerk,  one  thousand  four  hundred  (1,400) 
dollars;  chief  engineer  and  superintendent,  four  thousand 
five  hundred  (4,500)  dollars;  landscape  gardener,  two 
thousanti  (2,000)  dollars;  assistant  engineer,  one  thousand 
bIx  hundred  and  fifty  (1,650)  dollars;  chief  clerk,  one 
thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  (1,350)  dollars;  messen- 
ger, nine  hundred  (900)  dollars;  total,  sixteen  thousand 
(16,000)  dollars:  Provided,  The  chief  engineer  and  super- 
intendent shall  give  his  entire  time  and  undivided  attention 
to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Item  2.  For  incidentals,  cleaning  office,  stationery, 
printing,  analysis  of  water,  rental  of  telephones,  hire  of 
vehicles  and  printing  annual  report,  three  thousand 
(3,000)  dollars. 

Item  3.  For  maintenance  of  Park,  including  care  of 
roads,  walks,  drives,  etc.,  fuel,  stationery,  maintenance  and 
repair  of  automobiles  and  incidentals,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  (125,000)  dollars. 
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Item  4.  For  music  and  care  of  music  pavilion,  thirteen 
thousand  five  hundred  (13,500)  dollars:  P^'ovided,  IsTo 
award  for  music  shall  be  made  unless  approved  by  Coun- 
cils' Committee  on  Tairmouiit  Park:  Provided,  also,  That 
said  musicians  shall  be  members  of  an.  incorporated  society 
of  musicians  of  Philadelphia,  and  citizens  of  the  United 
States. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  Horticultural  Hall  and  Arbor- 
etum, including  fuel,  attendance,  material  and  repairs, 
maintenance  of  fountains  and  water  supply,  twenty  thou- 
sand (20,000)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  the  care  of  nurseries,  planting,  trans- 
planting and  trimming  trees,  preservation  of  woodlands  and 
purchase  of  new  stock,  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars. 

Item  7.  For  the  pay,  equipment  and  incidental  ex- 
penses of  the  Park  guard:  Captain,  at  two  thousand 
(2,000)  dollars  per  annum;  lieutenant,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  (1,500)  dollars  per  annum;  four  sergeants,  at 
three  (3)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  day  each;  one 
hundred  and  nine  guards,  at  two  (2)  dollars  and  seventy- 
five  (75)  cents  per  day  each;  driver  Park  ambulance  at 
fifty  (50)  dollars  per  month ;  six  attendants  at  women's  re- 
tiring houses,  at  thirty  (30)  dollars  per  month  each ;  ten  at- 
tendants at  women's  retiring  houses,  six  months,  at  thirty 
(30)  dollars  per  month  each;  for  uniforms  and  equip- 
ments, three  thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  dollars;  for 
fuel,  stationery,  care  and  repair  of  station  houses,  guard 
boxes,  keep  of  horses  and  other  incidental  expenses,  three 
thousand  (3,000)  dollars;  total,  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  thousand  and  seventy-eight  (129,078)  dollars  and 
seventy-five  (75)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  sprinkling  drives  and  for  purchase  of  new 
wagons  and  repairs  to  old,  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dol- 
lars. 

Item  9.  For  the  maintenance  of  St.  George's  House,, 
five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  10.  For  care  and  maintenance  of  Memorial  Hall, 
eighteen  thousand  (18,000)  dollars. 

Item  11.  For  repairing  and  improving  Memorial 
Hall,  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars. 


Item  12.  For  improvements  and  macadamizing  drives, 
two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars. 

Item  13.  For  repairs  to  buildings,  erection  of  shelters, 
retiring  houses,  urinals;  also,  the  erection  and  repair  of 
fences,  four  thousand  (4,000)  doUars:  Provided,  That  not 
less  than  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars  he  expended  for  the 
erection  of  new  shelters,  retiring  houses  and  urinals. 

Item  14.  For  j)urchase  and  repairs  of  settees  and  pic- 
nic tables  and  repairs  to  same,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dol- 
lars: Provided,  It  shall  be  expended  prior  to  July  1,  1909. 

Item  15.  For  maintenance  and  extension  of  present 
system  of  electric  lights,  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hun- 
dred (37,500)  dollars;  for  maintenance  and  extension  of 
Wclsbach  incandescent  naphtha  lamps,  ten  thousand  five 
hundred  (10,500)  dollars;  total  forty-eight  thousand 
(48,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  the  price  paid  shall  not 
be  in  excess  of  that  paid  by  the  City  in  the  localities  of 
the  Park. 

Item  16.  For  extension  and  improvement  of  the  water 
supjDly  and  for  developing  springs  in  various  sections  of 
the  Park,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars. 

Item  17.  For  care,  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
Hunting  Park,  eight  thousand  five  hundred  (8,500)  dol- 
lars ;  for  electric  lighting,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
(1,500)  dollars;  for  music,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars; 
total,  eleven  thousand  (11,000)  dollars:  Provided,  The 
price  paid  for  electric  lighting  shall  not  be  in  excess  of  that 
paid  by  the  City  in  that  locality. 

Item  18.  For  the  purchase  of  manure  and  fertilizers, 
two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars;  cutting  grass 
and  mowing  lawns  and  destruction  of  poisonous  vines,  five 
thousand  (5,000)  dollars;  total,  seven  thousand  five  hun- 
dred (7,500)  dollars. 

Item  19.  For  the  betterment  of  the  ground  used  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  Zoological  Garden,  twenty-five  thou- 
sand (25,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  this  sum  shall  be 
paid  on  March  1st  and  September  1st  in  equal  payments, 
on  the  certificate  of  the  President  of  tiie  Board  of  Public 
Education     that     eighty-seven     thousand     five     hundred 


(87,500)  tickets  liave  been  distributed  before  March  1st 
and  a  like  number  before  September  1st,  entitling  pupils  of 
the  public  schools  to  admission. 

Item  20.  For  presentation  and  care  of  present  forest 
trees,  and  purchase  of  appliances,  destruction  of  caterpil- 
lars and  other  insects,  three  thousand  five  hundred  (3,500) 
dollars. 

Item  21.  For  the  improvement  of  Peter's  island,  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  22.  For  care,  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
Burholme  Park,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

Provided,  That  before  Item  19  for  Zoological  Garden 
shall  become  available,  Councils  shall  be  represented  in  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  said  Garden  by  one  member  from 
Select  Council  and  one  from  Common  Council,  to  be  se- 
lected by  each  branch  thereof:  And  provided,  That  the 
Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
requested  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
of  April  14,  1868,  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  within  the  limits  of  saidPark:  Provided, also,  That 
no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  against  this  appropriation  unless 
the  meetings  of  the  Commission  and  its  committees  shall  be 
open  to  the  public :  Provided,  further,  That  before  any  war- 
rants for  contract  work  are  countersigned  by  the  City  Con- 
troller, the  contractor  shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American  citizens  by 
contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  ap- 
proved   December    16,    1896,    has    been    complied    with. 

And  warrants  for  said  appropriation  shall  be  dra\vn  by 
the  said  Commissioners  in  conformity  with  existing  ordi- 
nances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  authorize  the  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of 
Sprague  street,  from  Mt.  Pleasant  avenue  to  Mt.  Airy 
avenue. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Departnicr.t  of 
Public  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  and 
directed  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  Sprague  srretit, 
from  Mt.  Pleasant  avenue  to  Mt.  Airy  avenue:  Prodded, 
That  the  owners  of  property,  over  and  through  which 
Sprague  street  as  revised  will  pass,  shall  first  dedicate  the 
bed  of  said  street  to  the  City  and  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment, satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  protecting  the  City 
from  all  damages  by  reason  of  said  revision.

To  authorize  the  construction  of  a  bridge,  and  the  work 
appurtenant  thereto,  on  the  line  of  Roberts'  avenue, 
under  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Chestnut  Hill 
Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  providing  for 
carrying  into  effect  such  authority,  and  authorizing  the 
Mayor  to  enter  security  for  damages  to  private  property. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  PJiiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  construction  of 
a  bridge,  including  the  work  appurtenant  thereto,  on  the 
line  of  Roberts'  avenue,  under  the  Philadelphia,  German- 
town  and  Chestnut  Hill  Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  (40,000)  dol- 
lars be  set  aside  in  Item  28  in  the  appropriation  to  the 


Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  for  new 
bridges,  from  the  unexpended  balances  remaining  in  the 
item  from  bridges  heretofore  authorized  and  placed  under 
contract,  for  the  construction  of  this  bridge. 

Sect.  3,  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adver- 
tise for  proposals  and  to  award  contract,  as  provided  in 
existing  ordinances  and  laws,  for  the  construction  of  the 
said  bridge  and  the  work  appurtenant  thereto,  in-  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys),  and  is 
also  authorized  to  appoint  assistants  and  inspectors  as  may 
be  requisite,  and  to  pay  all  expenses  for  salaries,  sound- 
ings, inspection,  tests,  transportation,  and  incidental  ex- 
penses not  otherwise  provided  for,  out  of  the  appropriation 
for  the  cost  of  said  bridge,  and  is  also  authorized  to  join 
in  contract  with  any  persons  or  corporations  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  bridge,  for  which  said  persons  or  corpora- 
tions shall  contribute  a  portion  of  the  cost. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  enter  security,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be  assessed  by 
reason  of  the  construction  of  the  said  bridge  and  the  work 
appurtenant  thereto.

AN  OKDINAE"CE 

To  amend  an  ordinance  approved  June  18,  1906,  authoriz- 
ing a  revision  of  the  grades  of  Washington  lane,  between 
Wayne  avenue  and  Greene  street.

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent herewith   be,  and  are  hereby  repealed.

To  strike  from  the  records  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  all  claims  for  water  pipe  laid  in  Mt.  Airy  ave- 
nue northeast  of  Chew  street,  in  front  of  Holy  Cross 
Church. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the

adelj)hia  and  the  money  appropriated  by  the  said  City 
of  Philadelphia  to  the  said  Department,  for  the  like  pur- 
pose ;  and  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  the  necessary 
oflEicials  to  carry  on  the  work  herein  authorized. 

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the  13th  day 
of  June,  A.  D.  1907,  there  was  appropriated  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand (250,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  said  City 
appropriating  a  like  or  greater  sum  for  the  improvement 
of  her  water  front  and  dockage  system,  and  the  reclaiming 
of  waste  lands;  and 

WiiEEEAS,  These  Councils,  by  ordinance  approved  De- 
cember 3,  1908,  appropriated  and  set  aside  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  out  of  the  loan  au- 
thorized by  ordinance  approved  February  9,  1907,  the 
sum  of  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars  for  the  like  pur- 
pose: 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  be,  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts 
for  the  improvement  of  the  water  front  and  dockage  sys- 
tem of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  reclaiming  of 
waste  land,  as  follows:  For  the  repair  of  the  pier  and 
structure  thereon  at  the  foot  of  Chestnut  street,  Del- 
aware river,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand (25,000)  dollars;  for  the  repair  of  the  pier  and  struc- 
ture thereon  at  the  foot  of  Arch  street,  Delaware  river, 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars; 
for  the  repair  of  the  pier  and  structure  thereon  at  the 
foot  of  Race  street,  Delaware  river,  not  to  exceed  the  sum 
of  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars;  for  acquiring  wast© 
lands  along  the  Delaware  or  Schuylkill  rivers  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  hj  purchase  or  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings, not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
(100,000)    dollars;    for   the   construction   of  a   bulkhead 
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upon  and   the  reclaiming  of  the  said  land   so  acquired, 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000) 
dollars ;  for  dredging  in  City  docks  and  in  docks  into  which 
municipal  sewers  empty,  and  the  Schuylkill  river  channel, 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars; 
for  preliminary  borings  and  soundings  in,  about  and  for  the 
construction  and  repair  of  said  piers   and   bulkheads,   a 
sum  not  to  exceed  seven  thousand   (7,000)    dollars;   for 
the  purchase  of  a  suitable  power  boat  for  the  use  of  the 
Department  of  AVharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  its  engineers 
and  inspectors,  eleven  thousand  (11,000)  dollars;  for  the 
payment  of  the  wages  of  the  crew,   and  maintenance  of 
said  power  boat,  six  thousand  (6,000)  dollars;  and  to  pay 
for  the  exjienses,  fees,  salaries  and  wages  of  the  employees 
or  officials  hereinafter  authorized  to  be  appointed  and  nec- 
essary to  the  preparation  of  the  plans  and  specifications 
for  said  work  and  like  specifications  and  plans  for  the 
dredgings,  borings  and  soundings,  and  for  inspections  and 
tests    not    otherwise    herein    provided    for    but    incident 
thereto,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  sixty-thousand  (60,000)  dol- 
lars :  Provided,  That  the  said  Director  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  thereout,  such  of  the  above  named  offi- 
cials or  employees  as  have  been  employed  by  him  since 
December  2,  1908;  and  all  the  balances  of  the  said  loan 
and  the  appropriation  made  by  the  State  as  aforesaid,  re- 
maining after  the  execution  of  the  contracts  for  the  work 
herein  authorized,  or  which  may  remain  unexpended  on 
any  such  contract  after  the  completion  of  the  work  thereby 
contracted  for,  is  hereby  appropriated  toward  the  construc- 
tion of  a  pier  and  structure  thereon,  on  the  east  side  of 
Delaware   avenue,   as  of  the  width  of  one   hundred  and 
fifty  (150)  feet,  between  Vine  street  and  Callowhill  street, 
as  provided  for  by  ordinance  approved  December  2,  1908; 
and  the  construction  of  a  pier  and  structure  thereon,  at 
the  foot  of  Spruce  street  and  Dock  street,  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  this  ordinance  by  the  Mayor. 

Sect,  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  con- 
sulting engineer  and  such  assistant  engineers,  draughts- 
men, inspectors,  laborers,  etc.,  as  may  be  necessary  or  re- 
quisite to  carry  on  the  work  herein  authorized. 
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Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Wharves^ 
Docks  and  Ferries  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  ta 
draw,  and  the  City  Controller  is  authorized  to  counter- 
sign, warrants  for  the  payments  herein  authorized,  against 
the  said  sum  of  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars  before 
mentioned  as  well  as  against  the  said  appropriation  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thouiand  (250,000)  dollars  made 
by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
when  and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury,  and  pending  such  payment,  the  said  Director 
is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  State  Treasurer 
for  any  of  the  payments  herein  authorized. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  materials  which  shall  be  removed  by 
dredging  under  the  work  herein  authorized,  or  done  under 
the  direction  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries,  shall  be  deposited  upon  or  within  any 
new  pier,  bulkhead  or  wharf  owned  or  hereafter  to  be- 
acquired  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  or  upon  such  waste 
lands  as  shall  be  purchased  or  acquired  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance ;  or  within  such  retaining  basins 
as  shall  hereafter  be  constructed  upon  any  such  waste  lands 
or  at  such  points  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  shall 
be  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries. 

All  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  in  conformity 
to  existing  laws  and  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Fox  street  and  Levick 
street,  and  the  work  appurtenant  thereto ;  to  open  Chel- 
ten avenue,  Tenth  street,  Tabor  street,  Levick  street,  and 
Sixty-second  street ;  to  authorize  the  revision  of  the  curb 
lines  and  grades  of  Fox  street ;  providing  for  carrying 
into  effect  such  authority,  and  authorizing  the  Mayor 
to  enter  security  for  damages  to  private  property. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  tJie. 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  construction  of 
new  bridges,  including  the  work  appurtenant  thereto,  as 
follows :  on  the  line  of  Hunting  Park  avenue,  under  the 
Chestnut  Hill  Branch  of  the  Connecting  Railway:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  Connecting  Railway  Company  shall  first 
enter  into  an  agreement  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  making 
the  necessary  changes  in  the  grade  of  the  said  railroad, 
constructing  said  bridge,  and  all  work  appurtenant  thereto,

necessary  work  on  Levick  street,  from  Tulip  street  to  Mil- 
nor  street,  and  on  State  road,  from  Robbins  street  to  Hel- 
lerman  street,  to  construct  approaches  to  the  bridge  to  be 
built  on  line  of  Levick  street,  under  the  Philadelphia  and 
Trenton  Railroad. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad 
Company  be,  and  is  hereby  requested  to  construct  a  bridge 
on  the  line  of  its  road  over  Levick  street,  in  accordance 
with  agreement  filed  under  ordinance  approved  March  29, 

1887. 

Sect.  3.  That  of  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand 
(300,000)  dollars  appropriated  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  for  the  construction 
of  new  bridges,  loan  of  April  15,  1908,  the  following  sums 
be  set  aside  for  the  said  work ;  the  bridge  under  the  Chest- 
nut Hill  Branch  of  the  Connecting  Railway,  on  line  of 
Hunting  Park  avenue,  City's  share,  twenty-four  thousand 
(24,000)    dollars;   under  the   ISTorristown  Branch  of  the

dollars;  under  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  on  line 
of  Chelten  avenue,  thirty-five  thousand  (35,000)  dollars;

Sect.  4.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
advertise  for  proposals,  and  to  award  contracts,  as  pro- 
vided in  existing  ordinances  and  laws,  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  said  bridges  and  the  work  appurtenant  thereto, 
in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  prepared 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys), 
and  is  also  authorized  to  appoint  assistants  and  inspectors, 
as  may  be  requisite,  and  to  pay  all  expenses  for  salaries, 
soundings,  inspection,  tests,  transportation,  and  incidental 
expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for,  out  of  the  appropri- 
ation for  the  cost  of  said  bridges,  and  is  also  authorized 
to  join  in  contract  with  any  persons  or  corporations  in 
the  construction  of  any  of  said  bridges  for  which  said  per- 
sons or  corporations  shall  contribute  a  portion  of  the  cost. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  be,   and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to

Eleventh  street  to  Eighth  street;  Tenth  street,  from  Chel-

RESOLUTION 

Authorizing  the  Mayor  to  refer  to  an  arbitrator  claim  of 
Michael  O'Rourke  for  work  done  on  the  Aramingo  Main 
sewer,  between  Richmond  street  and  the  Bulkhead,  under 
revised  plan  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and 
suspending  Joint  Rule  'No.  30  of  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils. 

Whereas,  Michael  O'Rourke,  under  contract  with  the 
Cit-y  of  Philadelphia,  constructed  the  Aramingo  Main  sew- 
er, between  Richmond  street  and  the  Bulkhead  line,  on  a 
basis  of  unit  prices,  and  during  the  construction  of  the 
portion  east  of  Richmond  street  certain  changes  were  au- 
thorized in  the  plans  for  said  work  entailing  additional 
cost,  not  represented  by  unit  prices,  of  forty-six  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  twenty  (46,720)  dollars,  the  said 
amount  being  the  net  cost  between  building  in  water  as 
contemplated,  and  pumping  out  water,  building  of  flumes, 
coffer  dams  and  rental  of  wharves,  etc. ;  the  City  saved  by 
said  change  of  plan  on  unit  prices  the  sum  of  thirty-eight 
thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-one  (38,331)  dollars 
and  sixty  (60)  cents,  for  all  of  which  additional  cost  no 
compensation  was  allowed  him,  although  the  total  claim  did 
not  exceed  the  limit  of  the  contract. 
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And  Wheeeas,  Ordinances  have  been  presented,  consid- 
ered and  unanimously  passed  by  Councils  on  several  occa- 
sions, without  a  definite  conclusion  having  been  reached, 
and  no  settlement  made  of  said  claim  by  reason  of  lack  of 
knowledge  as  to  the  facts,  and  disputes  between  the  contrac- 
tor and  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  as  to  the  proper  interpre- 
tation of  the  conditions  of  the  contract. 

And  Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  is  desirous  of 
paying  all  proper  claims,  and  Michael  O'Rourke  feeling 
that  he  has  a  just  claim  against  the  City  is  willing,  in  case 
of  an  adverse  decision  by  an  arbitrator,  to  bear  all  expense 
of  such  arbitration  :     therefore 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Coinmon  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Mayor  be  authorized  and 
requested  to  select  an  arbitrator  to  whom  to  refer  all  cjon- 
tracts,  letters  and  papers  in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Aramingo  Main  sewer,  bet^veen  Richmond  street 
and  the  Bulkhead,  and  direct  all  officers  having  knowledge 
of  any  facts  in  connection  therewith  to  appear  before  such 
arbitrator,  to  the  end  that  a  proper  investigation  and  ad- 
justment may  be  made  of  the  said  claim  of  Michael 
O'Rourke  and  the  matter  finally  settled :  Provided,  That 
said  Michael  O'Rourke  first  file  with  the  Mayor  an  agree- 
ment or  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars 
to  pay  the  costs  of  such  arbitration. 

Resolved,  That  the  Mavor  be  requested  on  receipt  of  the 
•decision  of  the  arbitrator,  to  transmit  the  same  to  these 
Councils  for  such  action  as  may  seem  proper.

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphin  do  ordain.  That  in  all  cases  where 
a  certified  check  or  cash  security  is  or  has  been  required  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  work  under  contract  with  the 
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City,  or  retained  as  a  guarantee  for  keeping  work  in  good 
condition  and  repair  for  a  period  of  time  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  contract,  or  Avhere  the  contracts  require  the 
deposit  of  cash  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  contract,  the  various  Departments  and  Bureaus  are  au- 
thorized and  directed  at  the  request  of  the  contractor  or 
contractors  for  such  work,  to  accept  City,  State  or  United 
States  interest  bearing  bonds  of  a  like  amount  in  place 
and  stead  of  the  security  or  cash  deposit  now  required  or 
heretofore  furnished  or  retained. 

Sect.  2.  That  whenever  security  heretofore  has  been 
furnished  or  retained  or  cash  deposit  made,  the  said  De- 
partments and  Bureaus  shall  release  such  security  for  the 
remainder  of  the  period  for  which  the  security  originally 
was  entered  or  retained  or  cash  deposit  made  upon  certi- 
ficate of  the  City  Treasurer  that  City,  State  or  United 
States  interest-bearing  bonds  in  like  amount,  duly  have 
been  deposited  in  lieu  of  such  security  or  cash  deposit 
together  with  an  agreement  signed  by  depositor  or  de- 
positors of  such  securities,  that  the  same  shall  be  sold 
under  certain  conditions  as  hereinafter  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion 3  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect  3.  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Head  of  the 
Department  or  Bureau  having  supervision  of  the  work, 
the  contractor  has  made  default  or  refuses  or  neglects  to 
do  the  work  required,  then  the  Head  of  the  Department 
or  Bureau  shall  have  the  right  to  do  such  work  at  the 
cost  and  expense  of  the  contractor,  and  the  City  Treas- 
urer is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  so  much  of  said  bonds 
as  may  be  required  to  make  payment  for  such  cost  and 
expense  within  twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  such 
notice. 

Sect.  4.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which 
the  contractor  is  liable  for  the  proper  fulfillment  of  the 
contract  or  the  proper  condition  of  the  work  under  the 
same,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  City  Treas- 
urer the  said  bonds  deposited  by  him,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  shall  not  have  been  expended  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  in  compelling  the  performance 
of  his  contract. 
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Sect.  5.  The  interest  upon  said  bonds  shall  be  paid 
to  the  contractor  until  such  time  as  he  may  make  default. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

A^  ORDINANCE 

To  anthorize  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  permit  owners  of  property  to  pave  or  repave 
streets  in  front  of  their  property  where  the  City  will 
be  at  no  exj^ense. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized  and  directed, 
whenever  he  deems  it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  to  grant  permission,  when  desired  by  o^vners 
of  property,  to  pave  or  repave  the  street  in  front  of  their 
properties  with  granite,  or  other  stone  blocks,  sheet  as- 
phaltum,  vitrified  fire  clay  or  shale  bricks,  and  in  sub- 
urban sections  with  macadam  with  brick  or  rubble  gut- 
ters, under  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth : 
Provided,  That  such  work  shall  extend  for  not  less  than 
one  block  or  square  in  length,  from  curb  to  curb,  and  in- 
clude all  necessary  intersections,  to  connect  with  a  paved 
street,  and  be  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  owners  of  the  property 
and  shall  be  done  under  the  direction,  supervision  and  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  under 
specifications  to  be  furnished  by  said  Department,  which 
shall  contain  all  the  usual  requirements  for  like  contracts 
with  the  City:  And  provided.  That  a  bond,  satisfactory 
to  the  City  Solicitor,  be  first  filed,  covenanting  and  agree- 
ing to  keep  the  said  pavement  in  good  order  and  repair  for 
five  years  after  the  work  is  completed:  Provided  further. 
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That  all  ordinances  requiring  gas  and  water  pipe  to  be 
first  laid  and  sewer  constructed  in  the  street  before  being 
paved  shall  be  strictly  complied  with :  Provided,  however^ 
That  no  such  work  shall  be  given  to  any  contractor  on  the 
black  list  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  ordinance  approved  September  12, 
1905,  relative  to  paving  streets  at  private  cost  and  all 
other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereb}^  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  permit 
owners  of  property  to  construct  sewers  without  expense 
to  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Department  of 
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Public  "Works  be  autborized  (whenever  deemed  to  be  for 
the  interest  of  the  City)  to  grant  permission,  when  de- 
sired by  them,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  front- 
ing on  any  street,  to  construct  a  sewer  in  front  of  their 
property:  Provided,  That  said  sewer  shall  extend  for  not 
less  than  one  block  or  square  in  length  (except  where  a 
summit  exists  in  the  block,  in  which  case  the  sewer  may 
be  constructed  from  such  summit  to  the  outlet  sewer),  and 
include  all  necessary  manholes,  inlets  and  intersections  at 
the  sole  cost  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  and  with- 
out any  cost  or  charge  whatsoever  to  the  City:  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  the  construction  of  said  sewers  shall 
be  done  under  the  direction,  supervision  and  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  accord- 
ance with  jDlans  prepared  by  said  Department,  under 
contracts  and  specifications  to  be  furnished  by  the  De- 
partment, which  shall  contain  all  the  usual  requirements 
for  like  contracts  with  the  City:  Provided,  however.  That 
no  such  work  shall  be  given  to  any  contractor  on  the  black 
list  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  completion  of  a  sewer  as  authorized 
in  Section  1,  the  District  Surveyor  shall  prepare  a  plan 
and  file  the  same  in  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  with  the  cost 
thereof,  and  no  permit  shall  be  granted  for  a  connection 
therewith  to  any  person  until  a  receipt  has  been  produced 
show^ing  that  such  person,  or  some  preceding  owner  of 
the  property  desired  to  be  so  connected,  has  contributed 
to  the  exjDense  of  its  construction,  which  prohibition  shall 
be  null  and  void  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years  from  the 
completion  of  the  sewer,  but  after  the  lapse  of  said  period 
any  person  desiring  to  connect  with  such  sewer,  shall, 
before  a  permit  be  granted,  pay  into  the  City  Treasury, 
in  addition  to  the  usual  permit  charges  an  amount  equal  to 
the  assessment  charges  for  sewers  constructed  by  the  City. 

Sect.  3.  The  construction  of  a  sewer  as  provided  for 
in  Section  1,  shall  constitute  the  sewer  so  constructed  a 
public  sewer  in  so  far  as  to  relieve  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty fronting  thereon  who  have  contributed  to  its  cost 
from  all  claims  and  assessment  charges  for  the  future- 
construction  of  sewers  in  the  same  street. 
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Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  or  j^arts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

icating said  street  at  the  distance  of  one  hundred  and 
forty-six  feet  southeast  of  Warrington  avenue. 

Whekeas^  By  ordinance  of  Councils  duly  approved  Jan- 
uary 2^  1901,  and  amended  by  ordinance  approved  March 
29,  1905,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Board  of 
Surveyors)  was  authorized  to  place  upon  said  plan  Wind- 
sor street,  of  the  width  of  forty  feet,  extending  from  Fifty- 
seventh  to  Fifty-eighth  street ; 

And  Whereas,  In  pursuance  of  said  ordinance  the 
said  Board  of  Surveyors,  by  plan  duly  confirmed  on  Jan- 
uary 21,  1907,  placed  the  said  Windsor  street  on  the  City 
plan  at  the  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  south 
of  Warrington  avenue ;

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.

from  Fifty-seventh  to  Fifty-eighth  street,  at  the  distance 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  southeast  of  Warrington 
avenue  as  laid  out  upon  the  City  plan  confirmed  January 
21,  1907,  in  lieu  and  place  of  and  in  substitution  for  the 
deed  of  dedication  dated  November  9,  1906,  recorded  in 
Deed  Book  W.  S.  V.  736,  page  477,  wherein  said  street 
is  erroneously  dedicated  and  described  as  at  the  distance 
of  one  hundred  and  forty-six  feet  southeast  of  said  War- 
rington avenue. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  execution  and  delivery  and  accept- 
ance by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  of  the  said  deed  of  dedi-

The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  file 
in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  a  petition  on  behalf  of 
the  City  setting  forth  the  ground  herein  appropriated,  to 
the  end  that  the  said  Court  shall  appoint  a  jury  to  assess 
the  damages  as  provided  by  law. 

Sect.  3.  As  soon  as  the  City  shall  become  legally  pos- 
sessed of  the  tract  of  ground  herein  described,  the  said 
tract,  together  with  the  tract  along  the  Pennypack  creek, 
appropriated  for  similar  purposes  by  ordinance  approved 
July  10,  1907,  shall  be  named  Pennypack  Park  and  shall 
be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
mount  Park,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  have 
been,  or  shall  be  from  time  to  time  established  by  the  said 
Commissioners  for  the  care,  management  and  mainten- 
ance of  Fairmount  Park:  Provided,  however,  That  such 
control  shall  not  extend  over  streets  or  roads  now  upon  the 
City  plan,  or  hereafter  placed  thereon,  as  public  high- 
ways over,  across  or  through  the  said  park. 

Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  The  owners  of  the  majority  of  the  feet  front- 
age on  both  sides  of  Wagner  avenue,  between  Old  York 
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road  and  Twelfth  street,  have  petitioned  Councils  to  have 
the  sidewalks  paved  in  front  of  their  property  in  accord- 
ance with  an  Act  of  Assembly  approved  April  15,  1907, 
therefore : 

Section  1.  2'he  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the

front  of  their  property  with  concrete  pavement,  to  the 
width  of  four  feet. 

Sect.  2.  Should  any  of  the  property  owners  refuse  or 
neglect  to  make  said  pavement  for  sixty  days  after  notice 
has  been  given,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall 
enter  into  a  contract,  w^ithout  delay,  to  have  it  made  and 
charge  the  cost  thereof  to  the  owner  of  property  in  front 
of  which  it  is  made;  and  if  the  said  cost  is  not  paid  within 
sixty  days  after  a  bill  for  the  same  has  been  presented, 
a  claim  shall  be  filed  in  the  proper  Court  for  the  amount 
thereof,  which  claim  shall  be  a  lien  against  the  property, 
and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  munic- 
ipal claims  are  now  by  law  collected.

ting and  resetting  straight  and  radius  curb,  and  other 
contingent  work  to  improve  aJl  the  streets  not  now 
paved  with  improved  pavement  bounded  by  Kensing- 
ton avenue,  Allegheny  avenue,  Delaware  river  and 
Wheatsheaf  lane,  including  Wheatsheaf  lane:  Provided, 
That  said  w^ork  shall  be  first  advertised  for  in  ac- 
cordance with  law;  and  contracts  shall  be  based  upon 
plans  and  estimates  of  said  Department,  and  the  contracts 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder:  And  Provided 
further,  That  the  contracts  shall  contain  a  clause  that  the

municipal  purposes,  to  wit:  for  grading  streets;  for  re- 
surfacing macadamized  roads,  including  roads  occupied 
by  passenger  railways;  for  the  extension,  improvement 
and  filtration  of  the  water  supply  at  Queen  Lane;  for 
branch  sewers ;  for  the  high  pressure  fire  system  in  the 
mill  district ;  for  the  completion  .of  City  Hall,  and  im- 
provement of  police  and  fire  alarm  system;  for  sites, 
buildings  and  equipment  for  police  and  fire  stations; 
for  the  improvement  of  small  parks;  for  improvements 
of  a  permanent  character  required  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Charities ;  for  improvements  in  Fair- 
mount  and  Hunting  Parks;  for  the  Parkway;  for  Child- 
ren's Playgrounds  ;  for  the  improvement  of  the  Delaware 
and  Schuylkill  river  fronts  and  channels ;  and  to  restore 
to  the  general  fund  moneys  paid  out  on  mandamuses  for 
permanent   improvements. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  proportions  as  in  his  judgment  the 
best  interests  of  the  City  demand,  from  the  highest  bidder 
or  bidders,  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  sum  or  sums  which  in  the 
aggregate  shall  not  exceed  five  million  seven  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  thousand  seven  hundred  (5,739,700)  dollars, 
to  be  expended  as  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2,  The  money  raised  by  the  loan  or  loans  author-

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"ways,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  for  the 
extension,  improvement  and  filtration  of  the  water  supply 
at  Queen  lane,  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand 
(725,000)  dollars;  for  branch  sewers,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars;  for  the  high  pressure 
fire  system  in  the  mill  district,  seven  hundred  thousand 
(700,000)  dollars;  for  the  completion  of  City  Hall,  and 
improvement  of  police  and  fire  alarm  system,  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  thousand  (275,000)  dollars;  for 
sites,  buildings  and  equipment  for  police  and  fire  stations, 
two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  (275,000)  dollars; 
for  the  improvement  of  small  parks,  forty  thousand 
(40,000)  dollars;  for  improvements  of  a  permanent  char- 
acter, required  by  the  Dej)artment  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  to  wit:  boilers,  generator,  etc.,  tank,  incinerat- 
ing plant,  tuberculosis  pavilions,  apparatus  and  instru- 
ments, improvements  in  nurses'  homes  and  fire  escapes, 
eighty-four  thousand  seven  hundred  (84,700)  dollars; 
for  improvements  in  Fairmount  and  Hunting  Parks,  to 
wit :  improvement  and  construction  of  drives,  walks  and 
works  of  a  permanent  description,  one  hundred  and  two 
thousand  five  hundred  (102,500)  dollars;  for  improve- 
ment of  Hunting  Park,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars; 
for  dredging  the  Schuylkill  river,  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars;  for  extension  of  river  wall,  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars;  for  improvement  of  Peters  Island,  two 
thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars;  in  all,  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety  thousand  (190,000)  dollars;  for  the  Park- 
way, one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  Children's  play- 
grounds, one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  river 
fronts  and  channels,  four  hundred  thousand  (400,000) 
dollars ;  and  to  restore  to  the  general  fund  moneys  paid 
out  on  mandamuses  for  permanent  improvements,  one  mil- 
lion five  hundred  thousand   (1,500,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  or  loans,  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  four  (4)  per  centum  per  annum,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days 
of  the  months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the 
fiscal  agency  of  the   City   of  Philadelphia.      Certificates 
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of  said  loan  or  loans  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such 
amounts  as  the  lender  or  lenders  may  require,  in  the  sums 
of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  regis- 
tered or  coupon  form,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  cer- 
tificates that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  thirty 
years  after  date  thereof,  and  that  the  principal  and  interest 
on  the  said  loan  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance,  there  is  hereby  levied,  by  force  of  this 
ordinance,  an  annual  tax  of  six  and  one-quarter  (6^)  per 
centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certificates  so  issued,  to 
pay  the  interest  and  also  the  principal  of  such  loan  within 
thirty  years ;  and  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds  out  of  the 
tax  so  collected,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
the  said  loan,  and  also  the  principal  thereof,  within  thirty 
years,  and  as  the  same  becomes  payable.  The  appropri- 
ation for  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  and  for  the 
Sinking  Fund  quarterly  to  the  said  Commissioners.

nue, from  Dock  street  to  Spruce  street,  and  south  of 
said  Spruce  street,  and  to  authorize  a  certain  transfer 
from  the  City  Commissioners  to  the  Department  of 
Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  to  effect  such  settlement. 
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Whekeas,  By  an  ordinance  of  these  Councils  approved! 
the  9th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1907,  the  Mayor  was  author- 
ized upon  the  payment  to  him  by  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company  of  the  sum  of  twenty-four  thousand  four 
hundred  and  seventy-five  (24,475)  dollars,  to  release  and 
forever  discharge  the  said  Company  from  all  damages  or 
liability  by  reason  of  non-performance  of  the  condition 
contained  in  the  lease  under  which  it  held  Dock  street 
Wharf  or  Landing,  and  the  non-construction  of  a  wharf  or 
pier  thereon : 

Whereas,  By  an  ordinance  of  these  Councils  approved 
the  11th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1907,  the  Mayor  was  author- 
ized to  grant  and  convey  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  the  premises  known  as  Christian  Street  Wharf 
or  Landing,  and  in  consideration  therefor  the  said  Com- 
pany was  to  convey  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  prem- 
ises on  the  east  side  of  Delaware  avenue  and  north  of 
Christian  street,  containing  in  front  on  Delaware  avenue 
120  feet  If  inches,  and  including  Pier  No.  44,  South, 
and  to  pay  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  (30,000)  dollars:

Docks  and  Ferries,  the  City  Solicitor,  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  Company,  that  the  City  acquire  said 
property  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  between  Dock  and  Spruce  streets  and 
south  of  Spruce  street,  together  containing  a  front  on 
the  east  side  of  Delaware  avenue  of  199  feet  1^  inches, 
at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars 
per  foot,  which  amounts  to  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (298,697)   dollar*-

thereof  higher  and  better  prices  should  be  bid,  the  Rail-

Whereas^  At  a  public  sale  held  on  April  7,  1909,  of 
the  City's  said  properties  at  Christian  street  and  Swan- 
son  street  and  east  side  of  Delaware  avenue,  north  of 
Dock  street,  pursuant  to  and  as  authorized  by  an  ordi- 
nance entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  to 
seU  at  public  sale  the  lot  or  piece  of  ground  with  the  im- 
provements thereon  erected  situate  on  the  south  side  of 
Christian  street,  and  extending  from  the  east  side  of  Swan- 
son  street  into  the  Delaware  river,  in  the  Second  Ward 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  and  a  lot  or  piece  of  ground 
with  the  improvements  thereon  erected  situate  on  the  east

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  Sinking  Funds  the  sum  of  thirty  (30)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  ]3ublic  highways  the  sum  of 
four   (4)   cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)   cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  Property 
the  slim  of  five  (5)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners 
the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  munic- 
ipality the  sum  of  twenty-six  (26)  cents ;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3'.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "Agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  por- 
tions marked  "rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the 
highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set 
apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  wards  where 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as 
required  by  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February 
2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  the  months 
of  February  and  March  a  discount  of  one  per  cent,  shall 
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l)e  allowed ;  after  the  last  day  of  March  a  discount 
.at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be  allowed 
if  paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June.  Dur- 
ing the  months  of  July  and  August  no  discounts  shall  be 
.allowed  and  no  penalties  shall  be  imposed.  If  paid  after 
the  olst  day  of  August  and  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of 
September,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If 
paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  October,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  be- 
fore the  30th  day  of  JSTovcmber,  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  before  the  31st 
day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
four  per  cent. ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  ad- 
dition or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  and  the  cost  of  advertis- 
ing added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display  from  day 
to  day,  in  large  figures,  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
Tax  Office,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance.

of  Seventy-first  and  Race  streets ;  thence  eastward  to  a 
point  on  the  west  side  of  Cardington  road,  dience  north- 
ward along  the  west  side  of  Cardington  road  to  the  place 
of  beginning. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Board 
of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  and  directed  to  place  on  the 
City  plan  as  a  public  park  so  much  of  the  property  de- 
scribed in  Section  1  as  is  not  now  on  the  plan. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  file 
in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  a  petition  on  behalf  of 
the  City  setting  forth  the  ground  herein  appropriated  to 
the  end  that  said  Court  shall  appoint  a  jury  to  assess  the 
damages  as  provided  by  law. 

Sect.  4.  As  soon  as  the  City  shall  become  legally  pos- 
sessed of  the  tract  of  ground  herein  described  the  said 
tract  shall  be  named  Cobb's  Creek  Park,  and  shall  be 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
m'ount  Park,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  have 
been,  or  shall  be  from  time  to  time  established  by  the 
said  Commissioners  for  the  care,  management  and  main- 
tenance of  Pairmount  Park:  Provided,  however,  That 
such  control  shall  not  extend  over  streets  or  roads  now 
upon  the  City  plan,  or  hereafter  placed  thereon,  as  pub- 
lic highways  over,  across  or  through  the  said  park.

and  to  use  and  occupy  such  of  its  wires  as  are  now  strung 
or  carried  over,  through  or  under  the  highways  of  said 
City,  as  well  as  those  which  it  shall  hereafter,  under 
authority  of  this  ordinance,  carry  under  and  beneath  the 
highways  of  said  City,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the 
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business  of  conveying  for  its  customers  a  fire  alarm  signal 
system,  auxiliary  to  the  Philadelphia  fire  alarm  circuits.

For  posting,  advertising,  printing,  meals  for 
regular  employees  on  extra  or  night  work,  cleaning  offices, 
legal  and  miscellaneous  expenses,  three  thousand  (3,000) 
dollars.

For  the  wages  of  mechanics,  laborers  and 
other  workmen  employed  in  the  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  the  Upper  Roxboro,  Lower  Roxboro,  Belmont 
and  Torresdale  Filter  Stations,  the  Belmont  and  Torres- 
dale  laboratories  and  the  Torresdale  Pumping  Station, 
eighty  thousand  (80,000)  dollars. 

Item  15.  For  resanddng  the  filters,  painting  and  inci- 
dental expenses  for  operating  the  filter  plants,  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars. 

Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  prevent 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  from  lay- 
ing water  pipe  or  making  repairs  by  day's  work  or  from 
the  employment  of  any  additional  service  when  the 
exigencies  require:  Provided,  also.  That  laborers  be  paid 
not  less  than  two  (2)  dollars  per  day,  and  that  eight  hours 
constitute  a  day's  labor  for  caulkers,  mechanics  and  other 
per  diem  men  of  this  Bureau. 

Sect.  T.  The  Director  shall  be  allowed,  when  it  is  in 
his  judgment  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  to  purchase 
or  contract,  without  advertising,  bills  for  the  various  Bu- 
reaus not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars 
each. 

Sect.  8.  When  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  is  obliged  to  employ  labor  to  do  work 
under  neglected  or  annulled  contracts,  then  payments  shall 
be  made  from  Item  against  Avhieli  such  contracts  are 
charged,  and  the  amount  so  paid  charged  against  the  con- 
tractor on  the  amount  set  aside  for  such  neglected  or  an- 
nulled contracts. 
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Sect.  9.  That  all  bids  shall  be  opened  and  all  con- 
tracts awarded  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  of  Coun- 
cils having  supervision.  And  that  no  contracts  shall  be 
entered  into  extending  beyond  December  31,  1910,  with- 
out the  approval  of  Councils. 

Sect.  10.  Warrants  shall  be  drawn  as  follows :  For  em- 
ployees in  the  District  Surveyor's  Office  (Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys), one  warrant,  payable  monthly. 

For  Bureau  of  Water  and  Filtration:  For  em- 
ployees at  the  pumping  and  filtration  stations,  one  war- 
rant for  each  station,  payable  monthly. 

The  following  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  and 
Filtration  to  be  paid  semi-monthly :  For  the  employees  in 
the  Purveyor's  districts,  one  warrant  for  each  district; 
for  the  employees  of  the  City  construction  and  repair 
shop,  one  warrant;  for  the  employees  upon  the  improve- 
ment for  distribution  and  contingent  roll,  one  warrant; 
for  the  employees  upon  the  building,  grounds,  and  reser- 
voir roll,  one  wiarrant ;  for  laborers  at  filtration  stations, 
one  warrant  for  each  station.  Warrants  for  the  Direc- 
tor's office  shall  be  drawi\  by  the  Director,  and  all  other 
warrants  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  respective  Bureaus,  and 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Director. 

Provided,  That  before  any  warrants  for  contract  work 
are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller,  the  contractor 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but  American 
citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American 
citizens  by  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, approved  by  the  Mayor,  December  16,  1896: 
Provided,  further,  That  in  work  in  which  the  cost  is  paid 
whole  or  in  part  from  assessments  of  benefits  the  affidavit 
shall  not  be  required:  Provided,  also.  That  all  chiefs  of 
Btureaus  and  other  employees  in  this  Department  now  or 
hereafter  employed,  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  bona  fide  residents  of  this  City  at  least  one  year  prior 
to  their  employment,  and  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents 
during  such  employment. 
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All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  liere- 
with  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

that  none  but  American  citizens  have  been  employed  on 
the  work,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  Councils  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  em- 
ployment of  American  citizens  by  contractors  doing  work 
for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
December  16,  1896 :  Provided,  also.  That  all  chiefs  of  Bu- 
reaus and  other  employees  in  this  Department,  now  or 
hereafter  employed,  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  bona  fide  residents  of  the  'City,  at  least  one  year  prior 
to  their  employment,  and  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents 
during  such  employment. 

Provided,  That  all  and  any  balances  remaining  to  the 
ci-edit  of  the  following  items  in  the  annual  appropriation 
and  transfers  to  the  various  Bureaus  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  for  the  year  1909,  shall  not  merge  De- 
cember 31,  1909,  to  wit:  Director'  Office,  Item  3,  for  post- 
age and  incidental  expenses;  Item  7,  to  carry  into  effect 
the  Employment  Agency  Act,  approved  April  25,  1907. 
Bureau  of  Police,  Item  4,  for  meals,  medical  atten- 
dance at  station  houses  and  transportation ;  Item  10, 
for  arrest  and  conviction  of  offenders,  foreign  tele-

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graph  service,  and  procuring  evidence,  etc. ;  Item  12, 
for  maintenance,  re2>airs  and  miscellaneous  expenses 
of  running  police  boats ;  Item  15,  for  horse  shoeing 
and  incidentals ;  Item  21,  for  purchase  of  motorcycles  and 
supplies ;  repairing  and  maintenance  of  same.  Bureau  of 
City  Property,  Item  6,  for  repairs  to  property  owned  by 
and  used  for  City  purposes,  including  City  Burial  Ground, 
and  Crematory;  Item  13,  for  labor  and  other  expenses  in 
squares,  and  trees  on  Broad  street,  including  manuring  and 
sodding,  and  repairs  to  benches,  etc. ;  Item  17,  for  removal 
of  ice  and  snow  from  pavements  in  front  of  State  House 
row,  public  halls  and  squares;  Item  36,  for  erection  of 
buildings  for  police,  fire,  patrol  and  bath  houses  and 
improvements  to  small  parks.  Bureau  of  Correction,  Item 
3,  for  transportation  of  prisoners,  car  fare,  etc.  Electrical 
Bureau,  Item  8,  for  use  of  current  and  labor,  extension 
and  repairs  to  incandescent  lighting,  etc. ;  Item  10,  for 
laying  underground  conduits  and  constructing  manholes; 
Item  13,  for  rc-inforcing  iron  posts  and  materials  incident 
thereto.  Bureau  of  Fire,  Item  3,  for  repairs  to  appar- 
atus; Item  8,  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  fire  houses. 
Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection,  Item  3,  for  extra  labor,  clerk 
hire,  janitor,  testing  boiler  plate,  and  advertising.  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection,  Item  3,  for  horse  keep  and  repairs 
to  wagons  and  harness.  Bureau  of  City  Property,  Item 
20,  for  repairs,  improvements,  extension  and  alterations 
upon  station  and  patrol  houses. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here^ 
with  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engineer 
Webster,  approved  by  you,  dated  December  29,  1908, 
together  with  the  accompanying  report  of  Mr.  Carlile  and 
the  plan  relating  to  the  opening  of  Kershaw  street. 

As  I  understand  the  matter,  this  street  was  laid  out 
entirely  on  the  lands  of  the  former  owners  of  Morris  City, 
and  was  sold  in  such  a  way  as  to  form  a  dedication  of  the 
street  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  street  was  not  then  upon 
the  public  plans  of  the  City.  It  was  actually  thrown  open 
and  remained  oiion  by  a  use  for  a  period  of  at  least  thirty- 
five  years,  except  so  far  included  within  certain  fences. 
This  not  only  confinns  the  original  dedication,  but  would 
be  a  second  dedication  in  itself.  These  fences  are  con- 
nected with  property  north  of  the  street,  and,  if  I  under- 
stand it  correctly,  no  part  of  the  street  ever  belonged  to 
the  properties  in  which  these  portions  are  now  enclosed. 


So  far  as  I  understand  the  facts  stated,  the  extension 
of  the  fences  would  be  a  pure  trespass  into  the  lands  of 
others,  even  if  the  street  had  not  been  there.  They  there- 
fore in  no  wise  detract  from  the  City's  position.  They  are 
unlawful  encroachments  u|)()n  the  highway,  and  do  not 
become  lawful  by  any  lapse  of  time;  they  may  properly 
be  removed.

Dear  ^S'ir  : — I  wrote  to  yon  inider  date  of  Xovciiiber  !•», 
1908,  with  respi'ct  to  rlic  ])aviii<>-  of  Ilnntiiiii,'  Park  avenue 
and  the  assessments  of  the  cost  against  the  property  own- 
ers. I  snbsequently  had  a  conversation  with  ]\lr.  Webster 
and  the  District  Surveyor,  in  whieh  the  statement  was 
made  that  this  case  diti'ers  from  the  one  mentioned  in  my 
opinion,  in  that  in  this  instance  different  property  owners 
j)aved  the  former  sidewalk  differently.  Some  of  them  paved 
it  of  its  full  width  from  the  house  line  to  the  curb  line; 
others  ])aved  sti-ips  of  varyinu-  width;  and  1  am  asked  how 
the  assessment  bill  should  be  prepared  under  these  cir- 
cumstances. 

1  understand  that  the  street  is  of  a  uniform  width,  and 
therefin'e  the  problem  mention<'d  by  Mr.  Webster,  which 
arises  in  some  instances,  does  not  here  exist.  Vou  may 
therefore  either  divide  the  entire  amount  of  new  paving, 
including  the  ]iart  where  the  old  sidewalks  formerly  were, 
and  give  each  owtier  credit  for  the  j)av<'d  })art  of  his  own 
former  sidewalk,  or  you  may  charge  each  man  for  the  new 
paving  in  front  of  his  own  property,  less  the  old  sidewalk. 
If  I  am  not  mistaken,  tlie-e  two  methods  will  jn'oduce  tlie 
same  result,  provided  1  am  not  mistaken  in  assuming  that 
there  was  no  diagonal  or  ii-regulai-  ]taving  on  the  street. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  that  the  method  of  calcula- 
tion of  space  should  be  set  forth  in  the  assessment  bills  or 
in  the  claims  to  be  filed.  This  might  suggest  a  (piestion 
to  i1k>  j)roperty  ownei's.  1  think,  however,  that  the  assess- 
ment bills  and  the  claims  should  show  the  deduction  of  the 
sidewalk:  thai  is,  the  owner  should  be  charged  with 
*  *  *  ^  ^  ^  yards  of  paving,  less  *  *  *  *  *  *  yards  of 
sidewalk  ])reviously  paved,  leaving  *  *  ^  *  *  yards  to 
be  j)aid  for  by  him.

D'EAE  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  January  4th,  ask- 
ing me  to  let  you  have  a  reply  to  your  communication  of 
October  21,  1908,  wherein  you  request  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Escapes  may  exempt  buildings 
of  first-class  construction  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly  of  June  3,  1885,  requiring  chain  and  rope 
escapes.  The  letter  in  question  did  not  reach  me.  I  am 
confident  of  this,  because  I  received  a  letter  from  a  third 
person,  stating  that  such  an  opinion  was  about  to  come  to 
me,  and  I  kept  that  letter  upon  my  table  for  a  considerable 
time  in  anticipation  of  vour  expected  letter. 

A  careful  reading  of  the  Act  above  mentioned  does  not 
disclose  any  provisions  exempting  such  buildings  from  the 
requirements  with  respect  to  chain  and  rope  escapes.  I 
must  say  that  it  seems  somewhat  unnecessary  to  me,  and 
it  may  be  that  you  will  think  it  proper  to  secure  legisla- 
tion on  the  subject.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  inquiry  of  to-day  whether 
the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  can  draw  a  check  for 
$40,000  on  the  deposit  in  the  Third  l^ational  Bank  to 
their  credit,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  deposit  with  the 


Mayor  on  a  City  loan  for  wliicli  they  propose  to  subscribe 
to-day,  in  yiew  of  the  fact  that  the  accounts  for  the  year 
1908  have  been  chtsed  and  the  books  for  the  year  1909 
not  officially  opened. 

The  Act  of  1879,  to  which  you  refer  me,  specifically 
excepts  payments  to  the  Sinking  Fund  in  the  prohibition 
against  countersigning  warrants  until  after  all  the  annual 
appropriations  are  made.  Moreover,  as  I  understand  you, 
this  money  is  already  in  the  Sinking  Fund  and  is  subject 
to  their  disposal. 

For  each  of  these  two  reasons  separately,  I  am  very 
clear  in  my  opinion  that  the  Act  of  1879  has  no  bearing  on 
the  subject.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  draft  of  an  ordinance 
to  amend  an  ordinance  making  an  appropriation  to  your 
Department  for  improving  the  channels  of  the  Delaware 
and  Schuylkill  rivers  and  to  pay  for  same  out  of  moneys 
appropriated  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

At  least  a  part  of  the  proposed  work  relates  to  main- 
tenance, clearing  out  private  docks  which  the  City  has 
filled  by  its  sewers.  In  my  judgment,  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly does  not  intend  to  assist  the  City  in  maintaining 
the  river  front  and  dockage  system  in  its  normal  condition 
by  clearing  away  dirt  brought  there  by  its  sewers,  but  is 
intended  for  new  improvements.  At  least,  therefore,  a 
part  of  this  ordinance,  in  my  judgment,  is  not  valid.  If 
I  am  right  also  in  my  construction  of  the  words  "improve- 


ineiits  or  iiiijiroviiii;-,"'  tlie  jji'oposed  use  of  the  money  is 
not  within  the  title  of  the  ordinance,  and  for  that  reason 
it  woukl  also  be  void.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  IIii>-h\vays,  approved  by  you,  stating  that 
in  various  sections  of  the  City  there  are  plots  of  ground 
abutting  upon  ]>aved  sidewalks,  from  which  dirt  is  being 
continually  washed  down  upon  the  footway,  covering  it 
with  mud  ;  that  notices  served  upon  owners  to  discontinue 
such  conditions  are  disregarded.  Inquiry  is  made  as  to 
what  action  can  be  taken  to  compel  owners  of  such  ground 
to  clean  the  sidewalks  and  grade  back,  and  fence  the  lots 
so  as  to  prevent  the  earth  from  being  washed  into  the  foot- 
way. 

I  do  not  find  any  ordinance  which  relates  specitically 
to  this  subject.  The  nearest  seems  to  be  that  of  June 
21,  1S92,  page  260,  relating  to  the  sidewalks  in  rural 
and  suburban  sections  of  the  City.  This,  however,  appears 
rather  to  relate  to  conditions  arising  from  defective  side- 
walk'^ tban  to  those  which  the  Chief  of  the  Highway  Bu- 
reau has  in  view. 

I  would  suggest  that  an  ordinance^  be  submitted  to 
Councils  covering  the  subject,  and  if  it  is  desired,  I  will 
have  such  an  ordinance  prepared  upon  being  so  requested.

I  assume  that  tlie  vessel  is  clischarging  at  one  of  the 
whar\-es  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  LTnder  the  express 
t.^rms  of  the  Act  (d"  September  20,  1783,  2  Smith's  Laws, 
jiage  77,  jurisdiction  is  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  with 
respect  to  "every  slii])  and  other  vessel,  while  riding  at 
anchor  l)efore  any  city  oi-  town  in  either  state,  where  she 
liath  hisf  la<h'(!  or  unhuhMl,  or  where  it  is  intended  she 
shall  tirst  thereafter  either  lade  or  unlade,"  that  is,  eithei- 
in  Pi-nnsylvania  or  Xew  Jersey,  as  the  ease  may  he;  and  in 
this  instance,  in  Pennsylvania.  And  by  the  terms  of  the 
Act  of  Septend)er  2."),  178G,  same  book,  ])age  388,  the 
jurisdietion  «f  the'  County  of  Philad(dphia  extends  across 
the  Dehiware  Kiver  to  the  Xew  Jersey  shore,  and  the 
bounds  of  ilie  ("ity  of  Phihulel])hia  likewise  extend  into 
tlie  river, —  Xeal  r.s\  Commonwealth,  17  S.  &  P..  (i7.

In  many  cases  the  Courts  haxc  sustained  the  ])ower  oi 
the  Courts  to  legislate  with  respect  to  those  matters  wlii(di 
incidentially  affect  foreign  commerce  or  commerce  anitmg 
the  States,  where  the  legislation  relates  to  police  measures 
calculated   to  affect  the  health  or  safety  of  passengers  or 
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of  citizens  in  general.  I  do  not  doubt  that  an  Act  would 
be  perfectly  valid  which  prohibited  a  vessel  from  having 
upon  its  decks  large  quantities  of  gunpowder  exposed  to 
every  casual  spark.  The  case  that  is  nearest  to  the  ques- 
tion now  under  consideration  is  Smith  vs.  Alabama,  124 
U.  S.  Reports,  page  465,  in  which  it  was  held  that  a  State 
might  lawfully  require  an  engineer  of  a  railroad  train  to 
undergo  an  examination  and  obtain  a  license.  This  is 
so  close  to  the  present  question  that  I  am  unable  to  dis- 
tinguish it,  and  I  advise  j'ou  that  the  engine  in  question 
is  within  the  Act  of  1899.

Dear,  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  January 
19th,  written  upon  the  direction  of  the  'Committee  on 
Finance  and  Accounts  of  your  Board,  asking  whether 
certain  things  can  be  done  and  the  payment  therefor  made 
out  of  the  following  appropriation,  for  the  year  1909 : 
"Item  27.  For  the  establishment  of  new  playgrounds, 
$100,000." 

The  first  question  is  'Svhether  the  present  school  yards 
and  playgrounds  can  be  equipped  with  gymnastic  apparatus 
out  of  that  appropriation."  The  equipment  of  an  existing 
3'ard  or  playground  is  not  the  establishment  of  a  new  play- 
ground, and  this  eqni])meut  cannot  be  paid  for  out  of  that 
appropriation. 

The  next  question  is  'Svhether  properties  adjoining  pres- 
ent school  yards  can  be  purchased  in  order  to  make  the 
school  yards  larger  for  use  as  playgrounds."  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  that  this  can  be  done  if  the  present  school 
yards  cannot  be  classed  as  playgrounds.     The  purchasing 


of  adjoining  property  would  tend  toward  tlic  establislunent 
of  a  new  playground. 

The  third  and  last  qnestion  is  '"whether  school  sites  (a 
portion  of  -which  may  be  ntilized  as  a  playground)  can  be 
purchased  and  paid  for  out  of  that  appropriation."  I 
do  not  think  that  sites  for  the  purposes  of  schools  can  be 
paid  for  out  of  that  appropriation  where  the  use  as  a 
playground  is  incidental  only. 

The  full   ordinance  has  not  yet  reached  me,  but   I  do 
not  doubt  that  it  contains   a  separate  appropriation  for 
school  sites,  and  this  adds  a  reason  why  this  item  should 
not  be  ap])ropriated  to  that  purpose.

Possibly  this  miiilit  l)e  answered  by  tiie  statement  that 
the  kind  of  labor  desired  is  really  not  skilled  labor,  and 
it  would  be  a  serious  injustice  to  the  skilled  wnrkiiignien 
to  pay  unskilled  workmen  at  the  rate  which  the  skilled 
mechanic  receives.  A  much  more  sweepino-  reason,  haw- 
ever,  for  disreg'arding  the  ordinance  appears  in  three 
written  opinions  of  my  predecessor,  Judge  Kinsey,  one 
of  them  a  letter  dated  ^lay  1-1,  181JG  (Ojjinions  of  that 
year,  page  71)  ;  the  second,  a  letter  dated  June  12,  1900 
(Opinions  of  that  year,  page  29),  and  a  third,  a  letter 
dated  ^larcli  11,  1901  (Opinions  of  that  year,  page  19). 
I  learn  from  ynu  that  Judge  Tvinsey  aifirmed  the  views 
expressed  in  these  oi)iiiioiis  in  an  interview  as  late  as 
December  5,  1905. 

It  has  been  my  ])'>licy,  so  far  as  L  ])ossil)ly  can,  to  follow 
the  opinions  of  my  pre(U'c(  ssor.  in  this  instance  he  cites 
four  cases — three  of  them  in  this  State  anil  one  in  Xew^ 
York — and  \ipon  these  decisions  it  is  inn)ossible  to  escape 
the  result  which  he  reached.  The  princi])le  is  that  the 
law  r((piires  the  Oity  to  award  its  contracts  to  the  lowest 
rcs]ionsible  Idibler.  it  cannot,  therefore,  interpose  a 
clause  which  will  I't'cpiii-c  a  biddi'r  to  ])ay  more  money  and 
th\is  require  the  City  to  pay  a  larger  .sum.  A  private  per- 
son may  do  as  he  jileases,  but  the  City  officials  are  trustees 
for  the  tax])ayers.  and  are  bound  to  get  the  work  done  as 
cheaply  as  jiossible,  under  the  terms  of  the  statutes  men- 
tioned. 

I  therefore  advise  you  thai  it  is  the  duty  of  the  offi- 
cials of  the  ("ity  to  follow  the  decisions  of  the  vai'ious 
Courts  who  have  had  this  (plot ion  before  them. 

The  objection  seems  to  recur  with  great  frequency.  In 
my  short  term  of  office  it  has  Ix  en  liefoi'c  me  several  times. 
It  would  b<'  a  satisfaction  if  those  who  desire  a  change  of 
coui'se  would  fib'  a  V>\]\  in  E(]uity  to  test  the  question 
acain,   if  rhev   think   that    the  decisions  of  the   Court   are 
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wrong.     If  they  desire  to  do  this,  I  will  expedite  the  hear- 
ino-  as  far  as  I  possibly  can.

My  Dear  Sik  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  February 
1st,  enclosing  a  letter  from  Coroner  Ford,  which  refers 
to  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of  April  18,  1899,  P.  L., 
52,  as  follows:  ''Whenever  a  dead  body  may  be  found  in 
any  public  place,  or  the  body  of  any  deceased  person,  who 
is  unknown,  shall  be  found  within  such  county,  the  said 
body  shall  be  removed  to  the  morgue  so  established,"  and 
asking  for  a  definition  of  this  section. 

The  Act  in  question  relates  to  morgues  established  in 
counties  containing  more  than  one  city  of  the  second  class, 
and  therefore,  if  the  amendment  to  the  second  section  of 
the  original  Act  is  valid  at  all,  it  does  not  apply  to  Phila- 
delphia, which  does  not  contain  any  city  of  the  second 
<?lass. 

The  Act  to  which  that  is  a  supplement  authorized  the 
County  Commissioners,  upon  the  presentation  of  the  Grand 
Jury  of  the  county,  to  establish  a  morgue,  which  is  to  be 
conducted  by  the  Coroner.  That  Act  also,  in  my  opinion, 
does  not  apply  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  We  have  no 
County  Commissionens,  but  City  Commissioners,  who  act 
under  the  direction  of  Councils  and  not  under  presentments 
by  the  Grand  Jury ;  and  the  morgue  in  Philadelphia  was 
not  established  under  that  statute,  but  under  an  ordinance 
of  Councils,  and  is  in  the  exclusive  control  of  the  City 
anthorities. 

Moreover,  there  is  later  legislation,  which  is  referred 
to  in  the  opinions  by  my  predecessor.  Judge  Kinsey,  and 
by  me  in  the  Opinions  of  1907,  pages  78,  82  and  205. 
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By  a  reference  to  these  opinions  you  will  see  that  the 
police  or  health  authorities  are  required  to  turn  over  the 
body  of  the  deceased  to  his  home  or  to  his  relatives  or 
friends,  unless  there  are  such  suspicious  circumstances  as 
require  the  Coroner  to  hold  an  inquest  and  to  take  pos- 
session of  the  body  for  examination.  In  this  connection 
I  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Coroner  appears 
to  be  unacquainted  with  the  laws  respecting  the  Anatomical 
Board ;  for,  if  there  are  no  friends  or  relatives,  unless  the 
person  was  a  traveller,  the  body  must  be  turned  over  to 
that  board.  This  is  sufficiently  explained  in  the  opinions 
to  which  I  have  referred.

Deak  Sir: — R.eplyino;  to  your  letter  of  February  3rd, 
Avith  respect  to  the  warrant  now  due  the  Charles  McC'aul 
Conijiany  for  the  erection  of  a  school  house  on  the  west 
side  of  Twelfth  street,  between  Fitzwater  and  Kenilworth 
streets,  in  this  City,  I  am  informed  that  the  contractor  is 
willing-  to  a<>ree  that  the  retained  percentaoe  of  $5,961  may 
be  held  ai>-ainst  the  electrical  work  in  the  bnilding,  as  well 
as  for  the  ])ur]>ose  strictly  specified  in  the  contract ;  or  he 
is  willino-  to  give  a  special  bond  to  cover  the  electrical 
matters.  If  either  of  these  courses  is  adopted  it  will  dis- 
pense with  the  necessity  of  considering  the  question  in 
the  exact  form  in  which  it  was  pro])osed,  and  will  suffi- 
ciently protect  the  City  and  satisfy  the  Chief  of  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau,  who,  I  am  told,  has  advised  the  City  Con- 
troller to  that  effect.  It  is  certainly  harsh  to  withhold 
payment  which  we  admit  to  be  due,  merely  because  we 
cannot  readily  make  an  inspection  in  order  that  the  work 
may  be  passed.

If  their  work  is  entirely  eonij)lete  and  satisfactory  we 
should  immediately  insjjiH't  it  and  ])ass  it,  and  if  for  our 
own  reasons  we  are  either  unable  or  nnwillino'  to  make  an 
inspection  ni'  the  electrical  work  at  the  present  time,  it  is 
n()t  their  fault,  and  they  should  not  he  de]irive(l  of  their 
money  by  reason  thereof. 

I  sug'i>'est,  th(U'efore,  in  luoditicatiou  of  my  letter  of 
yesterday,  that  if  the  ^FcCanl  Company  will  ao"ree  to  apply 
the  reserve  fund  already  s])oken  of  toward  making  good 
any  defects  which  within  a  year  nniy  he  shown  to  exist 
at  the  present  time,  the  money  should  be  paid.  They  are 
willing  to  give  a  letter  of  this  kind,  but  inasmuch  as  the 
work  is  perishable  the  burden  ought  to  be  upon  us  to  show 
that  a  defect  is  one  that  now  exists.

Dkar  Sir: — I  received  yours  of  February  r)th,  enclos- 
ing copy  of  a  complaint,  dated  December  2()th,  made  by 
four  citizens  against  shooting  nuitcbes  by  the  Parkside 
Gun  Club,  ami  iiuiniring  what  your  duties  and  authority 
are   in    thii   matter. 
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There  are  a  number  of  laws  and  ordinances  with  respect 
to  the  discharge  of  guns,  but  they  either  relate  to  the- 
original  City  or  to  firing  in  the  streets,  or  for  other  reasons 
do  not  apply  precisely  to  this  case. 

The  complaint  states  that  the  shooting  is  ''an  annoyance 
and  menace",  and  a  serious  and  flagrant  nuisance.  If 
it  be  a  substantial  menace  either  to  the  neighbors  or  to 
those  who  pass  by,  it  ought  to  be  stopped  by  you  even  if 
your  officers  have  to  enter  upon  the  private  premises  of 
the  Club  for  that  purpose ;  but  if  it  be  a  mere  annoyance 
or  nuisance,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  of  such  general 
importance  as  to  cause  your  Department  to  interfere. 

The  neighbors  have  their  remedy  either  by  private  suit, 
or,  if  the  conduct  be  sufficiently  annoying  to  the  general 
public  to  constitute  it  a  i:)ublic  nuisance,  by  a  criminal 
prosecution  instituted  in  a  regular  and  orderly  way,  by 
procuring  a  warrant  on  complaint  made  under  oath.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  received  from  your  Secretary  the 
enclosed  ordinance  to  pay  the  Surpass  Leather  Company 
for  resetting  curb  and  repaving  footway  at  N"inth  street 
and  Allegheny  avenue,  with  an  inquiry  as  to  the  legality 
of  this  proposed  ordinance. 

It  is  usually  the  duty  of  a  property  owner  to  lay  and  to 
maintain  a  proper  curb  and  footway  pavement,  repaving 
and  resetting  the  curb  as  often  as  may  be  necessary.  A 
notice  to  repave  or  to  reset  the  curb  should  be  given  when- 
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ever  either  iDavement  or  curb  is  sufficiently  out  of  order. 
There  may  have  been  special  circumstances  in  this  in- 
stance, leading:  to  some  special  and  unusual  mistake  in 
connection  with  the  notice ;  but  if  so,  it  is  not  set  forth  in 
the  ordinance,  and  its  nature  does  not  occur  to  my  mind. 
"Without  knowledge  on  this  subject,  I  am  unable  to  say 
whether  the  facts  will  justify  a  payment  of  public  money 
to  refund  the  expense  incurred  by  the  property  owner ;  I 
need  further  information.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  received  an  ordinance, 
which  I  herewith  return,  to  authorize  the  placing  on  the 
City  plan  as  a  park  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the 
people  the  triangular  plot  of  gTOund  at  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  Germantown  avenue  and  Fifteenth  street,  in  the 
Thirty-eighth  Ward,  together  with  a  letter  from  Director 
Stearns  dated  February  18th,  making  certain  objections 
thereto. 

With  respect  to  the  description,  I,  of  course  know 
nothing.  The  Director  is  right  in  his  criticism  of  the 
difference  between  the  title  and  the  substance  of  the  ordi- 
nance. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  3,  Brown's  Phila. 
Digest,  Culniiiii  ^40,  P.  L.  .■i8,  provides,  among  other 
things,  that  "no  bill  shall  be  passed  containing  more  than 
one  subject,  which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title." 

The  purpose  to  open  this  Park  is  not  expressed  in  the 
title,  and  citizens  might  be  very  willing  to  have  it  placed 
on  the  plan  who  would  object  to  an  immediate  opening. 
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I  therefore  advise  yon  that  in  my  opinion  the  ordinance 
noes  not  conform  to  this  provision  of  hiw.  I  note,  how- 
ever, that  it  is  endorsed  on  the  back  that  it  was  presented 
December  20,  1908.  Is  it  not  too  late  to  veto  it  on  that 
acconnt.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yonr  letter  of  Febrnary  23rd,  en- 
closing letter  of  Mr.  Buchholz,  Chief  of  the  Division  of 
Tenement  Honse  Inspection,  and  enclosing  also  a  bill  now 
before  the  Legislatnre  in  connection  with  fire  escapes. 

As  I  understand  it,  the  only  matter  submitted  to  me 
is  the  proviso  to  the  first  section,  to-wit:  Provided  further, 
This  shall  not  exempt  buildings  used  as  tenement  houses 
from  erecting  the  fire  escapes  as  required  above." 

The  question  discussed  by  Mr.  Buchholz  is  a  practical 
one  of  which  he,  Dr.  T^eff  and  you  are  much  better  judges 
than  I  am.  How  far  the  provisions  with  respect  to  fire 
escapes  should  apply  to  tenement  houses  I  cannot  tell,  for 
I  have  not  made  it  a  special  study.  I  assume  from  a 
rapid  examination  of  the  bill  that  it  was  not  submitted  by 
your  Department  but  was  prepared  elsewhere.  If  you 
were  in  charge  of  the  bill  I  should  recommend  you  to  have 
it  thoroughly  revised  before  proceeding  further.  It  is 
in  bad  shape.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  received  your  letter  of  Feb- 
ruary 24tlij  with  relation  to  the  sale  of  certain  lots  of 
ground  and  school-houses,  and  inquiring  whether  the  sales 
could  be  made  through  the  Board  of  Education,  even  with 
the  consent  of  Councils ;  or  whether  the  law  does  not  re- 
(luire  that  property  of  the  character  mentioned  be  sold 
through  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of  City 
Property). 

I  am  unable  to  find  any  statute  which  specifies  the 
agency  through  which  City  property  must  be  sold  when 
ordered  to  be  sold  by  City  Councils.  The  opinion  of 
Judge  Kinsey,  to  which  you  refer  me,  is  merely  to  the 
effect  that  school-houses  cannot  be  sold  by  the  Board  of 
Education  without  authority  of  Councils.  The  reference 
to  the  authority  of  Councils  is  repeated  in  a  number  of 
places  in  the  letter,  and  if  any  inference  can  be  derived 
from  it,  it  is  that  the  Board  may  sell,  if  Councils  so 
authorized. 

In  the  absence  of  any  direct  legislation  providing  for  or 
limiting  the  agency  through  which  a  sale  directed  by 
Councils  may  be  made,  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  eminently 
proper  that  the  sale  of  school  property  should  be  made 
tlirough  the  Board  of  Education ;  indeed,  under  date 
of  June  10,  1902,  printed  Opinions,  page  29,  Judge 
Kinsey,  then  City  Solicitor,  advised  that  Councils  cannot 
by  ordinance  direct  the  sale  of  property  occupied  as  a 
public  school  without  the  consent  of  the  Board.  As  it 
must  consent,  it  is  proper  that  it  should  itself  make  the 
sale,  and  its  consent  thus  be  clearly  shown  to  the  public.

Chief  of  the  Highway  Bureau,  approved  by  you,  dated

The  appropriatiou  and  the  contract  were  for  resurfacing 
macadam  roads  with  broken  stone  during  the  year  1908, 
and  not  later.  IsTevertheless,  when  an  order  was  given 
during  that  year  for  work  in  good  faith  intended  to  be 
done  and  required  to  be  done  during  that  year,  but  by 
reason  of  stress  of  weather,  or  other  contingency  of  that 
kind,  the  work  was  incomplete  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
it  is  like  all  other  contracts  and  may  be  completed  later.

Dear  Sir:— In  answer  to  your  recent  inquiry  "whether 
or  not  the  Miagistrate,  under  the  Act  of  July  11,  1901, 
entitled  'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  attendance  and  for  the 
reports  of  attendance  of  the  children  in  the  schools  of  this 
Commonwealth,  etc.,'  can  bulk  the  fines  collected  under 
different  prosecutions,  and,  after  paying  the  constable  for 
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his  services,  turn  the  balance  into  the  treasury,"  I  beg 
leave  to  say  he  cannot.  Neither  the  Magistrate  nor  any- 
one else  has  the  right  to  pay  the  debt  of  a  third  person  out 
of  moneys  belonging  to  that  third  }>erson  which  chance 
to  be  in  his  hands. 

Moreover,  the  Constitution  requires  that  all  fines  of  this 
character  shall  be  j^aid  into  the  county  treasury. 

One  of  two  courses  should  be  pursued :  The  constable 
should  be  paid  out  of  some  fund  appropriate  to  the  pur- 
pose under  the  authority  of  the  Board  for  whom  the  truant 
officer  acts;  or  Councils,  by  ordinance,  can  authorize  the 
balking  of  the  collections  in  the  manner  which  you  sug- 
gest and  the  payment  of  the  constable  out  of  the  same. 
Perhaps  some  arrangement  could  be  made  for  the  service 
of  the  writs  by  the  police  officers.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  letter  of  February  23rd, 
the  Act  of  1905,  ])roviding  for  the  control,  etc.,  of  the 
schools  of  this  district,  directs  that  when  vacancies  in  the 
Sectional  School  Board  are  caused  by  death,  resignation, 
or  otherwise,  they  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  of  the  sur- 
viving directors  until  the  next  ensuing  annual  election, 
when  the  electors  shall  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  for 
tho  unexpired  term  or  terms. 

As  I  understand  your  letter,  the  vacancies  in  your  Board 
occurred  a  sufficient  time  before  the  last  annual  election 
to  be  filled  at  that  time  by  the  electors.  The  authority 
ffiven  to  the   members  of  the   Sectional  Board   is  raerelv 
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to  fill  until  after  election.  A  failure  to  elect  does  not 
authorize  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  a  second  time ; 
otherwise  there  niig'ht  be  a  successive  filling-  from  time  to 
time  and  no  election  by  the  people  whatever.

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  request  in  yours  of 
March  1st,  Mr.  Alcorn  has  drawn,  and  I  herewith  transmit 
to  you  in  duplicate,  a  bill  providing-  for  the  paving  of  sub- 
urban streets,  the  costs  to  be  charged  by  the  foot  front  rule 
against  the  property  owners. 

I  am  not  at  all  clear  that  this  Act  can  be  sustained. 
The  objection  to  charging  property  owners  by  the  foot 
front  rule  lies  deeper  than  the  provisions  of  a  statute. 
Private  property  can  be  assessed  for  the  cost  of  a  public 
improvement  only  to  the  extent  that  there  is  specific  benefit 
to  that  property  difierent  from  the  benefit  to  the  public. 
Where  the  property  is  located  in  the  midst  of  a  large  city 
it  has  been  decided  that  the  foot  front  rule  is  a  sufiiciently 
equitable  method  of  charging  the  cost  against  it;  but  where 
it  lies  iu  the  country  or  a  thinly  settled  part  of  the  City, 
then  there  should  be  some  method  of  ascertaining  what  the 
benefit  to  the  property  is.  I  am  not  at  all  clear  that  the 
fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  property  owners  desire 
that  the  street  shall  be  paved  at  private  expense,  the  charge 
to  be  divided  among  them  proportionately  to  their  foot 
front  holdings,  will  sufficiently  establish  the  fact  that  the 
properties  are  all  benefited  in  that  proportion. 

T  have  a  letter  from  a  property  owner  with  regard  to 
the  street,  which  has  caused  the  Meriting  of  your  letter  to 
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iiic,  wliicli  leads  me  to  sugg'cst  to  you  that  if  tlioso  owners 
Avho  desire  the  street  to  be  paved  will  ag-ree  to  pay  the  con- 
tractor and  take  the  assessment  bills  from  him,  their  pur- 
pose may  be  met.

Dear.  Sir: — I  have  the  letter  of  ]\Ir.  Dnnlap  of  March 
8th,  forwarded  by  you  and  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the 
letter  from  William  E.  Wood  Co.,  dated  March  6th,  in- 
quiring with  respect  to  the  reduction  of  the  security  on 
supplemental  contracts.  The  inquiry  is:  When  there  is 
a  contract  covering  an  entire  operation,  but  the  expenditure 
is  limited  to  a  fraction  of  it,  with  the  intention  to  sup- 
plement it  afterward  by  increasing  the  amount  of  the  ex- 
penditure, and  the  contract  has  a  maintenance  clause  in  it, 
can  the  bond  accompanying  the  contract  be  satisfied  and 
the  10  per  cent,  security  intended  for  the  maintenance 
be  substituted  for  it  when  the  first  part  of  the  contract  is 
completed,  the  contract  being  supplemented  for  further 
work  under  it  ? 

The  illustratidii  gi\(ii  to  me  is  the  proposed  Queen 
Lane  Filter,  in  which  the  total  contract  price  will  be  ap- 
proximately $2,r)00,()0(),  but  with  respect  to  which  th(  re 
is  only  available  $800,000  at  the  present  time.  The  first 
contract  will  probably  coven-  this  $800,000,  with  provision 
for  suppleiiieiitiiig  it  when  additional  appropriations  are 
made,  and  the(]uestion  is.  whether,  when  the  work  included 
in  the  contract  as  originally  prepared  is  complete,  the 
maintenance  security  provided  for  by  the  ordinances  of 
March  31,  1883,  page  75;  December  29,  1885,  page  331,

and  March  27,  1901,  page  82,  can  be  substituted  for  the 
original  bond. 

With  the  contract  drawn  so  as  to  provide  merely  for 
sui^plemeaiting  and  increasing  the  amount  to  be  expended 
thereunder,  in  my  opinion,  this  substitution  cannot  be 
made.  The  only  authority  to  which  my  attention  has  been 
called  for  entering  satisfaction  on  a  bond  is  the  ordinance 
of  July  5,  1870,  Section  2  (ordinances  of  that  year,  page 
355,  and  Brown's  Digest,  column  1202).  This  requires 
that  a  certificate  shall  be  given  that  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract have  been  fully  complied  with.  This  Department 
has  taken  the  ground  that  a  supplemental  contract  is  not 
a  new  and  distinct  contract,  but  is  merely  an  increase  of 
the  amount  of  money  which  can  be  expended  under  the 
original  contract,  and  the  work  then  proceeds  under  the 
original  contract,  and  not  under  a  new  or  substituted  agree- 
ment. Under  these  circumstances  I  do  not  think  that  a 
certificate  can  properly  be  given  "that  the  terms  of  said 
contract  have  been  fully  complied  with."  This,  of  course, 
could  be  done  if  the  work  is  abandoned  and  no  supple- 
mental contract  made,  but  not  when  the  contract  is  supple- 
mented. 

The  proper  course,  in  my  opinion,  is  to  prepare  the  con- 
tract in  somewhat  different  form,  as  was  done  in  the  case 
of  the  construction  of  the  Queen  Lane  Reservoir,  as  will 
appear  by  the  report  of  the  litigation  growing  out  of  it  in 
the  case  of  Filbert  et  al.  vs.  Phila.,  181  Pa.,  530.  This 
contract  is  described  on  page  533.  It  was  made  for  a  defi- 
nite sum,  in  that  instance  not  exceeding  $795,613.84,  with 
an  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  contractors  that  they 
would,  when  requested,  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  City 
to  complete  the  entire  work  of  constructing  the  reservoir 
in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications,  on  or 
before  January  1,  1895,  subject  to  further  appropriations 
by  Councils  to  pay  for  the  work.  When,  therefore,  the 
work  up  to  the  amount  specified  is  complete,  that  contract, 
except  as  to  the  maintenance,  was  entirely  completed,  and 
a  contract  that  was  completely  new  was  made  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  work.  This  is  largely  a  matter  of  forai  in 
drawing  contracts.  I  call  your  attention  to  it  now,  so  that 
this  can  be  borne  in  mind  when  the  contracts  are  entered 
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into.  The  advertisement  and  bids  may  be  for  the  entire 
^vork,  but  so  divided  that  the  first  contract  can  be  for  a 
portion  of  it  only,  with  provision  for  a  distinct  contract 
when  the  money  is  supplied  for  the  purpose,  and  with  a 
further  provision  for  maintenance  for  the  time  which,  in 
accordance  with  the  nature  of  the  work,  may  run  either 
from  the  completion  of  the  first  contract  or  from  the  com- 
|)Ietion  of  the  entire  undertaking^. 

I  am  iuclined  to  think  that  this  would  frequently  be  a 
better  form  of  contract  than  the  ordinary  supplement, 
which  simply  increases  the  amount  of  the  work  to  be  done 
under  the  first  contract.  As  I  have  said,  this  is  largely  a 
matter  of  form,  and  the  distinction  is  somewhat  technical, 
but  we  are  compelled  to  take  it  to  meet  the  views  of  the 
Court  in  the  cases  of  the  South  Broad  street  and  the  North- 
■east  Boulevard  proceedings.

Yon  will  find  two  letters  from  me  in  January,  1908,  to 
Assistant  Director  Knight,  on  the  subject. 

In  my  opinion,  warrants  cannot  be  drawn  nnder  the 
existing  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  this  claim.  It 
will  be  necessary  to  have  special  authority  to  draw  a  war- 
rant, which  A\-ill  probably  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  both 
branches  of  Councils,  in  accordance  with  Section  5  of  the 
Act  of  May  23,  1874,  P.  L.  232.

Dear  Sir  : — -At  au  interview  Avhich  you  and  I  had  with 
a  number  of  gentlemen  interested  for  various  reasons  in 
the  burial  of  soldiers  at  the  expense  of  the  City,  under  the 
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Act  of  M'ay  12,  1885,  and  its  several  supplciiients,  we 
heard  their  objection  to  the  certificate  which  you  have  heeii 
in  the  habit  of  reqnirins;,  and  the  questions  submitted  by 
them  were  referred  by  you  to  me  for  an  opinion. 

There  are  ^ioiue  considerations  which  may  be  stated 
before  takino-  u))  the  several  questions,  for  they  have  a 
direct  bearing-  upon  almost  all  the  questions. 

The  pur})ose  of  this  Act  is  to  secure  a  decent  burial  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  by  the  iniblic  authorities.  We  are  not 
required  to  act  where  the  person  dying-  leaves  property 
applicable  to  funeral  expenses,  but  where  no  such  prop- 
erty iri  left,  the  funeral  must  be  conducted  by  or  through 
llie  public  authorities,  under  the  terms  of  this  Act.  I  da 
niit  understand,  however,  that  the  Act  ju'ohibits  a  rea- 
sonal)k^  contribution  from  a  society  or  from  friends  sa 
that  the  character  of  the  funeral  may  be  somewhat  im- 
])rove(l,  l)ut  1  do  not  think  the  City  authorities  should 
interfere,  take  possession  of  the  body  and  conduct  the 
funeral  if  a  sulistantial  amount  is  raised  elsewhere.  All 
bills  ])ai(l  by  the  City  are  audited  by  you,  and  you  are  re- 
quired, as  a  part  of  your  official  duty,  to  see  that  the 
account  is  due,  that  it  is  correct  in  its  details,  and  that  it 
is  one  which  should  be  paid  by  the  City.  To  that  end  the 
Bullitt  Act  (Act  of  June  1,  1885),  Article  VII,  YI,  pro- 
vides as  follows:  "\\'heiiev('r  a  warrant  or  claim  shall  be 
presented  to  him  hr  .shall  have  power  to  require  evidence 
that  the  amount  claimed  is  justly  due,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  summon  l)efore  him  any  officer,  agent  or  em- 
jdoyee  of  any  departuient  of  the  City,  or  any  other  person, 
and  cxaiiiinc  liim  upon  oath  or  affirmation  relative  to  such 
warrant  or  claim." 

A]^plyiiig  this  statement  to  tli(»  present  instance,  it  i& 
not  oidy  youi-  ri^hr,  but  your  duty,  to  see  that  the  claim 
is  due.  To  this  end  you  must  ascertain  (1)  that  the 
funeral  was  actually  Indd,  (2)  that  it  was  conducted  by 
ihc  )>ul)]ic  authorities,  or  in  conformity  with  the  statute 
in  (picstion  and  its  sn])pleni(  nts,  (;])  that  the  person  was 
one  who  ought  to  have  been  Iniricd  under  the  terms  of  the 
Act,  and,  finally,  that  the  claim  is,  as  to  all  its  details, 
a  proper  and  just  one,  and  the  amount,  not  exceediug  $50,. 
properly  ))ayah]c  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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The  ordinance  making-  the  annual  appropriation  to  the 
"City  Commissioners  for  the  current  year  appropriates 
■$12,500,  "provided  that  a  certificate  from  the  County 
Commissioners,  duly  signed  by  the  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  them,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same." 

You  are  requested  to  dispense  with  the  various  ques- 
tions contained  in  the  certificate,  and  accept  the  certifi- 
cate referred  to  in  the  ordinance.  This  provision  is,  in 
my  opinion,  in  clear  violation  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Bullitt  Act  above  set  forth,  and  it  is  your  duty  to  take 
such  course  as  you  may  deem  proper  to  ascertain  that  the 
bill  should  be  paid. 

Objection  was  made  to  certain  of  the  questions  in  the 
application  and  certificate,  on  the  ground  that  we  are  not 
to  assume  that  respectable  persons  would  undertake  to 
-secure  money  from  the  'City  where  it  ought  not  be  secured. 
Unfortunately,  experience  does  not  justify  us  in  assuming 
that  there  will  be  no  improper  claim  made  against  the 
City.  On  the  contrary,  it  requires  us  to  take  every  rea- 
sonable safeguard  to  provide  against  claims  of  that  char- 
acter. It  does  not  appear  to  me  that  the  questions  objected 
to  are  unduly  searching.  If  the  deceased  owns  real  estate 
in  the  county  or  elsewhere,  he  has  property  which  could 
be  devoted  toward  paying  his  funeral  expenses.  The  same 
is  true  if  he  has  life  insurance  in  his  own  favor,  or  if  he 
was  a  member  of  a  beneficial  association  paying  funeral 
benefits.  Those  funeral  benefits  are  substantially  his  prop- 
erty and  should  l)e  applied  toward  his  funeral,  and  such  a 
case  is  not  within  the  terms  of  the  Act.  So,  also,  if  he 
had,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  money  on  deposit,  or  owned 
any  stocks  or  bonds  or  other  negotiable  securities,  it  could 
not  be  said  that  he  left  insufficient  means  to  defray  the 
necessary  l)urial  exjienses  when  these  expenses  are  the  very 
first  thing  to  which  his  property  would  be  applicable. 

The  law  also  requires  an  itemized  statement  of  the  ex- 
penses incurred  in  and  about  the  burial.  This  seems  to 
require  the  statement  of  account  to  which  some  objection 
was  made.  I  understand  that  you  are  willing  to  drop  the 
oath  which  follows  the  statement  of  account.     Any  ques- 
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tion  arising-  out  of  that  I  need  therefore  not  consider.  With 
that  one  exception,  I  am  unable  to  see  that  the  present  form 
is  unduly  strin^^ent,  and,  indeed,  with  regard  to  that  oath, 
it  does  not  differ  substantially  to  that  which  almost  every 
claimant  is  required  to  make  who  secures  from  you  the 
countersigning  of  his  warrant.

P.  S. — After  the  foregoing  was  written,  an  incident  oc- 
curred which  strongly  enforces  the  general  principle  on 
which  the  letter  is  based — that  caution  must  always  be 
exercised  in  cases  of  this  kind,  as  in  all  others,  to  ascer- 
tain that  the  claim  against  the  City  is  well  founded. 

The  widow  of  a  soldier,  who  had  just  been  buried,  called 
this  Department  by  telephone  and  stated  that  $50  had  been 
paid  by  the  Oity  for  the  funeral  and  that  only  $35  of  the 
amount  received  was  needed.  She  had  been  informed 
that  she  might  properly  retain  the  remaining  $15  for  a 
headstone,  and  she  inquired  of  the  assistant  at  the  tele- 
phone whether  such  action  by  her  would  be  entirely  correct.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  March  I7th, 
with  respect  to  a  contract  awarded  to  Lit  Brothers  under 
Schedule  F  for  certain  items.  It  is  said  that  their  bids 
were  too  low  by  reason  of  the  mistake  of  the  young  lady 
in  charge  of  the  crockery  department  in  their  store,  and 
tliey  propose  to  furnish  the  articles  at  cost  price,  but  not  in 
excess  of  the  next  lowest  bidder. 

This  cannot  be  done.  The  Supreme  Court  has  repeatedly 
decided  that  contracts  can  only  be  made  in  precise  con- 
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formitv  with  the  advertisement  and  bids.  IsTo  modifica- 
tions by  snbseqnent  neg-otiations  can  be  made.  If  this  be 
trne,  as  it  is,  with  respect  to  the  character  of  work  done 
or  goods  fnrnished,  it  is  mnch  more  obviously  the  law 
with  regard  to  the  prices  to  be  paid.  Persons  are  bound 
by  their  bids. 

As  I  figure  it,  the  difference  between  the  bids  in  ques- 
tion and  the  next  higher  bids  on  those  items  severally  is 
only  about  $188.  The  cost  price  at  which  it  was  proposed 
that  Lit  Brothers  should  furnish  the  articles  is  (I  assume) 
still  less ;  and  the  loss  incurred  by  complying  with  their 
bids  will  therefore  be  insignificant  for  a  business  as  large 
as  theirs,  and  even  this  will  be  largely  nuide  up  by  their 
profit  on  the  other  eight  or  nine  items.  I  am  not  prepared 
to  say  what  ])Ower  you  may  have,  without  special  authority 
from  Councils,  to  release  the  bidder,  after  the  award  made, 
from  the  obligation  they  assumed  and  readvertise ;  but  if 
you  have  the  ]>ower,  it  is  one  which  is  to  be  exercised  very 
sparingly,  on  account  of  possible  abuses  by  bidders  who 
might  intentionally  submit  low  bids  to  learn  the  prices  of 
their  rivals. 

In  view  of  the  very  small  amount  at  stake,  it  seems  to 
me  that  these  bidders  ought  to  accept  cheerfully  the  result 
of  their  own  blunder.

Dear  Siw. — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson, 
approved:  by  you,  dated  March  26th,  with  respect  to  the 
provisions  of  a  paving  contract  requiring  the  contractor  to 
keep  the  pavement  in  good  condition  for  ten  years.     The 


pavciHciit  was  l)r()keii  l)y  the  riiited  (Jas  luiprnvcniont 
Coiiipaiiy,  who  tluMusclve*  iiiade  the  repairs,  and  the  con- 
tractor for  tlie  said  })avin<>-  disclaims  fntnre  liability  for 
further  rejjairs  npoii  this  lironiid.  I  am  asked  whether  lie 
is  entitled  to  relief. 

If  he  merely  claims  that  he  oui^ht  n(jt  to  he  held  liable 
for  defects  arising-  from  the  fact  that  the  pavement  was 
broken  and  rejjaired  by  a  third  ])erson  there  would  seem 
to  be  somo  force  in  the  claim;  although  even  then  it  is  not 
clear  tliat  his  ])ositive  contract  could  be  avoided  by  the 
wrongful  act  of  a  third  person,  if,  indeed,  that  act  be 
wrongful.  At  all  events,  1  am  clearly  of  opinion  that  he 
is  not  relieved  from  his  duty  to  keeji  the  pavement  in 
repair,  so  far  as  (h'fects  may  arise  which  are  not  connected 
with  the  opening  of  the  pavement  by  the  United  Gas 
Improvement  Company. 

On  looking  at  the  contract  I  am  not  at  all  clear  that  he 
has  an  absolute  right  to  make  the  repairs  where  the  pave- 
ment is  broken  by  others.  Ife  contracts  that  he  will  make 
repairs  upon  certain  terms,  but  it  does  not  follow  that  he 
has  a  right  to  insist  that  he  alone  shall  do  the  work. 

It  is  not  to  be  antici])ated  that  a  pavement  will  neces- 
sarily remain  unl)roken  for  so  long  a  period  as  ten  years, 
and  this  is  one  of  the  risks  contemplated  when  he  makes 
his  contract.

Dear  Sir: — I  return   herewith   the  ordinance  supple- 
iiR^ntal  to  the  ordinance  for  the  protection  of  sub-contract-

ors  and  others  furnishino;  material  and  labor  for  the  con- 
struction of  buildings  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and 
for  other  City  work. 

The  ordinance  of  March  30,  1896  (Ordinances,  page 
68),  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  requires  certain  con- 
tractors to  give  a  second  bond  to  the  City,  conditioned  to 
pay  those  who  furnish  them  with  labor  or  materials.  For 
some  reason  unknown  to  me,  the  condition  of  these  bonds 
as  originally  drawn  appears  to  have  been  somewhat  wider 
than  the  exact  terms  of  the  ordinance ;  and  the  Supreme 
Court  decided  that  persons  protected  by  those  bonds  were 
not  restricted  to  those  who  furnished  materials  or  labor 
directly  to  the  contractor,  but  persons  further  down  the 
line  might  enforce  the  bond.  Sul)sequently  the  form  of 
the  bonds  was  changed,  so  as  to  match  more  accurately  the 
language  of  the  ordinance. 

Some  time  ago  a  committee  of  the  Builders'  Exchange 
informed  me  that  they  had  been  advised  that  the  decision 
might  not  apply  to  the  bond  in  its  present  form,  and  asked 
that  the  earlier  form  be  restored ;  but  I  did  not  consider 
that  I  could  properly  depart  from  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance,  and  suggested  that  they  secure  an  amendment 
to  the  ordinance.  Subsequently  other  members  of  the 
Exchange  objected  to  the  change,  claiming  that  there  was 
no  protection  for  the  contractor  if,  after  paying  those  with 
whom  he  dealt  directly,  those  who  had  dealt  with  his  sub- 
contractors might  still  hold  him  liable  on  his  bond.  They 
suggested  that  at  all  events  such  persons  ought  to  be  com- 
pelled to  give  him  notice  if  they  proposed  to  look  to  him 
for  payment. 

The  present  ordinance  seems  to  follow  both  of  these 
policies.  It  apparently  enlarges  the  protection  of  the 
penal  bond  and  makes  it  apply  to  those  who  furnish  mate- 
rials to  the  sub-contractors,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  requires 
that  notice  of  the  claim  shall  be  given  at  an  early  day  to 
the  contractor. 

I  have  no  criticism  to  make  as  to  the  form  of  the  ordi- 
nance, but  call  your  attention  to  what  seems  to  me  to  b© 
a  very  grave  question,  whether  the  bond  ought  to  apply 
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to  those  behind  the  sub-contractors;  and  I  sugo-est  that 
jou  take  it  up  carefully  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.

My  Dear  Sir  : — Mr.  Hopple  brings  to  me  a  letter  signed 
by  Mr.  Bagley,  Superintendent  of  the  Postal  Telegraph 
Cable  Company,  dated  April  5th,  notifying  you  of  a  desire 
to  cancel  a  certain  lease  as  of  December  31st  next.  That 
date  is  nearly  nine  months  in  the  future.  He  has  written 
at  the  foot  of  the  lease  an  agreement  to  cancel  by  mutual 
agTcement  as  of  December  31,  1909,  and  asks  that  it  be 
signed  by  the  City  and  the  company. 

The  lease  was  for  the  year  1902  only,  and  expired  on 
December  31st  of  that  year,  but  it  contained  a  provision 
that  if  the  lessee  should  hold  over  after  the  expiration  of 
the  terms  with  the  consent  of  the  lessor,  it  should  be  deemed 
and  taken  to  be  a  renewal  of  the  lease  for  another  year, 
and  so  on  from  year  to  year  until  either  party  should  give 
three  months  previous  notice  to  the  other  of  an  intention 
to  determine  the  tenancy  at  the  end  of  any  year. 

If,  therefore,  either  party  give  notice  on  or  before 
Septeml>er  30,  1909,  of  the  intention  to  determine  the 
lease  at  the  end  of  the  current  year,  nothing  more  is  re- 
quired. It  cannot  pro])erly  be  a  cancellation,  because  the 
lease  will  expire.  I  do  not  know  of  any  person  who  is 
authorized  to  sign  the  assent  to  cancel,  if  it  were  desired 
to  cancel  in  the  middle  of  the  year;  but,  as  [  say,  it  can- 
not be  a  cancellation,  but  an  expiration,  of  the  lease,  if 
notice  of  this  be  duly  given.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  herewith  the  ordinance  authorizing 
the  regTading,  remacadamizing  and  paving  of  York  road 
at  certain  points,  together  with  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson, 
of  the  Highway  Bureau,  approved  by  Director  Stearns. 

On  referring  to  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  construc- 
tion of  the  railway  at  that  point,  it  would  appear  that  the 
railway  was  obliged  to  keep  the  road  in  repair,  so  that  the 
objection  to  the  use  of  the  moneys  from  the  Rapid  Transit 
Company  does  not  apply.  At  all  events,  I  do  not  agree 
with  the  construction  placed  upon  the  contract  of  July  1, 
1907.     Section  10  of  that  contract  requires  that  certain 
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payments  shall  b(^  made  '^in  lieu  and  satisfaction  of  all 
obligations  and  liability  on  the  part  of  the  company  and 
its  subsidiary  companies,"  for  certain  things.  In  lieu  and 
satisfaction  is  a  very  different  thing  from  the  provision 
that  the  money  shall  be  paid  to  be  applied  in  a  certain 
way;  and  this  is  especially  true  when  those  things  for 
which  the  payment  is  in  lieu  and  satisfaction  inclnde  other 
matters,  such  as  the  removal  of  snow  and  the  license  fees. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  Councils  can  appropriate  the  moneys 
received  from  the  Transit  Company  in  any  way  they  please. 

But  as  a  practical  matter,  I  assume  that  this  j)rovision 
of  the  ordinance  was  inserted  so  as  to  save  the  general 
funds  of  the  City,  but  I  am  informed  that  contracts  already 
made  and  in  immediate  contemplation  will  fnlly  absorb 
all  the  moneys  received  from  the  Transit  Company,  and 
perhaps  require  an  addition  thereto  from  the  general  funds 
of  the  City.  Nothing,  therefore,  is  gained  by  this  pro- 
vision, while  it  may  have  misled  some  members  of  Councils 
into  making  an  appropriation  which  they  would  not  have 
made  if  they  had  understood  that  the  moneys  would  sub- 
stantially come  from  the  general  funds. 

The  second  section  of  the  ordinance  requires  the  railway 
company  to  relocate  its  tracks  in  accordance  with  the  agree- 
ment of  1894.  In  the  slwrt  time  at  my  disposal  before 
this  opinion  reaches  you,  I  am  unable  to  advise  you  with 
certainty  whether  the  terms  of  Section  8  of  the  agreement 
of  July  1,  1907,  did  not  cancel  that  agTeement;  but  I  am 
of  opinion,  under  the  authority  of  Scranton  Gas  and 
Water  Company  vs.  Scranton  City,  214  Pa.,  586,  that  the 
company  is  bound  to  relocate  its  tracks  whether  the  neces- 
sity is  caused  by  the  change  of  grade,  independently  of  any 
agreement,  and  by  virtue  of  general  principles  of  law.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engineer 
Webster,  approved  bv  jou,  dated  April  14,  1909,  inquiring 
whether  the  City  has  the  authority  to  approve  certain  pur- 
chases in  the  open  market  by  the  purchasing  agent  of  the 
railway  conipany,  the  same  to  be  paid  for  by  the  railway 
company,  but  the  City  to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  cost  in 
the  regular  monthly  settlement  of  accounts. 

The  Act  of  1874  and  other  statutes  regulating  the  pur- 
chase of  supplies  l)y  the  City  of  Philadelphia  does  not 
apply  to  this  c:a.se.  These  articles  are  not  purchased  by  the 
City  at  all,  but  are  purchased  by  the  company ;  and  we 
simply  provide  a  portion  of  the  purchase  money  inciden- 
tally, because  we  ]iay  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  entire 
operation. 

If  you  are  satisfied  that  money  will  be  saved  by  purchas- 
ing in  the  manner  stated,  the  City  has  the  right  to  assent 
to  its  purchase.

To  the  Members  of  the  Select  and  Common 

Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  received  the  resolution  requesting 
jne  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  power  of  Councils  to  order 
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street  ilnpl•o^■elU('llts  in  front  of  })roi)erty  assessed  at  sub- 
urban rates,  and  wbetber  tbe  cost  can  he  collected  by  liens. 

Tbe  fact  of  tbe  metbod  of  assessing-  taxes  is  not  tbe  de- 
termining point.  Tbe  question  is  tbe  nature  of  tbe  prop- 
erty and  its  surroundings,,, independently  of  the  metbod  in 
Avbicli  it  is  assessed  for  taxes.  It  is  ditbcult  to  state  tbe 
rule  in  distinct  terms ;  but  tbo  general  principle  is  tbat 
tbe  cost  of  ])iiblic  improvements  can  be  assessed  against 
prop(u-tie.s  only  to  tbe  extent  in  wbicb  tliey  are  specially 
l)enefit((l  tbereby.  Wbere  tbey  are  located  upon  a  City 
street,  a  cbarge  by  tbe  foot  front  rule  is  sutfteiently  ac- 
curate to  determine  tbe  benefit;  but  wbere  tbe  properties 
are  in  tbe  o]ien  conntry  and  are  composed  of  farms,  it  is 
clear  tbat  tbe  amount  of  benefit  cannot  be  determined  with 
any  degree^  of  accuracy  in  tbat  way. 

1  know  no  better  statement  of  tbe  division  line  tban 
tbat  wbicb  is  contained  in  tbe  charge  of  tbe  Court  in  the 
case  of  City  of  ]\LcKeesport  vs.  Catherine  Soles,  178  Pa., 
page  -"W)!^,  which  charge  was  affirnu'd  by  the  Supreme 
Court.  I  therefore  give  you  a  quotation  from  tbat  opinion 
as  tbe  best  answer  tbat  1  can  make  to  your  question  : 

"It  is  very  diliicult  to  give  a  clear  definition  of 
wliat  is  to  be  considered  rural 'property,  in  contradis- 
tinction from  city  ]u-o]>erty,  so  as  to  be  exempt  from 
liability  or  assessments  for  street  improvements.  The 
character  of  tbe  locality,  the  streets,  lots,  buildings 
jiml  improvements,  and  the  market  value  of  the  prop- 
ei-ty,  as  also  of  the  neighboring  and  surrounding  prop- 
erties, must  be  considered.  Wbetber  the  particular 
])roperty  in  dispute  is  to  be  considered  rural  or  city, 
depends  largely  upon  it.s  surroundings  and  tbe  char- 
acter of  the  j)ro])erty  in  tbe  neighborhood.  If  the 
l)nildings  and  im])rovements  in  the  neighborhood  are 
few  and  se-attered;  if  tbey  jiai-take  of  the  character 
of  the  conntry  rather  than  of  tbe  city  or  town,  and 
are  occupied  by  persons  engaged  in  rural  punsuits, 
tbe  locality  sboubl  be  considered  rural.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  tbe  bouses  and  im])rovements  partake  of  the 
character  of  the  city  or  town  and  are  mainly  occupied 
by  persons  engaged  in  city  pursuits,  the  locality  should 
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be  considered  as  city  and  not  rural.  A  locality  which 
is  laid  out  in  small  lots,  of  the  usual  size,  for  city 
or  town  lots,  and  partly  built  upon  with  city  improve- 
ments, such  as  paved  streets,  gas  or  water  pipes,  should 
be  considered  in  the  class  of  city  property.  There 
may  be  in  the  city  a  square  or  several  squares  or  sev- 
eral acres  of  ground,  used  only  for  pasture  or  growing 
cropis,  yet,  if  in  tlie  midst  of  a  business  part  of  the 
city,  it  would  be  treated  as  city  property,  liable  to  a 
street  assessment.  In  a  large  city  there  may  be 
thriving  villages  or  suburbs  some  distance  from  the 
main  body  of  the  city,  with  large  farms  intervening 
on  both  sides  of  the  street.  In  such  cases  the  villages 
or  suburbs  would  be  considered  as  city  property  and 
the  farms  as  rural,  but  if  the  intervening  territory 
be  devoted  to  tine  residences  ornamented  with  trees 
and  shrubbery  and  occupied  by  business  men  of  the 
city,  it  would  be  classed  as  city  property.  If  the 
property  on  one  side  of  the  street  be  built  up,  or  con- 
siderably built  up,  with  residences,  factories  or  other 
places  of  business,  the  vacant  lots  or  farm  land  imme- 
diately across  the  street  should,  as  a  general  rule,  be 
considered  city  property.  The  owner  on  one  side 
of  a  street  may  hold  back  until  the  land  on  the  other 
side  is  divided  into  lots,  sold  and  built  upon,  thus 
having  his  property  greatly  enhanced  in  value,  and 
if  not  liable  to  an  assessment  for  the  improvement 
of  the  street,  he  would  derive  an  unjust  advantage 
over  the  other  property  owners.  I  can  hardly  con- 
ceive of  a  case  where  the  property  on  one  side  of  the 
street  is  to  be  considered  as  city  property  and  that 
on  the  other  side  as  niral.  It  might  possibly  be  where 
there  were  no  improvements  whatever  on  that  side  of 
the  street."

Dear  Sir:— I  have  received  a  letter,  dated  April  21st, 
from  Assistant  Director  Kni^-ht,  of  your  Department,  in- 
quiring' as  to  the  contract  with  Frank  E.  Kallam  for  haul- 
ino'  ashes  from  the  Sjiring  Garden  Pumping-  Station  during 
the  year  1909,  which  contract  is  stated  to  have  a  limit  of 
$1,191;  that  Mr.  Kallam  has  performed  work  and  been 
paid  for  same  to  the  amount  of  $794,  but,  owing  to  the 
pumping  station  being  practically  abandoned,  he  has  been 
notified  that  his  contract  is  completed.  Inquiry  is  made 
whether  the  City  has  the  right  to  discontinue  Mr.  Kallani'.s 
services,  or  whether  he  should  be  permitted  to  continue  the 
work  to  the  fidl  amount  of  the  limit  of  his  contract. 

I  have  examined  both  the  contract  itself  and  also  the 
specifications,  bids,  etc.,  and  find  no  provision  measuring 
the  compensation  by  the  amount  of  work  done  or  proposed 
to  be  done.  ]\[r.  Kallam's  bid  is  for  gross  sum,  by  the 
month  or  by  the  year.  The  contract  merely  requires  him 
to  haul  ashes,  without  specifying  the  amount,  and  binds 
tlie  C'ity  to  pay  him  the  gTOSs  sum  of  $1,191,  without  re- 
gard to  the  quantity  of  ashes  we  ask  him  to  haul.  I  am 
nuablc  to  see  any  escape  from  the  obligation  to  make  this 
jiayment.  Of  course,  it  is  desirable  that  we  receive  as  large 
an  ('(piivalent  as  possible  for  this  money,  and  I  recommend 
tliat  you  ]U'Ovide  as  much  material  as  possible  for  Mr. 
Kallam  to  haul.  Possibly,  in  view  of  the  ''practical  a1>an- 
donment"  of  the  ))uinping  station,  he  nuiy  be  willing  to  do 
some  other  hauling.

Dear  Sir  : — Some  time  ag;o  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Benson,  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  in- 
quiring who  should  pay  for  certain  paving  around  City 
Hall.  The  asphalt  pavement  was  taken  up  by  the  Rapid 
Transit  'Company  in  connection  with  the  construction  of 
the  subway. 

Upon  general  princi])les,  any  person  who  tears  up  a 
(Mt}^  ]javement  for  liis  own  luirposes  must  protect  the  public 
so  far  as  he  can  from  the  injurious  consequences  of  his 
act.  He  must  therefore  restore  the  pavement  to  its  former 
condition  as  ]>rom]>tly  as  possible ;  if  such  restoration  is 
necessarily  delayed,  as,  for  instance,  in  the  present  case, 
if  he  has  excavated  to  such  depth  that  the  earth  will  con- 
tinue to  settle  for  many  months,  the  duty  of  protecting  the 
public  from  the  effects  of  his  act  requires  him  to  make  and 
keep  the  roadway  in  as  good  condition  for  travel  as  the 
circumstances  will  permit,  until  the  settling  of  the  earth 
is  complete  or  any  other  conditions  which  may  delay  the 
repaving  are  removed. 

Section  10  of  the  contract  of  July  1,  1907,  between  the 
City  and  the  Ra]>id  Transit  C'ompany  relieves  the  company 
from  the  general  duty  of  repaving  and  repairing ;  but,  lest 
it  might  l)e  claimed  that  this  relief  affects  the  general 
ju'inciple  T  invoke,  a  proviso  is  added  that  nothing  therein 
contained  should  relieve  the  company  from  the  obligation 
to  replace  or  r('i>air  pavements  removed  or  damaged  by 
any  construction  or  re])air  work,  etc.  The  proper  office 
of  a  proviso  is  to  qualify  or  restrain  the  previous  enact- 
ment ;  accordingly,  so  far  as  this  work  is  concerned,  the 
company  still  renuiins  subject  not  only  to  the  general  duty 
above  mentioned,  l)ut  also  to  all  obligations  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  contract  arising  out  of  earlier  laws,  ordinances 
and  agreements. 

It  is  therefore  quite  ]ilain  that  all  repaving  and  repairs 
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rendered  neecssai'v  U_v  the  eoiistruetioii  of  the  subway  nmst 
be  done  by  the  Transit  ("onijiany.  1  do  not  understand 
that  the  company  questions  thi.s;  on  the  contrary,  it  has 
constantly  recognized  its  duty.  The  original  pavement 
was  affected  by  the  shifting  of  tracks,  by  temporary  tracks, 
and  in  other  ways,  as  well  as  by  the  subway  excavation 
itself;  and  this  has  required  divers  temporary  surfacing 
of  the  street,  and  the  com])any  has  voluntarily  replaced  and 
changed  these  from  time  to  time  as  required.  At  times 
and  places  they  consisted  merely  of  jdanking  laid  directly 
upon  the  earth,  or  supported  by  timbers  over  excavations. 
At  other  times  and  places  they  consisted  of  granite  blocks 
tem])orarily  taking  the  ]>lace  of  the  as])ha]t  which  had 
been  removed  from  most  of  the  street,  but  which  still 
remains  in  phices.  In  fact,  while  the  ])avenient  abont 
which  I  am  now  asked  is  more  nearly  complete  than  any 
which  has  preceded  it  since  the  as]>halt  was  distnrbed,  the 
patch- work  condition  of  the  street  still  shows  that  the  work 
is  only  temporary,  so  that  abnndant  opportmiity  may  be 
given  for  the  earth  to  settle. 

The  liability  of  the  Transit  Company  is  not  atfected 
because  openings  had  been  made  to  lay  water  pipes,  electric 
condnits,  etc.,  the  pavement  over  these  openings  having^ 
been  properly  restored.  Xor  does  any  alteration  of  the 
tracks  or  change  of  grade  relieve  the  eom]>any  from  lia- 
bility to  restore  the  jiavement.  The  company  is  required 
to  conform  to  such  changes:  Scranton  Gas  di:  Water  Co. 
vs.  Scranton,  214-  Pa.,  r»86.  The  change  ninst  have  been 
very  inconsiderable,  as  portions  of  the  original  pavement 
still  nniain,  and  1  think  that  you  will  find,  on  examina- 
tion, that  very  nearly  all  of  the  last  paving  wonld  have 
been  rendered  necessary  by  the  relaying  of  the  track,  apart 
from  any  change  of  level. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  company  to- 
lay  the  })resent  jiavement  at  its  own- cost.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  April  26tli 
with  respect  to  a  nuisance  consisting  of  a  pond  of  water  on 
£L  suburban  and  unimproved  lot  on  Wyoming  avenue  near 
"C"  street.  The  owner,  upon  notice,  has  failed  to  abate 
the  nuisance,  and  the  Department  proposes  to  abate  it  by 
making  a  connection  with  the  sewer  on  Wyoming  avenue, 
and  desires  to  know  its  duty  with  respect  to  the  charge 
for  the  sewer  frontage ;  and  whether  the  charge  for  the 
sewer  frontage  can  be  collected  by  a  lien  filed  by  the  City 
for  the  cost  of  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance. 

I  find,  on  reference  to  the  ordinance  under  which  the 
•sewer  was  constructed,  that  it  provides  that  the  sewer 
would  not  be  used  until  it  is  paid  for.  The  question  is 
not  a  clear  one  by  any  means.  I  am,  however,  inclined 
somewhat  to  the  opinion  tliat  a  person  who  contracts  with 
you  for  the  removal  of  a  nuisance  must  pay  all  expenses 
incident  to  the  removal ;  among  them  are  the  costs  of  con- 
nection, the  cost  of  the  license,  the  cost  of  the  connection, 
and  that  which  must  be  primarily  to  the  license,  namely, 
the  frontage  charge.  This,  of  course,  should  be  included 
in  the  advertisement  for  bids  for  the  work.  This  amount 
liaving  been  paid  to  him,  it  can  be  recovered  back  by  virtue 
■of  a  claim  filed  for  removing  the  nuisance. 

At  all  events,  the  contrary  is  not  so  clear  but  that  I 
should  endeavor  to  make  the  collection  in  this  way.  Upon 
inquiry  I  am  informed  that  this  is  the  practice. 

I  find  an  opinion  of  City  Solicitor  Warwick,  given  to 
Health  Ofiicer  Veale,  dated  December  6,  1886,  on  page 
93  of  the  Opinions  of  that  year,  to  the  effect  that  if,  in  the 
removal  of  a  nuisance,  it  was  essential  that  City  water 
should  be  used,  and  in  order  to  get  the  City  water  it  was 
necessary  to  pay  the  arrears  of  water  rent,  that  payment 
might  be  made  and  included  in  the  lien  filed  against  the 
property  by  the  'City.     This  opinion  is  exactly  in  point.

Dear  Sir  : — The  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  Webster,  ap- 
proved by  yon,  dated  April  15th,  relating  to  the  constrnc- 
tion  of  certain  sewers  and  the  protection  of  the  passenger 
railway  connected  therewith,  reached  me  yesterday  after- 
noon, having  been  delayed. 

I  adhere  to  the  opinions  expressed  in  my  letter  to  you 
of  May  11,  1908,  with  respect  to  the  duty  of  a  railway 
company  to  take  care  of  its  own  track  and  at  its  own 
expense,  pending  the  construction  of  a  sewer.  The  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company  is  a  private  corporation, 
although  it  has  certain  public  duties  to  perform,  and  the 
rights  of  any  private  corporation  in  the  public  highways 
must  yield  to  the  public  necessities.  Such  a  corporation 
cannot  block  an  important  public  improvement. 

I  recognize  the  right  of  the  officers  of  the  Rapid  Transit 
Company  to  hold  a  different  opinion  and  to  insist  that  the 
City  is  bound  to  take  care  of  its  tracks  and  conduits.  I 
also  recognize  their  right  to  bring  suit  against  the  City 
to  establish  their  claim  and  the  opinion  maintained  by 
them,  in  order  to  recover  such  damages  as  the  company 
may  suff'er.  It  is,  however,  the  duty  of  a  company,  under 
the  circumstances,  to  keep  down  the  damage  as  far  as 
possible.  In  this  connection,  I  note  that  in  two  of  the 
letters  which  accompany  Mr.  Webster's  communication  to 
me  it  is  said  that  the  company  could  do  the  work  cheaper 
than  a  contractor,  and  that  it  will  cost  less  to  prevent  cer- 
tain damage  to  conduits  than  to  restore  them  later.  It  is 
therefore  both  the  right  and  the  duty  of  the  company,  even 
from  its  own  point  of  view,  to  take  the  action  which  the 
officers  propose  to  take ;  and  it  may  thereafter  endeavor  to 
hold  the  City  resjxtnsible  for  the  amount  which  it  may 
pay,  and,  while  I  do  not  consider  it  necessary,  I  have  no 
o]>jection  to  an  express  understanding  between  yon  and 
the  company  that  the  right  to  hold  the  City  liable  is  re- 
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served.  The  question  can  then  be  raised  in  a  suit ;  and 
whether  this  suit  shall  be  tried  in  the  ordinary  way  or  a 
case  stated  may  be  agreed  upon  will  depend  upon  the  cir- 
cumstances that  may  arise  or  may  exist  at  the  time  whvn 
the  claim  is  litigated.

Dear.  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Benson,, 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  on  the  above  subject.  I  under- 
stand from  it  that  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  feet 
front  of  the  sidewalk  on  both  sides  o  Ridge  avenue,  rom 
Hermitage  street  to  City  Line,  desire  that  it  should  be 
paved  with  flag  pavement,  and  that  accordingly  Councils 
passed  the  proper  ordinance  to  that  effect.  Due  notice  was 
given  and  the  pavement  has  been  laid.  I  am  asked  with 
regard  to  the  effect  of  the  Act  of  April  15,  1907,  and  my 
attention  is  specifically  called  to  two  matters. 

The  one  is  that  the  title  limits  the  paving  of  sidewalks, 
etc.,  to  rural  sections  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  while  nO' 
mention  is  made  in  the  body  of  the  Act  to  the  rural  sec- 
tions. In  this  respect  the  Act  is  defectively  written,  but, 
in  my  judgment,  it  does  not  make  it  void.  The  title  of  the 
Act  limits  the  aji]^lication  of  the  enactment  itself  so  as  to 
restrict  it  to  rural  sections  as  mentioned  in  the  title. 

The  other  point  is,  that  in  1903  a  similar  Act  was 
vetoer  by  Governor  Peunypacker.  In  his  opinion  the  Act 
was  not  sound  policy,  but  I  do  not  understand  that  he  de- 
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nied  its  validity  if  duly  passed.  In  my  opinion  it  is 
•entirely  valid,  and  if  there  be  no  other  objection  the  claims 
are  valid  and  the  money  under  them  may  be  recovered 
from  the  jiroperty  owners.

GE\TEE:\n:.\  : — I  have  I'eceived  from  your  Committee 
.an  ordinance,  which  I  herewith  return,  and  the  papers  ac- 
company ing  ir,  by  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  City  shall 
purchase  the  assessment  bills  iov  the  sewer  in  front  of 
tli(>  Odd  Fellows'  Cemetery. 

^Ir.  \V('])st('r,  in  his  letter  to  you,  docs  not  have  in 
mind  the  rule  that  charters  granted  before  the  year  1856 
were  contracts  between  the  companies  and  the  Common- 
wealth, which  cannot  Ije  set  aside  or  violated  unless  the 
rio-ht  to  change  them  is  expressly  reserved.  Those  later 
than  tliat  year  stand  on  a  different  basis. 

The  Odd  Fellows'  Cemeter^^  was  incorporated  in  the 
year  1S49,  by  a  statute  which  exempted  it  from  taxation. 
Tinder  these  circumstances,  in  the  case  of  Olive  Cemetery 
Co.  vs.  City,  95  Pa.,  129,  it  was  decided  that  a  sewer  as- 
sessment is  a  tax  within  the  meaning  of  the  charter  of  the 
company,  and  that  it  could  not  be  collected  from  the  com- 
pany. 

That  case,  however,  has  been  so  narrowed  and  departed 
from  in  later  decisions,  that  it  is  the  general  opinion  that 
it  is  overruled,  and  such  assessments  can  be  collected.    The 
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Courts,  however,  liave  oarefnlly  avoided  stating  in  express 
terms  that  they  overrule  these  decisions^  and  I  am  unable 
to  say  without  qualification  or  question  that  there  is  no 
doubt  about  the  ability  of  the  contractor  to  collect  his 
claim,  although  I  believe  that  it  is  probable  that  it  can 
be  done. 

The  question  is  then,  whether  under  these  circumstances 
you  think  that  the  City  ought  to  relieve  the  contractor 
from  a  fight  that  is  perhaps  doubtful,  and  to  take  the 
contest  upon  itself.  This  is  a  matter  for  your  discretion. 
I  have  stated  as  best  I  may  the  condition  of  the  law  as  I 
understand  it.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  letter  of  May  14th,  en- 
closing a  letter  from  Louis  Friedberger,  I  am  unable  to 
find  any  law  requiring  the  owner  of  a  property  to  place 
a  fence  around  it  simply  because  there  is  a  hole  in  it 
formed  b}'  quarrying,  or  in  any  other  way,  unless  that 
hole  is  immediately  adjacent  to  the  public  highway,  so 
that  persons  lawfully  passing  along  the  highway  -are  en- 
dangered thereby.  I  do  not  understand  from  this  letter 
that  the  quarry  is  thus  close  to  the  highway.

Dear  Sir: — There  has  been  certified  to  me  a  resoliitioii 
passed  by  both  branches  of  Conncils  on  April  15^,  1909, 
requesting  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  pci'mit 
Hirst  Brothers  to  run  a  temporary  terra  cotta  drain  on 
the  northwest  side  of  Keystone  strc^et,  from  a  spur  on 
Keystone  street  to  a  point  about  :^40  feet  southwest  of 
Disston  street,  to  be  laid  under  the  su])ervision  of  your 
Department,  and  wholly  without  expense  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  not  to  release  the  owners  of  property 
from  paying-  the  regular  frontage  charges  whenever  the 
sewer  shall  be  laid  in  said  street. 

T  learn  that  it  has  been  the  practice  under  resolutions 
of  this  kind  to  take  a  bond  or  agreement  from  the  person 
who  is  authorized  to  lay  the  drain,  that  whenever  a  per- 
manent sewer  is  laid  it  will  be  paid  for  by  the  property 
owners  in  accordance  with  law.  In  this  instance,  how- 
ever, the  permit  is  to  be  given  to  a  firm  of  plumbers 
who  have  no  interest  in  the  matter,  except  that  they  are 
employed  by  one  of  the  property  owners,  and  they  very 
properly  object  to  assuming  such  an  obligation  for  others. 
The  person  who  is  to  connect  to  this  drain  has  only  a  life 
interest  in  her  ])roperty.  and  there  are  a  number  of  other 
propertier  in  front  of  which  the  drain  passes,  owned  by 
other  persons.  It  seems  in  this  instance  to  be  impractic- 
able to  secure  such  an  agreement. 

The  resolution  does  not  require  it  in  terms,  it  simply 
provides  that  it  shall  not  release  the  property  owners.  If, 
indeed,  undev  a  resolution  of  this  kind  a  permanent  sewer 
were  authorized,  an  attempted  reservation  of  this  right 
might  not  actually  reserve  it.  But  if  you  are  satisfied 
that  the  drain  pipe  cannot  be  construed  to  be  a  permanent 
sewer,  I  see  no  reason  why  you  should  not  issue  the  license 
and  permit  this  construction  to  be  done  under  this  reser- 
vation without  the  giving  of  the  customary  bond.

(1extle:\ien  : — I  have  received  a  copy  of  _your  resolution 
askiiio;  my  opinion  ''what  the  legal  effect,  if  any,  the  re- 
cent decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
in  the  case  of  the  St.  Paul,  ^linneapolis  and  ^lanitoba 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Great  ISTorthern  Railway  Com- 
pany ag-ainst  the  City  of  ^linneajjolis  has  on  the  relations 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  with  the  various  railroad  com- 
panies within  this  City  relative  to  the  removal  of  g-rade 
crossings  and  the  building  and  maintaining  of  bridges  on 
the  lines  of  public  streets." 

So  far  as  the  question  relates  to  payments  already  made, 
the  decision  has  no  effect  whatever.  Those  pa^mients  are 
within  the  rule  that  money  voluntarily  paid  cannot  be 
recovered  back,  and  are  not  within  any  of  the  exceptions 
to  that  rule.  The  construction  of  the  subway  on  Penn- 
sylvania avenue  and  Twenty-fifth  street  is  the  largest 
transaction  of  this  kind  which  occurs  to  my  mind,  and 
has  been  publicly  mentioned  in  this  connection.  Apart 
from  the  fact  that  the  jiayments  on  that  account  were 
made  more  than  six  years  ago  and  any  action  for  the 
return  of  the  money  would  be  barred  by  the  statute  of 
limitations,  these  expenditun-s  were  approved  and  declared 
to  be  both  proper  and  legal  by  the  Supreme  Court,  on  page 
134  of  the  report  of  the  case  of  Brooke  vs.  Philadelphia, 
162  Pa.  Reports,  page  123.  I  shall  refer  to  this  case 
again  in  another  connection. 

The  decision  mentioned  in  your  resolution  is  not  yet 
officially  reported.  I  learn  that  the  cause  in  which  it 
was  rendered  was  brought  from  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Minnesota,  and,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  writes  that  no  opinion 
was  delivered  by  that  Court,  and  that  the  judgment  of 
the  Minnesota  Court  was  affirmed  on  the  authority  of  a 
case  reported  in  208  U.  S.,  583. 
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The  decision  of  the  Minnesota  Conrt  (reported  in  101 
Minn.  Reps.,  5-15)  merely  accepts  and  follows  its  own 
decision  at  an  earlier  stage  of  the  same  cause  (reported 
in  98  ]\Iinn.  KejDs.,  page  880).  An  examination  of  this 
original  decision  is  therefore  necessary  in  order  to  under- 
stand the  last  decision  which  I  am  asked  to  apph'  to  the 
relations  of  the  City  with  the  railroad  companies. 

A  street  had  been  opened  across  a  railroad  and  was 
carried  across  it  by  a  bridge,  which  was  burned  down. 
The  street  was  laid  out  as  well  as  opened  long  after  the 
railroad  was  constructed.  In  the  j^ear  1892  a  contract 
\\as  entered  into  between  the  city  and  the  railway  com- 
pany by  which  the  company  was  required  to  construct 
certain  bridges  and  approaches  thereto  at  the  intersection 
of  certain  streets  with  the  railroad  tracks;  and  by  Sec- 
tion 8  of  the  ordinance  forming  the  contract,  the  city 
agreed  that  in  consideration  of  the  performances  of  the 
conditions  of  the  ordinance  it  would  thereafter  construct 
and  maintain  all  cro.-;sings  or  approaches  made  necessary 
by  the  opening  of  new  streets.  The  street  in  question  was 
one  of  these  new  streets.  It  was  held,  notwithstanding 
this  agreement  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  street 
was  thus  opened  after  the  construction  of  the  railroad, 
that  the  city  had  a  right  to  require  the  company  to  con- 
struct a  new  bridge  across  its  tracks  and  to  maintain  it 
at  its  own  cost,  and  that  the  contract  contained  in  the  or- 
dinance was  void  as  an  attempted  restraint  upon  the  police 
powers  of  the  city.  The  opinion  of  the  Court  is  very 
exhaustive  and  occupies  nearly  nineteen  nages.  One  of 
the  prinei]);)!  ]irop(7siti()ns,  as  stated  by  the  Court,  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

''The  authorities  are  not  fully  agreed  upon  the 
Question  whether  the  State  may,  in  the  exercise  of 
the  police  power,  compel  a  railroad  company,  with- 
out c:)nii)insatinii,  to  construct  and  maintain  suitable 
crossings  at  streets  extended  over  the  riirht  of  way 
subsequent  to  the  construction  of  the  railroad.  Our 
examination  of  the  books,  however,  leads  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  weight  of  authority  sustains  the  af- 
firmative of  that  pro|X)sition.     The  right  of  the  State 
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so  to  act  is  maintained  in  the  States  of  Maine,  Con- 
necticut, Illinois,  jSTew  York,  Tennessee,  Indiana, 
Texas,  Mississippi,  Ohio,  Nebraska,  jSFew  Jersey,  Ver- 
mont, Wisconsin,  and  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.  It  involves  an  exercise  of  the  police 
power,  and  the  inquiry  is  whether  such  a  requirement 
is  a  proper  exercise  of  that  power.  It  is  unnecessary 
to  enter  into  an  extended  discussion  to  show  the  extent 
to  which  the  Legislature  may  go  in  the  exercise  of 
this  governmental  prerogative.  The  property,  rights 
and  liberty  of  the  citizens  are  to  be  enjoyed  in  sub- 
ordination to  the  general  public  welfare,  and  all 
reasonable  regulations  for  the  preservation  and  pro- 
motion thereof  are  uniformly  sustained  by  the  Courts. 
'Eights  of  joroperty,  like  all  other  social  and  conven- 
tional rights,  are  subject  to  such  reasonable  limitations 
in  their  enjoyment  as  shall  prevent  them  from  being 
injurious,  and  to  such  reasonable  restraints  and  reg- 
ulations, established  by  law,  as  the  Legislature,  under 
the  governing  and  controlling  power  vested  in  them 
bv  the  Constitution,  may  think  necessary  and  expe- 
dient.' " 

I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  examine  the  briefs  sub- 
mitted to  the  Su])renie  Court  of  the  L'nited  States  by 
counsel  on  both  sides,  in  tlie  cause  just  decided,  and  the 
citation  just  made  from  the  opinion  of  the  ^Minnesota 
Court  presents  in  the  main  the  present  state  of  the  de- 
cisions and  shows  the  divergence  of  views  among  the  Courts 
upon  the  question  whether  the  obligation  of  railroad  com- 
panies is  limited  to  ])roviding  for  crossings  of  streets  con- 
templated at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  the  railroad, 
or  whether  it  also  extends  to  crossings  over  or  under  new 
streets  afterwards  opened.  It  requires,  however,  to  be 
qualified  and  limited  in  a  very  important  and  material 
respect. 

It  seems  to  be  conceded  very  generally,  if  not  univer- 
sally, that  any  requirement  that  is  arbitrary  or  unreason- 
able, or  which  results  in  a  practical  confiscation  of  prop- 
erty, is  not  valid,  and  that  perhaps  the  expense  incident  to 
a  compliance  with  the  ])olice  regulations  may  be  an  ele- 
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ment  of  consideration  in  determining-  whether  the  re- 
qnirenient  is  thns  arbitrary  and  unreasonable,  or  results 
in  })raetical  confiscation.  It  is  so  conceded,  even  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Minnesota,  on  pa^e  395  of  its  first 
oi)inion  in  the  case  which  I  have  cited.  I  have  not  found 
any  decision  which  lays  down  any  more  definite  rule  re- 
specting what  is  or  is  not  arbitrary  or  unreasonable,  ex- 
cept that  no  requirement  is  valid  which,  under  color  of 
a  purpose  to  avoid  grade  crossings,  attempts  to  impose  on 
a  railroad  company  the  cost  of  a  general  public  improve- 
ment. 

Those  of  your  nundier  who  are  lawyers  and  who  desire 
to  ])ursue  the  subject  further  will  find  nearly  all  of  the 
authorities  gatliered  in  the  Minnesota  case  and  in  Union 
Bridge  Co.  \'s.  United  States,  204  U.  S.,  365,  and  R.  R. 
vs.  Duluth,  208  U.  S.,  583. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  consider  what  view  the  Courts  of 
this  State  will  take  of  these  questions  which  are  more  or 
less  unsettled.  Indeed,  it  is  quite  possible,  although  not 
at  all  probable,  that  they  will  decline  to  follow  to  the 
full  extent  the  rules  accepted  elsewhere,  even  ae  stated 
in  the  mildest  form.  The  Courts  of  one  State  are  not 
bound  by  the  decisions  elsewhere ;  and  this  applies,  in 
this  instance,  even  to  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States.  The  decisions  of  that  Court  are 
binding  where  they  declare  that  the  Legislature  of  a  State 
has  exercised  powers  to  an  extent  or  in  a  manner  for- 
bidden to  it  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States; 
but  those  decisions  cannot  confer  upon  a  Legislature  powers 
which  its  own  Courts  declare  it  does  not  possess.  Tlie 
subject  has  not  been  fully  discussed  by  the  Courts  of 
Pennsylvania,  but  there  are  certain  propositions,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  statement  that  money  already  paid  cannot 
be  recovered  back,  that  I  am  justified  in  making. 

You  are  not  required  to  exercise  all  the  powers  com- 
mitted to  the  City  by  the  State.  There  are  occasions 
w^hen  work  may  properly  be  done  by  the  City  at  its  own 
expense,  although  the  law  permits  us  to  subject  others  to 
the  duty,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  you  have  a  right  to 
refrain  from  exercising  your  powers  to  compel  railroad 
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companies  to  avoid  grade  crossings  by  elevating  or  depress- 
ing their  roads,  and  that  you  may  expend  the  City's  money, 
in  conjunction  with .  the  money  of  a  railroad  compan}^ 
for  the  purj^ose,  if  you  deem  it  wise  to  do  so.  You  may 
by  so  doing,  some  times  secure  a  character  and  an  extent 
of  work  Avhich  you  might  find  it  difficult  to  secure  by  force 
from  a  railroad  company.  You  may  also  thus  secure  a 
joint  supervision  over  the  undertaking.  By  such  joint 
undertaking,  joint  supervision  and  joint  planning,  and  in 
conjunction  with  a  contemporaneous  re-arrangement  of 
the  City's  streets,  you  may  secure  more  harmonious  and 
satisfactory  public  improvement.  The  City  shares  in  the 
benefit  and  it  is  not  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstnces 
an  unjust  or  improper  use  of  the  City's  money.  Indeed, 
in  the  case  of  the  Reading  Company's  subway,  Brooke  vs. 
Phila.,  162  Pa.  Rep.,  123,  to  which  I  have  already  re- 
ferred, the  Court  uses  much  more  emphatic  language,  say- 
ing, on  page  134: 

''The  avoidance  of  grade  crossings  is  not  only  de- 
sirable, but,  with  the  growth  of  the  City  in  business 
and  population,  may  be  considered  absolutely  neces- 
sary. The  maimings  and  deaths  incident  to  grade 
crossings,  the  records  of  this  Court  show,  are  increas- 
ing every  year;  a  densely  populated  city,  bisected 
by  a  steam  railroad  at  grade,  suffers  a  serious  inter- 
ruption to  travel  on  its  streets,  permits  within  its 
limits  a  constant  menace  to  life  and  limb.  Under 
such  circumstances,  it  is  the  city's  duty  to  rid  itself 
of  £uch  an  obstacle  to  its  growth,  and  of  a  danger 
always  imminent.  It  has  the  unquestioned  power 
to  do  SO',  if  there  be  no  legal  right  on  the  part  of  the 
railroad  company  interfered  with;  if  there  be  such 
right,  then  it  has  ])ower  to  make  terms  with  the  cor- 
poration by  which  the  corporation  waives  its  right. 
*  *  *  The  city  makes  an  improvement  which  is  a 
great  public  necessity ;  which  largely  enhances  the 
valuation  of  its  taxable  property ;  it  makes  it  at  its 
own  expense,  which  it  has  the  undoubted  powder  to 
do." 
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Such  contracts  are  also  recognized  to  some  extent  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  Chicago,  &c., 
11.  K.  Co.  vs.  Xebraska,  170  U.  S.,  57.  In  deciding  that 
a  State  luid  the  ])ower  to  supervise,  control  and  change  such 
agreements  entered  into  between  a  city  and  a  railway  com- 
pany, the  Court  used  the  qualifying  expression  "saving 
any  rights  previously  vested,"  thus  recognizing  the  validity 
of  the  agreement  down  to  the  time  of  its  abrogation.  Later 
in  the  opinion,  on  pp.  71-72,  the  validity  of  the  contract 
until  altered  is  expressly  recognized. 

The  decision  of  the  Court  in  the  Reading  subway  case 
was  made  wdthout  reference  to  an  act  of  our  Legislature 
approved  June  9,  1874,  P.  L.,  282,  which  authorizes  the 
proper  authorities  of  counties,  cities,  towns  and  townships 
to  enter  into  contracts  with  railroad  companies  within 
their  limits  to  ''relocate,  change  or  elevate  their  railroads 
^  -"  -^  in  such  manner  as  in  the  judgment  of  such  au- 
thoritiis  respectively  may  be  best  adapted  to  secure  the 
safety  of  lives  and  property  and  promote  the  interest  of 
such  county,  city,  town  or  townshi])."  The  act,  which 
consists  of  one  section  only,  ends  with  the  following  pro- 
viso :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  proviso  contained 
shall  affect  any  contract  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made 
wnth  any  railroad  company,  from  apportioning  the  ex- 
penses of  altering  and  adjusting  the  grades  of  existing 
railroads  and  intersecting  streets  in  any  city  or  borough, 
so  as  to  dispense  with  grade  crossings." 

A  proviso  qualifying  itself  is  remarkable,  but,  badly 
as  it  is  written,  it  shows  clearly,  in  connection  with  the 
body  of  the  section,  an  intent  to  permit  contracts  to  share 
the  expense  of  dispensing  with  grade  crossings. 

The  City  is  the  creature  of  the  State,  having  only  those 
powers  Avhich  are  conferred  upon  it  either  expressly  or 
by  implication.  Tlie  care  of  the  streets  implies  the  right 
to  exercise  the  police  power  to  make  them  safe,  but  the 
Stat(>  may  deprive  the  City  of  that  control  or  modify  or 
change  the  method  of  exercising  it.  In  my  opinion,  con- 
tracts with  railroads  specifically  authorized  by  the  statute 
have  the  ordinary  incidents  of  contracts,  including  their 
binding  quality,  in  the  absence  of  indication  to  the  con- 
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trary ;  for  while  the  State  cannot  deprive  itself  of  its  police 
power,  and,  under  the  cases  cited,  may  intervene  at  any 
time  and  set  the  contract  aside,  it  may  qualify  the  City's 
powder,  and,  in  my  opinion,  has  done  so  to  the  extent  of 
depriving;  it  of  the  ri^ht  to  set  aside  its  own  contract. 
To  snm  np  what  I  have  said : 

1.  If  the  decisions  elsewhere  are  followed  in  this  State, 
and  in  the  absence  of  special  rights  granted  by  charter 
or  otherwise,  w^hich  Avonld  not  limit  the  State  but  mio'ht 
affect  the  powers  of  the  City,  the  City  may  require  rail- 
road companies  to  avoid  ^Tade  crossinos  at  their  own  ex- 
pense by  elevating-  or  depressing  their  tracks,  and  by 
bridges  and  tunnels,  provided  the  act  required  be  not  ar- 
bitrary or  grossly  unreasonable,  and  may  require  the  com- 
panies to  keep  all  bridges,  etc.,  in  good  repair.  These 
powers  extend  at  least  to  crossings  of  streets  in  existence 
Avhen  the  railroad  was  constructed ;  and  according  to  the 
weight  of  authority,  to  streets  opened  afterwards. 

2.  The  City,  however,  is  not  required  to  compel  the  rail- 
road companies  to  make  such  improvements  entirely  at 
their  own  expense.  The  City  may  join  in  the  expense  and 
in  the  work,  and  any  contract  for  this  purpose,  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  1874,  above  cited,  is  valid  and 
binding  until  set  aside  by  the  State  or  some  governmental 
body  authorized  by  it  to  do  so. 

3.  And,  even  if  the  rule  were  otherwise,  money  actually 
paid  caimot  be  recovered  back.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  yours  of  May  QGth,  the  opin- 
ion of  March  23,  1908,  to  which  you  refer  me,  applies  to 
the  pergolas  in  questiou.  I  think  that  they  can  be  paid 
for  out  of  the  item  in  the  loan  bill  for  the  construction  of 
the  Parkway. 

Xeither  by  the  former  0})inion  iinr  by  this  do  I  mean 
to  say  that  the  loan  money  can  be  used  for  work  that  is 
very  tem]:)orary  in  its  character,  or  for  mere  maintenance. 
The  words  ''temporary"  and  ''permanent"  are,  to  a  certain 
extent,  flexible,  and  these  pergolas,  like  the  pavement, 
have  a  certain  des-ree  of  nermanence  in  connection  with  it.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  En- 
gineer Webster,  approved  by  you,  dated  May  19,  1909, 
on  the  above  subject.  I  am  inforun^d  that  the  present 
permanent  telegra])h  and  telephone  wires  are  suspended  on 
poles  along  the  right  of  way.  To  replace  these  lines  on 
the  embankment  would  cost  $13,164.  To  place  the  wires 
in  cables  in  underground  conduits  would  cost  $65,020,  or 
verv  ncarlv  five  times  as  much.     I  am  asked  whetlier  the 
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City  should  pay  one-lialf  of  the  larger  amount  or  one- 
half  of  the  smaller  amount  in  ease  the  railroad  company 
desires  to  lay  the  cables. 

The  agreement  provides  that  the  necessary  alterations, 
etc.,  should  be  made  so  as  to  give  as  good  accommodation 
and  as  complete  and  convenient  facilities  as  now  exist 
for  conducting  business  and  operating  the  said  railroad. 

It  may  be  sound  policy  for  the  company  to  spend  the 
larger  amount  in  order  to  get  an  improvement ;  neverthe- 
less, it  would  be  an  improvement  and  not  the  replacing  of 
the  ]n-csent  facilities.  The  additional  cost  for  the  im- 
provement is  over  $51,000.  The  City's  one-half  would  be 
nearly  $26,000.  We  are  not  justified  in  this  expenditure, 
but  may  contribute  one-half  of  the  cost  of  replacing  a  line 
similar  to  that  which  now  exists  toward  a  better  line,  if 
the  company  desires  to  take  advantage  of  the  present  op- 
])nrtniiity  to  make  such  improvements.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  Web- 
ster of  June  1st  with  regard  to  two  ordinances  of  Councils 
of  April  6,  1908,  and  April  12,  1909,  authorizing  the 
placing  of  Loudon  street  upon  tho  City  plan  and  subse- 
■Cjuently   authorizing  the   opening  thereof. 

These  two  ordinances  should  be  read  together.  The 
Board  of  Surveyors  had  been  authorized  to  place  the  street 
upon  the  City  plan  whenever  either  of  the  streets  were 
dedicated  or  the  City  indemnified  against  damage.  Read- 
ing the  two  ordinances  together,  while  the  enactment  is 
not  well  or  accurately  expressed,  I  think  that  we  may, 
])erlia]xs^  by  a  little  stretch,  interpret  them  as  authorizing 
the  acceptance  of  ]\Ir.  Logan's  bond  in  the  sum  of  $1,000, 
together  with  the  dedications  mentioned  in  the  second  ordi- 
nance, as  sufficient  surety  within  the  terms  of  the  first 
ordinance,  and  upon  the  giving  of  that  bond  and  of  the 
deed  of  dedication  mentioned,  I  think  the  street  may  be  put 
upon  the  City  plan  and  the  ordinance  for  the  opening  will 
become  effective.

Dear  Sir  : — Mr.  Webster's  cominiinication  of  the  13tli 
ult.,  in  reference  to  the  cost  of  paving  Xinth  street,  be- 
tween Girard  avenue  and  Jefferson  street,  is  received.  An 
opinion  is  desired  as  to  ''whether  it  is  the  intent  of  the 
ordinance  authorizing  the  work  of  abolishing  grade  cros- 
sings, that  the  grading,  paving  and  curbing  of  Xinth. 
street  bet\Veen  Girard  avenue  and  Jefferson  street  shall 
be  paid  for  jointly  by  the  railway  company  and  the  City 
or  whether  the  cartway  and  sidewalk  paving  and  curbing 
shall  be  assessed  against  the  abutting  property,  leaving  the 
cost  of  intersections,  etc.,  to  be  paid  for  jointly  by  the  City 
and  the  railway  company." 

The  ordinance  referred  to  is  an  ordinance  authorizing, 
the  City  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Company  for  the  purpose  of  abolish- 
ing grade  crossings  on  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia,  Ger- 
mantown  and  Xorristown  Railroad  Company.  Section  -ir 
provides  for  the  change  of  grade  of  streets,  grading  and 
paving,  setting  and  resetting  of  curb,  etc.  As  to  Xintht 
street,  it  is  in  the  following  words:  ''The  grading,  j)aving 
or  repaving  and  setting  or  resetting  of  curb  to  the  lines  and 
grades  to  be  established  under  authority  of  this  ordinance 
u])on  Xinth  street,  from  Brown  street  to  Jeffsrson  street, 
etc." 

The  ordinance  further  provides  that,  except  wherein 
otherwise  provided,  the  City  and  railway  company  shall 
each  pay  one-half  of  all  expenses  of  or  connected  with  the 
execution  and  completion  of  all  the  work  therein  provided 
for;  the  payment  of  the  work  provided  for  is  the  paving, 
repaving,  setting  and  resetting  of  curbs  on  Xinth  street, 
from  Girard  avenue  to  Jefferson  street. 
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It  was  \\\v  intent  of  the  ordinance  that  the  cost  of  this 
]iavin<>-  and  curhino'  should  be  paid,  one-half  by  the  railway 
coni])any  and  one-half  by  the  City.  There  is  nothing  in 
the  ordinance  authorizino-  an  assessment  against  the  abut- 
ting owners.  In  order  to  levy  an  assessment  for  street 
improvements  an  ordinance  specifically  authorizing  the  im- 
])rovement  is  ]iassed.  The  City  may  assess  the  cost  against 
the  abutting  owners  or  may  pay  for  it  out  of  the  general 
funds,  as  stated  in  the  proviso  under  Section  5  of  the  Act 
of  June  4,  1901. 

As  to  the  cost  of  grading,  paving  and  curbing  of  iSTinth. 
street,  the  City  and  the  railway  company  have  agreed  to 
divide  the  cost,  so  that  the  property  owner  is  relieved  from 
any  liability  to  an  assessment. 

It  is  therefore  incumbent  upon  the  City  and  the  railway 
com]>any  to  jointly  pay  the  cost  of  grading,  paving  and 
curbing  of  Xinth  street,  between  Girard  avenue  and  Jef- 
ferson street,  including  cartway  and  sidewalk  paving.

Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  the  communication  of 
George  S.  Graham,  Esq.,  to  your  Board  as  to  the  exemp- 
tion from  taxation  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Rail- 
road, situate  on  Swanson  street,  north  of  Tasker  street,  in 
the  First  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  permit  me  to 
refer  you  to  the  Act  of  April  21,  1858,  P.  L.,  385,  which 
authorizes  the  taxation  of  real  estate  of  railroad  companies, 
exce])ting  only  the  suy)erstructure  and  water  stations. 

In  Pennsylvania  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Pittsburg,  104  Pa.,  522,. 
und(  r  an  Act  of  a  siniihir  character,  it  was  held  that  the

freioiit  charg-e  of  the  railroad  company  was  subject  to 
taxation.  So  in  Philadelphia  vs.  North  Pennsylvania 
R.  R.,  1  Pa.  Superior  Court,  254,  the  freight  depot  was 
held  liable  for  municipal  liens  for  sewers,  and  Judge  Ar- 
nold, in  the  court  below,  in  his  opinion  assumed  that  the 
freight  charge  was  subject  to  taxation. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  freight  charge  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Best  Line  Railroad  C'ompau}'  referred  to  in  the 
letter  of  Mr.  Graham  is  subject  to  taxation  for  municipal 
pnr|X)ses.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  asking  the  form  of  pro- 
cedure that  should  be  taken  in  order  to  transfer  property 
set  asid(^  for  a  Potter's  Field  from  your  Department  to 
that  of  Public  Safety. 

The  ordinance  of  April  12,  1901),  merely  authorizes  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  set  aside  a 
portion  of  the  municipal  ground  for  a  Potter's  Field. 
Ground  used  for  either  ]>urpose  belongs  equally  to  the  City 
of  Philadel]>hia  and  not  to  a  specific  department,  and  no 
conveyance  is  required,  or,  indeed,  can  be  made.  It  may 
be  that  the  action  already  taken  is  suificient,  but  it  is  far 
better  to  make  a  record  of  it,  and  I  recommend  that  an 
ordinance  be  passed  describing  the  ground  set  aside  and 
transferring  its  custody  to  the  proper  officials.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  Chief  Engineer  Webster's 
letter  of  Jiine  3rd,  approved  by  you,  with  accompanying 
papers,  inquiring  whether  a  sewer  on  Ninth  street,  between 
Brown  street  and  Jeiferson  street,  is  a  part  of  the  work 
of  elevating  the  P.,  G.  &  IsT.  Railroad  to  be  paid  for  jointly 
by  the  City  and  the  Reading  Railway. 

I  understand  Mr.  Hunter,  of  the  railway  company,  to 
take  the  position  that  this  is  not  part  of  the  grade  crossing 
matter,  but  is  a  general  municipal  improvement.  If  this 
be  correct,  of  course  the  City  cannot  claim  any  part  of  the 
cost  from  the  railway  company,  but  I  can  readily  see  that 
the  collection  of  water  on  the  elevated  road  and  brino-ino- 
it  down  by  conduits  in  quantities  to  specific  points  may- 
produce  a  very  different  result  from  rain  or  snow  falling 
u])on  the  whole  surface  of  Xinth  street  at  the  former  grade. 
Where  the  water  is  thus  discharged  into  a  bank  of  snow 
when  the  temperature  is  about  the  freezing  point,  the 
inconvenience  might  be  considerable.  If,  as  I  understand 
Mr.  W^ebster,  the  necessity  for  the  sewer  is  largely  caused 
by  this  condition  of  affairs,  originating  with  the  elevation, 
of  the  road,  it  docs  form,  in  my  opinion,  part  of  the  work 
caused  by  the  elevation  of  the  tracks,  and  I  note  in  this 
connection  that  the  ordinance  of  Councils  provides,  among 
other  things,  for  the  construction  as  well  as  the  recon- 
struction, alteration  and  removal  of  all  sewers,  etc.,  thus 
indicating  the  thought  that  the  work  might  require  new 
sewers.  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  construction 
of  the  sewer  is  within  the  agreement  respecting  the  removal 
of  grade  crossings  and  should  be  paid  for  jointly  by  the 
City  and  the  Reading  Railway  ompany.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  June  Tth 
following"  prior  correspondence  with  respect  to  the  drain- 
age of  offal,  etc.^  from  the  slaughter  house  of  John  J. 
Felin  &  Company  into  the  sewer  on  Geraiantown  avenue. 

In  my  letter  of  March  19th  I  called  your  attention 
to  the  possibility  that  the  ordinance  had  been  violated 
very  many  times,  and  that  the  offenders  are  subject  to  the 
service  of  penalties.  I  also  stated  that  any  damage  to  the 
sewer  caused  directly  by  the  deposits  in  it,  and  any  ex- 
pense to  which  the  City  had  been  put  by  reason  thereof, 
might  be  recovered  against  them,  and  asked  that  more  de- 
tailed information  be  furnished  about  it. 

Will  you  kindly  prepare  me  a  statement  showing  the 
number  of  the  different  offences  that  have  been  committed, 
the  date  when  they  were  so  committed,  damage  done  to 
the  sewer,  and  all  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  by 
reason  thereof.  I  will  then  write  to  the  firm  and  en- 
deavor to  put  a  stop  to  the  continuation  of  this  nuisance, 
and  secure  payment  of  so  much  as  can  probably  be  re- 
covered. 

In  the  meanwhile,  with  your  permission,  I  will  retain 
the  correspondence  for  use,  and  return  it  to  you  when  my 
investigations  are  at  an  end.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  been  asked  by  you  orally  what  the 
duties  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  and 
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the  rig'hts  of  the  City  are,  with  rcspopt  to  the  repaying 
of  ^Market  street. 

Before  the  ordinance  and  contract  of  July  1,  1907, 
the  City  might  have  reqnired  the  Transit  Company  to  re- 
])ave  .Market  street  in  snch  manner  and  with  snch  kind  of 
})avt'm('nt  as  Conncils  might  desire.  That  obligation  is 
released  by  Section  10  of  the  agreement  mentioned,  which 
provides  for  jjeriodical  ])ayments  ''in  lieu  and  satisfaction 
of  all  obligations  and  liability  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
pany and  its  subsidiary  companies  for  the  paving,  re- 
paving  and  repair  of  the  streets  (X-cupied  by  its  surface 
lines."  and  for  certain  other  purposes:  ''Provided,  hoiuever. 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  relieve  the  company 
from  the  obligation  to  replace  or  repair  pavements  removed 
or  damaged  by  any  construction  or  repair  work  which  the 
conijiany  may  undertake  with  reference  to  its  tracks  or 
fvinduits." 

By  a  later  section  of  the  ordinance,  the  ordinance  of 
July  7,  1857,  regulating  passenger  railways,  and  its  sup- 
plements, requiring  the  companies  to  pave  and  repair, 
were  repealed.  Furthermore,  by  Section  14  of  the  agree- 
ment, all  contracts,  agreements  and  bonds  between  the  City 
and  the  company  and  its  subsidiary  companies  with  cer- 
tain exceptions,  were  superseded  and  cancelled. 

Xotwirlistanding  the  repeal  of  the  ordinances  and  cancel- 
lation of  agreements,  I  have  examined  all  the  ordinances 
and  agreements  relating  to  the  elevated  and  subway  road 
on  Market  street.  The  ordinances  are  the  following: 
June  13,  1901  (page  153)  ;  April  9,  1902  (page  120)  ; 
December  24,  1902  (page  307)  ;  June  1,  1903  (page  146). 
Each  of  these  ordinances  w^as  followed  by  an  agreement 
to  comply  with  its  terms,  but  I  find  nothing  which  adds 
to  the  obligations  with  respect  to  the  pavement.  There 
are  also  certain  resolutions  and  agreements  of  the  com- 
pany. The  ordinance  of  June  13,  1901,  related  to  the 
construction  of  an  elevated  railroad,  and  provided  that  "all 
public  sewers,  gas  and  water  pipes,  street  and  sidewalk 
pavements,  and  all  other  municipal  property  shall  be  care- 
fully preserved  and  restored,  when  disturbed,  to  a  con- 
dition satisfactorv  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works." 
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The  ordinance  of  April  9,  1902,  regiilates  the  change 
from  an  elevated  road  to  a  subway,  and  provides  that  ''The 
company  shall  readjust  at  their  own  expense  all  sewers, 
gas  and  water  pipes,  street  and  sidewalk  pavements,  and 
other  municipal  structures,  which  may  be  removed  or  dis- 
turbed in  the  building  of  the  said  subway  or  tunnel,  and 
shall  restore  the  same  when  disturbed  or  readjust  the  same 
to  a  condition  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works." 

I  regard  these  provisions,  including  the  proviso  to  Sec- 
tion 10  of  the  agreement  of  July  1,  1907,  as  of  little 
importance  beyond  the  requirement  that  the  restoration 
shall  be  satisfactorj^  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  be- 
cause, without  them,  all  persons  who  interfere  with  a  street 
pavement  or  with  other  property  not  belonging  to  them, 
are  required  to  restore  it  as  promptly  as  possible  to  its 
former  condition.  The  jmblic  has  a  right  to  the  unob- 
structed use  of  the  highway  and  of  the  pavement  upon  it ; 
and  one  who  breaks  into  the  street  must  interfere  with  that 
right  as  little  as  possible.  He  must  therefore  not  only 
replace  the  pavement,  but,  if  the  conditions  prevent  an 
immediate  restoration,  he  must  make  the  best  provision 
he  can  for  the  use  of  the  highway  by  the  public  in  the 
meanwhile. 

It  therefore  follows  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Rapid 
Transit  Company  to  repave  Market  street  with  a  pavement 
similar  to  that  which  it  removed.  Around  City  Hall 
there  was  an  asphalt  jjavement  of  an  unusually  high 
quality.  This  must  be  replaced.  Elsewhere  on  Market 
street  there  was  a  pavement  of  granite  blocks.  This  was 
supposed  to  be,  and  I  suppose  in  fact  was,  a  first  class 
pavement,  which,  before  the  contract  of  July  1,  1907,  the 
company  was  bound  to  keep  in  first  class  repair,  and  we 
have  a  right  to  assume  that  this  was  done.  It  is  there- 
fore required  to  repave  that  part  of  the  street  with  a  first 
class  granite  block  pavement.  I  find  no  authorit}^  to  re- 
quire a  different  kind  of  pavement. 

It  will  be  noted  that  I  have  said  that  the  company  is 
bound  to  do  the  Avork,  not  that  the  City  may  do  the  work 
and  require  the  company  to  pay  for  it.     Of  course,  this 
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may  be  done  if  the  company  fails  to  perform  its  duty  on 
notice;  but  apparently  notice  is  generally  necessary: 
Philadelphia  vs.  Hestonville,  etc.,  Ry.  Ck).,  203  Pa.,  38. 
It  is  true  that  this  case  was  decided  upon  the  language  of 
certain  ordinances,  but  it  is  not  safe  to  disregard  it. 

It  is  true  that  it  may  make  little  difference  to  the  com- 
])any  wiiether  it  does  the  work  itself  or  pays  the  cost  of 
it  to  the  City ;  and  whether  the  money  is  expended  for  one 
kind  of  pavement  or  for  another.  I  therefore  do  not  doubt 
that  if  request  be  made  to  the  company,  while  it  is  under 
obligation  to  repave  in  some  way,  it  will  make  satisfactory 
arrangements  respecting  the  kind  of  pavement  and  the 
method  of  doing  the  work. 

But,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  be  extremely  unwise  for 
the  city  to  proceed  with  the  work  and  undertake  to  adjust 
these  questions  aftei-wards.  Taking  human  nature  as  it 
is,  this  would  be  to  invite  a  controversy.  We  ought  by 
all  means  to  make  these  arrangements  while  we  still  con- 
trol the  situation  and  while  there  is  some  inducement  to  the 
company  to  agree  to  any  reasonable  proposition.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  June  3rd, 
inquiring  whether  "the  new  act  of  Legislature  passed  at 
the  last  session  gives  the  Commissioner  of  Health  power 
to  demand  investigation  and  reports  from  local  authori- 
ties." The  accompanying  papers  (which  I  herewith  re- 
turn) show  that  the  question  arises  with  respect  to  a 
condition  of  alleged  defective  drainage. 

If,  as  I  understand,  you  refer  to  Act  No.  658,  approved 
5 
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Maj  1-i,  190!),  I  replj  to  your  inquiry  that  the  Act  in 
question  refers  to  the  control  of  certain  communicable 
diseases,  and  has  no  relation  to  nuisances  of  the  character 
mentioned.  It  does  not  require  any  report  of  such 
nuisances  to  be  made  to  the  State  Health  Department.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  3^our  communication  of 
the  5th  inst.,  submitting  the  draft  of  a  license  and  appli- 
cation for  license  for  the  sale  of  milk  and  its  fluid  de- 
rivatives, in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  April  27,  1909 
(being  Act  jSTo.  148),  and  submit  the  following  sug- 
gestions : 

1.  The  draft  contains  a  proposed  report  by  an  Assistant 
Inspector  of  Milk,  certifying  that  he  has  examined  the 
premises  of  the  applicant  and  finds  the  same  suitable  for 
the  business.  The  statute  makes  no  provision  for  such  an 
inspection,  and  I  am  not  at  all  clear  that  we  can  insist  on 
it.  N'evertheless,  the  propriety  is  so  obvious  that  I  should 
establish  this  practice  until  emphatic  objection  is  made  to 
it,  and  at  that  time  consider  with  more  care  the  question 
of  our  authority. 

2.  In  the  application,  the  applicant  agrees  to  conduct 
his  business  in  conformity  with  this  specific  statute  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health.  I  sug- 
gest that,  following  the  langTiage  of  Section  2  of  the  Act, 
it  specify  '^the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Health,  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  any  of  the  laws 
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of  the  Commonwealth  so  far  as  the  same  mav  relate  to 
milk  or  its  fluid  derivatives." 

:i_  The  application  does  not  set  forth  one  fact  appear- 
ing- in  the  license,  viz.,  the  place  of  business. 

4.  In  this  connection,  the  Act  mentions  the  ''chief  place 
of  business,  while  the  license  seems  to  be  confined  to  one 
place  only.  This  is  important  to  those  who  have  different 
stores,  such  as  the  Abbotts,  and  also  to  the  ordinary  milk- 
man who  delivers  from  his  wagon.  Moreover,  the  Act  recog- 
nizes the  fact  that  the  chief  place  may  be  in  another  county, 
and  it  seems  a  little  peculiar  to  issue  a  license  to  sell  milk 
in  Philadelphia  (where  alone  we  have  jurisdiction),  and 
yet  provide  in  the  license  that  it  is  given  for  the  transact- 
ion of  business  elsewhere. 

I  suggest  that  instead  of  the  words  "at  jSTo " 

there  be  substituted  something  like  this:  "The  chief  place 

of  business  is  at '. This  will  fit  in 

at  the  end  of  the  license. 

5.  I  suggest  that  there  should  also  be  a  note  as  follows : 
This  license  must  be  conspicuonsly  displayed  in  the  li- 
censee's chief  ])lace  of  business^  and  in  case  that  be  outside 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  nnmber  of  the  license  must 
also  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  all  vehicles  nsed

6.  Perhaps  it  would  not  be  amiss  to  print  the  entire  Act 
on  the  back  of  the  license.

Deae  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  June  lltli,  with 
relation  to  the  charge  of  $2.50  per  mile  or  part  thereof 
in  length  of  wires  or  conductors,  for  each  and  every  wire 
or  conductor  used  or  to  be  used  for  telegraphic,  telephonic 
or  other  purposes. 

The  inquiry,  as  I  understand  it,  is  whether  when  a  cir- 
cuit is  completed  by  a  return  wire  which  is  twisted  in 
connection  with  a  wire  on  which  the  message  is  sent,  the 
twisted  pair  of  wires  should  be  considered  as  one  wire  or 
two.  The  question  is  made  somewhat  more  clear  to  me 
by  the  sketch  which  accompanies  the  letter.  According 
to  the  original  system,  where  one  wire  only  is  used,  and 
this  wire  is  grounded  at  both  ends,  using  the  earth  to 
complete  the  circuit,  there  can  be  no  question  that  only 
one  wire  can  be  charged  for.  According  to  the  second 
method  there  are  two  entirely  distinct  Avires,  which  might 
or  might  not  be  on  the  same  City  poles  or  in  the  same 
conduit.  I  do  not  see  any  substantial  difference  between 
this  and  the  twisting  of  both  wires  together  into  one  pair. 
AYhether  you  should  charge  only  for  the  wire  which  carries 
the  message  or  for  the  return  wire  seems  to  me  to  be 
largely  a  question  of  the  technical  or  trade  use  of  the  ex- 
pression "wire,"  rather  than  the  legal  interpretation  of 
it.  If  in  your  opinion  it  is  a  trade  or  technical  use,  and 
in  that  trade  use  both  wires  are  considered  as  one,  but  one 
charge  should  be  made.  The  question  is  so  difficult  that 
I  do  not  care  to  interfere  with  an  established  practice  or 
"with  the  opinion  of  so  competent  an  expert  as  j^ourself.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  communication  of 
William  R.  Benson,  Esq.,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways, dated  the  14th  inst.,  in  reference  to  a  permit  for 
the  opening  of  Water  street  between  Dock  and  Walnut 
streets.  It  is  stated  in  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways  that  Mr,  J.  F.  Eord  made  application 
for  a  ])ermit  to  open  the  street  pavement  on  Water  street 
between  Dock  and  Walnut  streets,  in  the  rear  of  257 
South  Front  street,  for  the  purpose  of  making  sewer  con- 
nection, and  that  Mr.  Ford,  having  received  the  permit 
from  the  City,  was  stopped  from  opening  the  street  by  the 
Girard  Estate  officials,  who  stated  that  they  would  prevent 
the  opening  unless  a  letter  was  obtained  from  the  con- 
tractor for  the  estate  who  paved  the  street  approving  of 
the  permit  to  o])eii.  T\n^  letter  the  contractor  refused  o 
give. 

It  appears  that  the  contractor  who  paved  Water  street 
for  the  Girard  Estate  has  guaranteed  the  maintenance  of 
the  street.  You  desire  me  to  advise  you  whether  Mr.  Ford 
is  not  justified  in  going  in  and  opening  the  street  under 
the  permit  issued  In'  the  Bureau  of  Highways  without  re- 
gard to  the  Girard  Estate  or  its  contractors. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  find  in  the  Act  of  March  24, 
1832,  P.  L.,  1831-2,  page  176,  passed  to  carry  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  Stephen  Girard's  will,  or  in  any  other 
Act  of  Assembly,  any  provision  taking  away  from  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  its  control  over  Water  street ;  nor  have  I 
been  able  to  find  any  Act  vesting  the  control  of  Water  street 
in  any  board  or  commission  to  the  exclusion  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia. 
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I  am  of  tlic^  opinion  that  the  permit  granted  by  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  is  sufficient  authority  to  ]\Ir.  Ford 
to  open  the  street,  and  does  not  require  the  consent  of  the 
Board  of  City  Trusts  or  its  contractor.  Mr.  Ford  should 
be  required  to  replace  the  street  the  same  as  it  was  before 
the  opening,  and  it  might  be  well  to  require  him  to  do  the 
repaying  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  City  Trusts  or 
its  contractor.

Dear  Sir  : — The  conmmnication  of  Mr.  George  S.  Web- 
ster, Chief  Engineer,  date  11th  inst.,  in  reference  to  the 
construction  of  a  main  .sewer  in  jSTorwood  street,  from 
Cresheim  Valley  drive  to  Evergreen  avenue,  received.  It 
appears  that  the  property  bounding  on  l^orwood  street  is 
assessed  at  suburban  rates.  The  contractor  or  the  party 
to  whom  tlie  contract  has  been  awarded  refuses  to  sign 
the  contract,  averring  he  may  not  be  able  to  collect  the 
assessment  bills.  It  is  proposed  by  the  property  owners 
to  enter  into  an  agTcement  with  the  contractor  to  pay  the 
regular  frontage  charges.  With  the  letter  of  the  Chief 
E'ngineer  is  enclosed  a  copy  of  the  proposed  agreement. 
You  inquire  whether  the  agreement  is  in  proper  form  and 
whether  the  Bureau  would  be  justified  in  entering  into 
this  contract  upon  the  filing  of  this  agreement  and  to  pay 
in  part  for  the  construction  of  this  sewer  in  bills  of  assess- 
ment against  the  abutting  suburban  property. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  agTcement  is  in  proper  form. 
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That,  however,  is  a  matter  that  th(>  contractor  should  de- 
teriniiie.  It  would  be  proper  for  you,  upon  entering  into 
an  agreement  with  the  property  owners,  to  give  to  the  con- 
tractor assessment  hills  in  the  usual  way. 

The  other  day,  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Webster,  Mr. 
Hunsicker,  as  attorney  for  some  of  the  property  owners, 
stated  that  they  would  give  an  agreement  to  indemnify  the 
contractor  against  loss  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  any 
of  the  property  owners  to  pay  the  assessment  bills.  I  would 
insist  upon  the  contractor,  having  such  an  agreement,  have 
all  of  the  property  0A\mers  abutting  upon  Xorwood  street 
between  Cresheim  Valley  drive  and  Evergreen  avenue 
sign  an  agreement  similar  to  that  which  you  enclose.

Dear  Sir: — ^I  have  been  orally  asked  by  you  whether 
the  sum  of  $400,000,  as  contributed  by  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  under  the  terms  of  Section  2  of 
the  ordinance  approved  ^Larch  28,  1906,  on  account  of 
the  abolition  of  certain  grade  crossings  in  the  City  of 
Philadel])hia,  should  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
your  Bureau  to  that  jiurpose  or  whether  it  requires  a  fur- 
ther appro])riation  by  Councils. 

The  wor<ls  "on  account  of"  taken  alone  are  somewhat 
ambiguous  and  may  be  interjireted  in  either  of  several 
different  ways.  This  section  further  provides  that  the 
money  is  to  be  paid  "in  monthly  instalments  as  the  work 
of  removing  .said  crossings  progresses."  The  agreement 
entered  into  witli  the  Citv  shows  the  understanding:  of  the 
parties  at   the   time  by   reciting  that   these  jiayments  are 


'' towards  the  cost  of  the  said  work  and  expense,"  and  the 
agreement  with  the  Eapid  Transit  Company  provided  for 
by  ordinance  of  July  1,  1907,  recites  this  agreement  as 
one  to  contribute  the  sum  of  $-1:00,000  ''towards  the  ex- 
pense of  removing  said  grade  crossings." 

I  am  of  o]>inion  that  the  payments  are  made  with  the 
view  of  the  use  of  the  money  by  the  City,  and  not  simply 
to  reimburse  expenditures,  and  that  they  may  be  added 
by  the  Controller  and  Treasurer  to  the  item  in  the  appro- 
priation ordinances  relating  to  this  work,  and  paid  out 
under  warrants  of  your  department  to  the  same  effect  as 
if  they  had  been  appropriated  from  the  general  funds  of 
the  City  in  addition  to  the  several  appropriations  tliere 
named.

JDear  Sir: — Chief  Engineer  Webster's  letter  of  June 
18th,  with  respect  to 'assessment  bills  for  paving  Eockland 
street,  was  received  this  afternoon.  I  call  attention  to  this 
because  I  understand  inquiry  has  been  made  with  respect 
to  the  letter  and  to  my  answer,  on  the  supposition  that  it 
had  reached  me  previously. 

The  terms  of  the  conveyances  for  the  properties  on  the 
two  sides  of  the  street  of  the  additional  width  of  sixty  feet 
are  not  before  me.  If  I  understand  the  facts  correctly, 
the  former  owner  sold  the  land  abutting  on  a  street  fifty 
feet  wide,  describing  the  lots  as  bounded  by  a  street  sixty 
feet  wide.  Unless  there  are  words  in  the  most  clear  and 
express  terms  reserving  the  strip  of  five  feet  on  each  side, 
the  title  passed  to  the  purchaser  to  the  centre  of  the  street, 
and  the  five  feet  on  each  side  of  the  street  between  the 
two  widths  did  not  remain  in  the  grantor.  This  results 
from  a  somewhat  artificial  rule  of  law  generally  called 
the  rule  in  the  case  of  Paul  vs.  Carver,  and  arises  from 
the  public  policy  against  having  the  title  to  the  soil  in  the 
bed  of  the  street  in  a  different  person  from  the  one  who 
owns  the  abutting  property.  The  assessment  bills,  if  I 
am  not  mistaken,  do  not  give  a  detailed  description  of  the 
property,  but  only  give  the  frontage.  This  should  name 
the  present  o\niers  of  the  lots  which  front  on  a  sixty  foot 


street,  but  to  save  all  question  it  would  be  better  to  name 
the  others  also  and  let  a  double  service  be  made.  As  to 
the  bills  which  are  not  paid,  the  contractor  can  use  his  own 
discretion  as  to  the  method  of  filing  claims.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engineer 
Webster,  of  June  26th,  approved  by  you,  stating  in  sub- 
stance that  in  substitution  for  a  building  destroyed  ])y  the 
work  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  along  the  line  of  the 
Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Xorristown  Railroad  a 
similar  building  is  to  be  erected  on  the  new  level  of  a 
freight  yard.  The  railroad  company  desires  that  w^e  shall 
allow  one-half  of  the  estimated  cost  of  a  building  similar 
to  that  destroyed,  instead  of  one-half  the  cost  of  the  build- 
ing actually  erected. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  this  cannot  be  done.  Under  Sec- 
tion 14  of  the  ordinance  of  October  13,  1906,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  City  and  the  railroad  company  shall  each 
pay  one-half  of  all  expenses,  etc. ;  but  there  is  no  provision 
that  we  should  ])ay  one-half  of  the  expenses  which  are  not 
incurred,  but  which  might  have  been.  I  can  readily  sup- 
pose that  large  and  valuable  structures,  such,  for  instance, 
as  the  abandoned  station  at  Xinth  and  Green  streets,  had 
become  entirely  useless  and  if  the  grade  crossings  had  not 
been  changed  the  company  might  have  seen  fit  to  tear  them 


down.  In  takino-  the  condition  of  the  present  situation,  it 
inig-ht  abandon  these  structures  at  this  time,  but  it  can 
scarcely  be  claimed  that  we  ought  to  pay  one-half  the  cost 
of  re-erecting"  a  structure  that  is  useless  and  valueless  in 
its  present  condition  and  which  might  have  been  torn  down, 
even  if  the  change  of  grade  were  not  made. 

I  therefore  repeat  the  advice  that  we  can  only  pay  the 
charge  of  one-half  of  the  expenses  actually  incurred.

Dear   Sir: — I   have   received   your   communication   of 
July  3rd,  relative  to  the  application  of  Thomas  W.  Jopson, 
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Esq.,  Assistant  Trust  Officer,  Real  Estate  Title  and  Trust 
Company,  to  have  charges  of  water  pipe  against  premises 
northwest  side  of  Penn  street,  between  lioss  and  Chew 
streets,  stricken  off,  and  enclosing  a  copy  of  Mr.  Jopson's- 
letter  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  and  his  report 
upon  the  subject. 

If  I  understand  the  facts  correctly,  one  Cooper,  owning 
a  lot  of  ground  (which  I  shall  call  Lot  A),  introduced 
water  into  it  shortly  after  the  year  1855,  and  water  rent 
has  been  paid  ever  since.  It  is  unnecessary  to  follow 
numerous  conveyances ;  it  is  sufficient  for  present  pur- 
poses to  say  that  in  18G6  he  conveyed  this  property  to 
the  owner  of  abutting  property  (which  I  shall  call  Lot 
B),  and  both  properties  remained  subject  to  the  owner- 
ship of  the  same  person  or  series  of  persons  until  1885, 
being  a  period  considerably  exceeding  the  six  years  men- 
tioned in  the  ordinance  of  April  7,  1893.  The  owner- 
ship of  the  two  lots  then  became  severed  (the  dividing 
line,  however,  being  somewhat  different  from  the  former 
line)  and  the  present  owner  of  Lot  B,  being  the  lot  which 
was  not  affected  by  the  original  introduction  of  water  or 
benefited  by  its  subsequent  use,  desires  to  connect  that 
lot  with  the  water  mains,  and  claims  that  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  of  April  7,  1893,  above  men- 
tioned, the  payment  of  water  rent  for  a  period  of  more 
than  six  years  for  a  large  lot  of  which  this  at  that  time 
formed  part,  authorizes  the  making  of  this  connection  with- 
out the  production  of  evidence  of  the  payment  for  the  main, 
as  required  by  the  ordinance  of  January  29,  1855. 

I  do  not  agree  with  this  proposition.  A  permit  to 
introduce  water  ought  not  to  be  granted  until  payment 
is  made  for  the  street  main ;  and  if  inadvertently  granted, 
should  be  revoked.  Where  water  rent  has  been  paid  to 
the  City  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  six  years,  a  fair 
presumption  arises  that  the  street  main  has  been  paid 
for,  and  the  ordinance  of  1893  is  based  upon  this  pre- 
sumption. AVe  may  therefore  fairly  and  properly  assume 
that  the  charges  against  Lot  A  have  been  paid.  If  Mr. 
Cooper  had  at  that  time  owned  both  lots,  it  is  possible 
that  the  presumption  might  apply  to  the  entire  property.

altliuiii>-h  in  view  in  its  size  (502  feet  front  by  239  feet 
deep)  I  am  not  prepared  to  concede  this.  A  perijiit  is 
g-ranted  for  the  introdnction  of  water  into  a  given  house 
or  houses  only  and  not  for  all  houses  on  a  larg-e  tract  of 
land,  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  presumption  of 
payment  relates  to  a  reasonable  curtilao-e  only.  However 
this  may  be,  the  presumption  appertaining  to  Lot  A  was 
not,  in  my  opinion,  extended  to  Lot  B  by  the  conveyance 
of  Lot  A  to  the  owner  of  Lot  B,  and  the  continued  pay- 
ment of  water  rents;  the  nature  and  purposes  of  which  had 
become  fixed  before  that  conveyance.- 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  officers  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Water  are  right  in  refusing  to  cancel  the  charge 
for  water  pipe  against  Lot  B.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.,  con- 
cerning the  cases  of  George  Bernhardt  and  George  Ed- 
ward Hill,  who,  it  is  said,  were  acquitted  of  crime  on  the 
ground  of  insanity,  and'  who  were  committed  by  the  trial 
Judges  respectively  to  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  the 
Insane. 

These  commitments  were  made  in  compliance  with  the 
Criminal  Code  of  March  31,  1860,  Section  _6G,  P.  _L., 
445,  which  enacts  that  if  a  person  charged  with  a  crime 
is  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  the  Court  "before 
whom  the  trial  is  had  shall  have  power  to  order  him  to 
be  kept  in  strict  custody,  in  such  place  and  in  such  manner 
as  to  the  said  Court  shall  seem  fit,  at  the  expense  of  the 
countv  in  which  the  trial  is  had,  so  long  as  such  person 
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sliall  continue  to  be  of  unsound  mind.'"  A  similar  pro- 
vision ap]iears  in  the  Act  of  April  20,  1S()9,  Section  -i, 
P.  L.,  78. 

The  provision  that  he  shall  be  kept  in  strict  custody 
"at  the  expense  of  tlie  county  in  which  the  trial  is  had" 
iinswers  a  question  that  seems  to  have  been  in  your  mind, 
although  not  distictly  submitted  to  me. 

The  question  submitted  is,  ''What  are  the  proper  steps 
to  take  whereby  these  two  patients  will  be  transferred 
to  the  State  iros])ital  at  Xorristown,  where  they  properly 
belong- ?"  This  question  is  based  on  the  statement  made 
to  you  by  the  State  Commission  on  Lunacy  that  "the 
language  of  the  Act  of  Legislatnre  expressly  states  that 
they  shall  be  removed  from  the  gaol  or  prison  to  the  State 
Hospital  after  an  inquiry  by  the  Law  Judge,  with  notice 
to  the  Connnittee  on  Lunacy." 

The  onlv  ])rovision  resembling  this  which  I  have  been 
able  to  lind  is  Section  29  of  the  Act  of  :\L-iy  8,  1883,  P. 
L.,  27.  This  section,  however,  applies  only  to  insane 
criminals,  confined  in  gaol,  and  not  to  j^ersons  who  have 
l)een  acqnittecl  of  crime  and  are  not  in  gaol  but  in  a  lios- 
pifal.  The  title  of  this  act  (see  page  21)  is  "An  Act  rel- 
ative to  the  su])ervision  and  control  of  Hospitals  or  Houses 
in  which  the  Insane  are  ]:)laced  for  Treatment  or  De- 
tention." The  Constitution  requires  that  the  subject  of 
a  statute  "shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  the  title,"  and  even 
if  it  were  clear  that  this  section  was  intended  to  amend 
the  Criminal  Code,  this  subject  is  not  expressed  in  the 
title.     But  I  do  not  thus  inter]n-et  the  section. 

I  find  no  provision  by  statute  for  changing  the  com- 
mitment of  a  person  thus  acquitted  from  one  institution 
to  another,  and  I  am  not  clear  that  it  can  be  done.  It  is 
qnite  possible  that  the  original  commitment  is  final.  As 
the  expense  of  maintenance  must  nnder  any  circumstances 
be  paid  In-  the  county,  T  do  not  suppose  that  the  removal 
is  important.     If  it  is,  T  will  make  furth(>r  examination.

Dear  Sir: — In  the  letter  of  Mr.  Dunlap  to  you,  for- 
warded to  me,  dated  July  13tli,  1909,  I  am  asked  whether 
when  the  owner  of  a  corner  property  lays  water  pipe  at 
his  own  expense  he  is  entitled  to  the  allowance  for  a  corner 
lot  as  provided  in  the  ordinances  of  the  City  when  the 
pipe  is  laid  npon  another  street  on  which  the  property 
likewise  fronts. 

When  such  property  owner  lays  water  pipe  and  actually 
pays  for  it,  it  is  "pipe  previously  laid  and  paid  for." 
To  all  intents  and  purposes  it  has  been  laid  by  the  City, 
and  he  has  advanced  the  cost  not  only  for  pipe  in  front 
of  his  own  lot  but  for  that  in  front  of  his  nei^'hbors ;  and 
in  my  opinion  where  the  pipe  is  afterwards  laid  on  another 
street  he  oug'ht  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  reduction  for 
corner  lots.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  July  15th,  re- 
ferring me  to  prior  corres]iondence  of  June  3rd  and  15th 
on  the  subject  of  whether  you  are  required  to  report  to 
the  State  Health  Department  with  respect  to  a  certain 
nuisance,  the  former  correspondence  having  related  par- 
ticularly to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  May  l-l,  1909. 

In  accordance  with  vour  present  request  I  have  read 
the  Act  of  April  27,  1905,  P.  L.,  312,  and  I  fail  to 
find  in  it  any  provision  requiring  you  to  report  to  the 
State  Board,  or  giving  said  Board  any  jurisdiction  over 
your  action  on  matters  relating  to  local  nuisances. 

As  to  the  two  sections  to  which  you  specially  refer  me, 
Section  9  contemplates  the  action  of  the  State  Commis- 
sioner directed  against  a  property  and  its  owner  or  occu- 
pant ;  the  second  clause  of  that  section,  to  which  you  more 
particularly  refer,  shows  this  clearly  by  providing  what 
shall  be  done  in  case  the  owner  or  occupant  fails  to  comply 
with  the  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  for  the 
abatement  or  removal  of  the  nuisance. 

vSection  12,  to  which  you  also  refer  nu',  gives  a  general 

authority  to  revoke  or  modify  an  order  of  the  local  Board 

of  Health  only  where  it  concerns  a  matter  which  affects 

the  public  health  beyond  the  territory  over  which  the  local

board  has  jurisdiction.  It  has  no  relation  to  the  removal 
of  a  local  nuisance,  or  to  reports  by  you  of  such  local 
nuisances.

Dear  Sir: — From  your  letter  of  July  16,  1909,  I 
learn  that  an  ordinance  was  passed  as  far  back  as  July 
19,  1902,  to  authorize  the  paving  of  Lippincott  street, 
from  Front  street  to  American  street.  Bids  for  this  work 
were  received  as  far  back  as  February  17,  1905,  nearly 
four  and  a  half  years  ago,  and  a  contract  awarded  at 
$1.60  per  square  yard.  On  April  12,  1909,  four  years 
and  two  months  after  the  award  of  the  contract,  another 
ordinance  was  passed  authorizing  the  paving  of  Lippin- 
cott street,  from  Mascher  street  to  American  street,  being 
a  portion  of  the  street  included  in  the  ordinance  of  1902 
and  the  award  of  1905.  Bids  for  this  have  been  received 
and  the  contract  awarded  to  another  paver  at  $1.41  per 
square  yard — thus  making  conflicting  awards  for  this  part 
of  the  work,  and  my  opinion  is  asked  as  to  which  contract 
should  be  executed  and  under  which  the  work  should  be 
done. 

In  my  judgment  you  are  not  autliorized  to  execute  a 
contract  under  an  award  made  as  far  back  as  1905  at 
nineteen  cents  per  square  yard  greater  than  the  amount  of 
the  contract  recently  awarded.  In  my  opinion  the  second 
ordinance,  supersedes  the  first  ordinance  at  least,  to  the 
extent  of  the  work  therein  provided.

Dear  Sir  : — ^I  have  your  letter  of  July  16th,  inquiring 
who  is  to  exe<?ute  certain  leases. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Bullitt  Act  the  Mayor  is  to 
execute  all  contracts,  unless  some  other  official  be  desig- 
nated for  the  purpose.  This  is  proper,  among  other 
reasons,  because  he  has  the  custody  of  the  Seal.  The 
act,  however,  does  allow  some  latitude  by  the  qualification 
"unless  some  other  official  be  designated,"  and  it  is  not 
at  all  uncommon  for  the  impression  of  the  seal  to  be  made 
on  papers  executed  by  other  persons,  as,  for  instance,  upon 
the  receipts  for  personal  taxes  given  by  deputy  tax  col- 
lectors. It  is,  however,  not  improper  for  the  Mayor  to 
execute  the  leases,  but  I  think  that  your  approbation  should 
be  shown  upon  the  papers. 

I  do  not  consider  that  his  signature  is  essential.  The 
power  to  lease  conferred  by  Section  17  of  the  Act  of 
June  8,  1907,  means  the  power  to  enter  into  a  contract 
and  not  merely  to  negotiate  with  the  proposed  lessee.  In 
my  judgment  this  is  made  somewhat  more  clear  by  the 
power  given  to  the  Director  to  require  a  bond  and  surety 
from  the  lessee  at  the  time  the  contract  is  entered  into, 
thus  showing  that  the  Director  himself  is  a  responsible 
person. 

In  other  words,  I  think  that  the  leases  may  properly 
be  signed  by  either  the  Mayor  or  the  Director,  and  I 
understand  that  some  have  already  been  signed  by  you,  the 
City's  seal  having  been  put  upon  them  at  the  Mayor's 
office.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  your  letter  of  July  15th 
with  relation  to  Dr.  O'lleilly,  who  states  that  he  has  the 
degree  of  ]\L  D.,  but  never  registered,  and  he  desires  to 
practice  the  ''Drugless  Healing  Art"  in  the  maimer  partly 
specified  by  his  letter. 

It  is  true  that  in  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Thomp- 
son, to  which  you  refer  me,  it  was  decided  that  an  osteo- 
path is  not  within  the  terms  of  the  various  statutes  prior 
to  the  Act  of  this  year,  because  he  does  not  administer 
drugs.  This  was  a  decision  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions of  one  of  the  interior  counties.  There  is  alsO'  a 
similar  case  in  which,  however,  it  was  further  decided 
that  if  an  osteopath  uses  drugs  to  any  extent  whatever  he 
is  within  the  prohil)ition  of  the  Act.  Both  of  these  cases 
are  decisions  of  the  lower  courts  in  interior  counties  and 
not  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  they  are  deprived  of  much 
of  their  efpect  by  two  decisions  of  different  courts  of  this 
county  on  the  application  of  a  'Christian  Science  Church 
for  a  charter,  the  latter  of  which  was  affirmed  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  the  case  of  First  Church  of  Christ  Scien- 
tist, 205  Pa.,  543,  in  which  Judge  Potter,  speaking'  for 
the  Supreme  Court,  seems  to  consider  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine as  an  expression  exactly  parallel  to  that  of  practising 
the  healing  art. 

On  reference  to  the  dictionary  I  find  that  the  primary 
meaning  of  the  word  "medicine"  is  the  science  of  healing, 
and  it  does  not  primarily  relate  to  drugs.  It  must  be  con- 
ceded, however,  that  for  a  series  of  years  osteopaths  were 
permitted  to  practice  with  but  little  opposition. 

It  is  impossible  for  you  or  for  me  to  know^  precisely 
the  action  which  Dr.  O'Reilly  will  take  if  permitted  to 
practice.  The  duty  of  prosecuting  crimes  is  in  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  and  not  in  me,  and  I  do  not  feel  prepared 
to  advise  yo\i  to  agree  in  advance  with  respect  to  the  course 
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which  yoii  should  take  as  to  this  gentleman.  If  he  is  a 
competent  doctor  of  medicine  and  holds  that  degTee  from 
a  reputable  college,  there  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not 
have  the  support  of  a  license  duly  issued  from  the  State 
and  be  duly  registered,  and  I  think  that  he  should  take 
the  usual  course  of  consulting  his  own  counsel  when  he 
desires  advice  about  his  own  conduct.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  July  17th 
enclosing  a  communication  from  your  Chief  Engineer, 
which  I  herewith  return,  with  regard  to  certain  additional 
work  which  it  is  proposed  to  do  in  connection  with  the  re- 
pairs to  Chestnut  Street  Pier.  I  have  procured  and  ex- 
amined the  original  contract  to  see  how  far  the  work  sug- 
gested may  be  done  under  that  contract  and  what  addi- 
tional allowances  may  be  made  for  it. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Municipal  Act  of  1874: 
requires  that  all  work  shall  be  done  by  contract  to  be  given 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  the  Baillitt  Act  re- 
quires that  all  contracts  shall  be  in  writing.  If,  therefore, 
on  the  one  hand,  tbe  work  now  desired  is  actually  included 
in  the  contract,  it  must  be  performed  by  the  contractor 
without  additional  pay.  If  it  is  not  included  in  it  at  all, 
unless  the  amounts  were  insigiiificant,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  award  a  sei)arate  contract  for  it.  It  is  only  in  case  of 
matters  incidentally  arising  chiving  the  progress  of  the 
work  which  are  directly  incident  to  the  work  and  could 
not  well  1)0  iKTfdi-med  by  a  third  person  and  which  could 
not  readily  luivc  been  foreseen  when  the  contract  was 
entered  into  that  they  can  be  done  by  the  contractor  without 
a  new  contract.  i 
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On  rt^ferring"  to  the  8]>eeifieations  I  find  that  they  open 
with  paragraph  jSTo.  1,  '^General  Intentions,"  in  which  '4t 
is  the  declared  and  aeknowledg'ed  intention  and  meaning 
to  provide  and  secure  thoroughly  satisfactory  and  sub- 
stantial repairs  to  the  pier  at  the  foot  of  Chestnut  street." 

The  next  paragraph,  N^o.  2,  provides  that  the  work  to 
be  done  undca-  the  contract  shall  include  all  the  labor  and 
material  and  the  furnishing  of  all  tools  and  machinery 
for  the  completion  of  the  repairs  proposed. 

tinder  the  head  of  ''General  Provisions,"  paragraph  37, 
it  provides  for  omissions  and  misdescriptions,  and  directs 
in  explanation  of  paragraph  1,  already  quoted,  that  such 
omissions  or  misdescriptions  shall  not  operate  to  release 
the  contractor  from  performing  such  work,  but  the  same 
shall  be  fully  and  properly  performed  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  fully  and  correctly  indicated,  described  and  required 
in  and  by  the  contract,  and  without  expense  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  in  addition  to  the  contract  price. 

On  further  referring  to  the  contract  I  find  that  some 
if  not  all  of  the  work  mentioned  on  the  first  page  of  the 
engineer's  letter  is  directly  mentioned  in  the  contract. 
The  first  item,  "Renewing  floor  beams,"  is  mentioned  in 
paragi-aph  27;  "Renewal  of  decking"  is  included  in  para- 
graph 28 ;  "Fenders"  in  paragraph  SI,  and  "Bracing"  in 
paragraphs  20  and  25, 

AVhcn  I  a]>ply  to  these  paragraphs  and  others  which  I 
have  not  carefully  examined  the  general  expressions  to 
which  I  have  already  referred,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
contractor  is  bound  to  do  this  work  without  extra  charge. 

As  to  the  painting  of  the  superstructure,  renewal  of  the 
threads  and  platforms  of  the  stairway,  etc.,  it  would  seem 
to  me  that  the  general  repair  of  the  pier  will  include  these 
also.  If,  however,  the  contract  does  not  relate  to  the  super- 
structure at  all,  then  these  are  matters  which  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  contract  at  all  and  are  separate  and  distinct ; 
and  if  they  are  to  be  done  outside,  the  work  must  be  done 
by  a  separate  and  distinct  contract  upon  bids,  received  after 
due  notice.

into  a  contract  with  a  contractor  in  ordinary  form  by 
wliicli  he  agrees  to  take  assessment  bills  in  payment. 
Inasmuch  as  there  is  a  fear  that  there  will  be  a  defence 
made  against  these  bills  it  is  thought  that  he  should  be 
secured  by  an  agreement  of  the  property  owners  to  pay  him 
regardless  of  the  question  whether  the  property  is  or  is  not 
so  far  rural  that  it  cannot  be  assessed,  and  if  all  the  prop- 
erty owners  will  not  enter  into  such  an  agreement,  that  he 
should  receive  an  agreement  satisfactory  to  him  that  other 
persons  will  pay  any  bills  which  are  objected  to.  This  is 
a  question  of  satisfying  the  contractor  and  is  one  with 
which  the  City  has  nothing  to  do.  If  he  is  satisfied  with 
this  indemnity  let  the  contract  be  made.  I  do  not  feel  like 
pas>ing  upon  the  terms  of  his  contract,  because  it  is  advis- 
ing him  with  xespect  to  his  personal  security,  and  if  he 
has  trouble  about  it  hereafter  he  may  blame  the  City 
officials.     This  is  a  matter  entirely  for  hiiii,  in  my  opinion.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  yours  of  the  21st  inst., 
stating  that  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  owner  of  pier  JSTo.  3-±  South,  desires  to  extend 
its  pier  and  has  apj)lied  for  a  license.  The  Franklin  Sugar 
Refinery,  the  owner  of  pier  ^o.  32,  likewise  desires  to  ex- 
tend its  pier,  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  ■  that  the  space 
between  the  two  proposed  piers  is  less  than  150  feet,  it 
objects  to  the  license  applied  for  by  the  Reading  Company. 
Since  your  letter  was  written  the  Franklin  Company  has 
applied  for  a  license,  but  the  application  is  not  ready  for 
hearing,  as  the  statute  requires  certain  notice  to  be  given 
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to  persons  interested,  the  time  for  wliit-li  lias. not  yet  ex- 
pired. 

The  widening  of  Delaware  avenue  and  the  consequent 
interference  which  existing-  piers,  together  with  the  in- 
crease of  the  commerce  of  the  port  and  the  additional 
accommodations  required  by  modern  vessels  and  conditions, 
will  doubtless  result  in  a  number  of  other  applications, 
and,  as  the  questions  now  arising  will  probably  recur  re- 
peatedly, it  was  thought  by  you  to  be  desirable  that  these 
questions  should  be  considered  at  a  conference  of  the  con- 
flicting interests,  and  this  conference  was  had  at  my  offioe 
on  last  Friday,  23rd  inst.  Both  of  the  companies  con- 
cerned were  there  represented  by  able  counsel  and  the 
situation  was  fully  discussed. 

Section  5  of  the  Act  of  April  8,  1868,  P.  L.  755,  is 
as  follows : 

''Xo  license  shall  be  granted  under  which  a  new 
wharf  is  to  be  built,  unless  the  property  from  which 
said  wharf  is  to  be  extended  shall  have  appertaining 
thereunto  sufficient  breadth  to  leave  a  dock  or  water 
surface  at  least  forty  feet  wide  on  each  side  of  such 
wharf  unless  said  Board  of  Wardens^  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  whole  board,  shall  determine  that  the 
])ublic  convenience  demands  a  variance  from  this  rule 
in  any  particular  case." 

Section  0  of  this  statute  gives  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  to  "any  person  or  body  corporate 
aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  Wardens,  in  either 
granting  or  refusing  in  whole  or  ]iart  an  application  for 
a  license"  &c. 

The  Act  of  June  14,  1807,  P.  L.  143,  amends  the  Act 
of  1808  by  extending  the  required  distance  between  piers 
to  150  feet,  sul)ject  to  the  same  right  to  vary  it  in  specific 
cases. 

Section  0  of  the  Act  of  eTune  8,  1907,  under  which  your 
Department  is  organized,  gives  you  the  authority  to  fix 
the  distance  between  piers;  and  Section  19  gives  a  right 
of  appeal  similar  to  that  given  by  the  Act  of  1868. 

I  have  a  serious  doubt  whether  the  Act  of  1897  is  con- 
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stitutioiial.  It  is  an  attempt  tO'  amend  the  local  act  re- 
lating- to  the  Port  Wardens  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  the- 
endeavor  to  avoid  offending-  the  ]>rohibition  of  local  legis- 
lation, it  introdnces  a  reference  to  cities  of  the  first  class. 
If  the  donbt  is  well  fonnded,  the  only  limitation  on  the 
width  of  the  dock  is  that  contained  in  the  Act  of  1868, 
reqniring  it  to  be  forty  feet.  This,  however,  is  nnim- 
portant.  It  was  certainly  not  intended  that  the  rule 
should  be  inexorable,  and  a  discretion  was  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Wardens  to  authorize  a  pier  where  the  result 
would  be  a  narrower  dock.  It  was  agreed  by  all  the 
counsel  jiresent,  as  well  as  by  me,  that  the  discretion  given 
to  yon  as  above  mentioned  authorizes  you  to  reduce  the 
width  of  the  dock  on  proper  occasion  whether  the  Acts  of 
1868  and  1897  are  or  are  not  repealed  by  the  Act  of  1907 
and  the  Act  of  same  date  alvolishing  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens. 

In  this  instance,  if  both  applications  be  granted  and 
both  ]uers  built,  the  dock  will  be  somewhat  less  than  the 
required  width  of  150  feet.  Mr.  Pepjier,  on  behalf  of 
the  Franklin  Company,  objects  to  the  application  of  the 
Reading  Com])any,  fearing  that  the  allowance  would  in- 
terfere with  the  application  of  his  own  client.  He  is 
willing,  however,  that  both  licenses  should  be  allowed,  for 
the  width  of  dock  will  be  sufficient  {nr  his  client's  purposes. 

The  railway  c<ini]iany  denies  the  right  of  the  Franklin 
Company  to  object  to  its  application  ;  it  likewise  objects 
to  the  hearing  of  the  two  applications  together.  It  insists 
that,  as  its  own  application  is  ready  for  hearing,  it  has  an 
absolute  right  to  the  license  for  which  it  a])plies,  if  its  ap- 
plication, which  is  the  prior  one,  is  not  contrary  to  law. 
As  authoritv  for  this  its  counsel  cites  Richardson's  Appeal, 
30  Pa.  R.  510. 

That  case  wa,s  decided  ten  years  before  the  Act  of  1868^ 
which  ruakes  radical  changes  in  the  law  with  respect  to 
the  entire  subject,  and,  auiong  other  provisions,  greatly 
extends  the  right  of  appeal  and  thereby  recognizes  the  in- 
terest of  adjoining  owners  and  others.  The  opinion  filed 
in  that  case  is  not  now  law.  I  state  this  without  hesita- 
tion, not   oidy  from  my  own  construction  of  the  Act  of 
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1868,  but  also  because  in  numerous  cases  the  abutting 
owners  liave  been  heard.  The  present  rule  is  well  set 
forth  in  the  case  of  the  Philatlelphia  and  Keading  R.  R.  Co. 
vs.  Morris,  T  Pliila.  R.  280.  The  principles  which  should 
govern  such  applications  are  there  considered  with  care, 
and  much  that  is  said  is  applicable  to  this  case.  As  you 
are  yourself  a  lawyer,  I  recommend  that  you  read  this 
decision  carefully.  The  property  of  the  riparian  owner 
stops  at  low  water  mark,  and  he  has  no  absolute  right  to 
construct  a  pier  beyond  that  line.  A  license  for  its  con- 
struction is  called  by  the  Court  "the  bounty  of  the  State." 
In  considering  an  aj^plication  for  a  license  the  interests 
of  the  public  are  paramount,  and  subject  to  these,  the 
equities  of  the  adjoining  parties  are  to  be  taken  into 
full  consideration.  There  is  an  intimation  that  where 
one  of  the  abutting  owners  owns  a  small  river  frontage 
while  a  long  front  is  owned  by  the  other,  the  owner  of  the 
long  front  can  more  readily  adjust  his  improvements,  and 
should  do  so  in  order  that  his  neighbor  may  be  accommo- 
dated ;  this,  you  will  observe,  differs  from  the  position 
taken  by  one  of  the  counsel  here. 

It  was  stated  that  if  both  apjjlications  are  granted,  the 
dock  will  not  be  wide  enough  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Reading  Company.  If,  therefore,  its  application,  having 
been  first  heard,  be  granted  at  once,  according  to  the  claim 
made,  I  do  not  doubt  that,  notwithstanding  its  denial  of 
the  right  of  the  Franklin  Company  to  interfere  now,  the 
Reading  Company  will  want  you  to  consider  its  own  ob- 
jection to  the  application  of  its  neighbor;  and  it  has  a 
right  to  make  the  objection  and  to  have  it  considered. 

While  this  decision  must  be  made  by  you,  I  may  say  that 
I  do  not  see  how  you  can  properly  ascertain  what  the 
paramount  interests  of  the  public  are,  and  adjust  the  con- 
flicting rights  and  equities  of  the  two  adjoining  riparian 
owners  in  the  manner  indicated  in  the  case  of  Railroad  vs. 
IMorris,  above  cited,  excc]it  by  considering  the  two  con- 
flicting applications  together.  Having  given  them  both 
consideration  you  can  then  either  allow  both  licenses,  or 
allow  either  one  and  refuse  the  other,  or,  if  the  conditions 
require  it,  refuse  both.     The  fact  that  an  appeal  may  be 
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taken  from  a  decision  "granting  or  refusing  in  whole  or 
part"  suggests  that  you  may  require  some  modification  of 
the  plans.  It  was  asserted  at  the  conference  that  the 
plans  can  be  modified  as  to  give  additional  dock  space. 
If  you  find  upon  examination  that  this  is  the  fact,  you 
may  perhaps  require  the  parties  to  modify  their  plans, 
on  pain  of  a  refusal  to  grant  the  desired  license.  I 
further  suggest  that  it  would  be  proper  to  require  the 
company  to  satisfy  you  thoroughly  that  its  objection  is 
made  in  good  faith,  not  merely  with  a  view  of  interfering 
with  its  neighbor,  but  that  it  will  actually  proceed 
promptly  to  build  its  own  pier  if  the  license  be  granted  to 
it.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  yours  of  the  22nd  inst.  with 
respect  to  a  recent  appropriation  by  Councils  ''out  of  an 
unappropriated  balance  in  the  City  Treasury"  and  stating 
that  there  is  not  that  amount  unappropriated  in  the  treas- 
ury without  invading  moneys  set  aside  for  writs  of  man- 
damus. 

The  writ  thus  referred  to  by  you  is  not  properly  a  writ 
of  mandamus,  although  it  is  generally  so  termed  for  want 
of  a  better  name.  The  Act  of  April  15,  1834,  Section  6, 
P.  L.,  538,  enacts  that  where  judgment  is  recovered  against 
a  eounty  the  Court  may  "issue  thereon  a  writ  commanding 
the  Commissioners  thereof  to  cause  the  amount  thereof, 
with  the  interest  and  costs,  to  be  paid  to  the  party  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  such  judgment,  out  of  any  moneys  unap- 
propriated of  such  county,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  moneys. 
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out  of  the  first  moneys  received  of  such  county."  Section  7 
of  the  Act  applies  the  like  remedy  with  respect  to  judg- 
ments against  townships. 

In  the  case  of  Monaghan  vs.  Philadelphia,  28  Penna. 
E.,  207,  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia is  within  the  meaning  of  this  statute,  and  that  the 
writ  should  be  addressed  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

It  will  be  noted  that  this  statute  does  not  provide  for  a 
special  fund  to  be  set  aside  for  the  payment  of  these  writs ; 
it  requires  them  to  be  paid  only  from  "moneys  unappro- 
priated." It  has  been  repeatedly  decided  that  it  was  not 
intended  to  check  or  embarrass  the  wheels  of  government, 
or  to  prevent  the  payment  of  the  regular  and  legitimate  ex- 
penses incurred  from  time  to  time.  If  any  question  arises 
at  all,  it  arises  solely  by  reason  of  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879^ 
to  which  you  refer. 

That  Act  requires  you  to  present  to  Councils  an  esti- 
mate of  the  probable  receipts  and  the  expenditures;  but 
Councils  are  not  obliged  to  accept  your  estimate  of  expen- 
ditures and  may  appropriate  less,  if  they  please.  _  It  is 
required  that  "the  total  of  all  appropriations,  all  estimates 
and  other  lawful  obligations  shall  he  hrought  within"  the 
estimates;  and  this  assumes  the  power  as  well  as  the 
obligation  to  reduce  appropriations.  There  is  no  obliga- 
tion" imposed  to  set  aside  a  sum  as  a  "mandamus  fund," 
nor  is  it  ordinarily  done.  No  such  fund  is  provided  for 
bv  law;  money  is  simply  left  unappropriated,  and  if,  as 
may  have  been  done  in  some  cases,  it  is  called  the  man- 
damus fund,  this  is  merely  a  convenient,  although  erro- 
neous, title  for  unappropriated  money.  I  find  nothing  in 
that  statute,  or  in  any  other,  which  requires  that  the  City's 
business  must  be  embarrassed  by  an  inability  to  appro- 
priate and  expend  money  for  current  purposes  merely  be- 
cause claims  may  hereafter  arise  and  assume  the  form  of 
judgiuents  under  which  the  Treasurer  may  hereafter  be 
ordered  to  apply  unappropriated  money  for  their  payment. 
Appropriations  have  frequently  been  made  from  the  so- 
called  mandamus  fund.     I  mention  a  few  of  them : 

Ordinance  of  March  26,  1908,  p.  51,  for  the  expenses  of 
the  primary  election. 
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Ordinance  of  December  15,  1905,  p.  276,  for  payment 
of  temporary  loan. 

Ordinance  of  December  28,  1905,  Sec.  2,  p.  319,  to  the 
Dei)artment  of  Snpplies. 

There  are  two  considerations  special  to  the  present  ap- 
propriation. The  first  is  that,  if  I  am  correctly  informed, 
there  is  a  considerable  snm  inclnded  in  the  loan  ordinance, 
already  advertised,  which  has  not  been  appropriated  and 
which,  until  appropriated,  will  be  subject  to  writs  of  man- 
damus. The  other  is,  that  I  understand  that  the  present 
new  appropriations  are  mainly  for  expenditures  which 
cannot  possibly  be  avoided,  and  which  will  be  paid  under 
order  of  court  by  mandamus,  so  that  this  is  really  an  al- 
ternative to  those  writs.  I  therefore  think  you  would  be 
justified  in  crediting  the  sums  as  appropriated  and  in 
countersigning  the  warrants  as  to  which  you  inquire.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  July  27th, 
stating  that  a  license  has  been  issued  in  accordance  with 
the  ordinance  of  July  1,  1901  (  Sect.  C,  laws  and  ordi- 
nances relating  to  the  office  of  the  Fire  Marshal),  to  one 
John  Hovey,  of  No.  125  Herman  street,  for  the  storage 
or  use  of  one  barrel  of  benzine ;  that  he  has  been  found 
to  have  at  one  time  five  barrels  in  his  place,  and  asking 
what  action  can  be  taken  in  the  matter. 

Section  1  of  said  ordinance  provides  that  it  shall  be  a 
nuisance  for  any  person  other  than  a  manufacturer  of  ben- 
zine and  other  like  materials  to  have,  use,  store  or  keep  at 
any  one  time  in  any  building  within  the  City  of  Philadel- 
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phia,  situated  within  certain  limits,  the  northernmost  of 
which  iri  Alleji-heny  avenue,  for  the  purpose  of  using  in 
manufacture,  in  the  arts,  or  for  any  purpose  whatsoever, 
more  than  one  barrel  thereof.  This  section  has  no  applica- 
tion to  territory  not  within  the  limits  prescribed,  and  I  am 
informed  that  the  locality  in  question  is  in  Germantown 
north  of  said  northern  boundary,  to  wit,  Allegheny  avenue. 

Section  2  likewise  is  limited  to  the  territory  described 
in  Section  1,  and  the  proliibition  therein  contained  does  not 
operate  beyond  the  limits  so  described. 

Section  3  provides  that  it  shall  be  a  nuisance  for  any 
person,  etc.,  to  maintain  any  establishment,  or  carry  on 
any  business  in  wdiich  benzine,  etc.,  is  used  or  employed, 
wliether  for  manufacture,  in  the  arts  or  otherwise,  in  quan- 
tities exceeding  one  gallon  in  any  one  day,  until  he  shall 
have  obtained  a  license.  It  is  not  distinctly  stated  in  this 
section  that  it  is  limited  only  to  the  territory  bounded  as 
set  forth  in  Section  1.  It  might,  with  some  plausibility, 
be  contended  that  in  the  absence  of  words  indicating  the 
contrary  the  same  territorial  limitation  might  be  annexed 
to  this  section  by  implication.  Whether  this  view  w^ould 
be  taken  by  the"  courts  it  is  impossible  to  say,  nor  is  it 
necessary  at  this  time  to  pass  upon  the  question,  since  you 
do  not  state  any  facts  in  your  letter  which  bring  the  case 
within  the  provisions  of  the  third  section,  which  you  will 
note  relates  to  the  carrying  on  of  a  business  rather  than 
to  the  storage  of  the  inflammable  fluid. 

For  these  reasons  I  do  not  think,  upon  the  facts  stated 
by  you,  any  action  can  be  taken  against  the  licensee.  ^  The 
Fire  Marshal,  who  brings  your  communication  to  this  De- 
partment, states  that  some  uncertainty  exists  as  to  the 
various  provisions  of  the  ordinance,  and  I  may  therefore 
add  to  the  foregoing  that,  under  Section  1,  it  is  not  forbid- 
den to  store  benzine,  naphtha  and  the  like  fluids  in  quanti- 
ties of  on?  barrel  or  k  s>  in  any  part  of  the  City,  and  not 
forbidden  to  store  in  any  quantity  outside  of  the  boundaries 
mentioned  If  it  is  desired  to  store  or  keep  them  in  quanti- 
ties of  more  than  one  barrel  within  said  limits,  a  license 
must  be  obtained,  with  the  approval  of  the  Fire  :Marshal, 
etc.,  in  the  manner  laid  down. 
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Section  2  requires  a  different  license  to  be  had  in  the 
event  that  the  applicant  desires  to  store  more  than  five  bar- 
rels within  such  limits. 

Section  3  forbids  the  maintenance  of  any  establishment 
or  the  carrjdng  on  of  any  business  in  which  such  fluids  are 
used  in  quantities  exceeding  one  gallon  in  any  one  day 
unless  a  license  for  the  purpose  shall  be  obtained.

Dear  Sir:— Your  letter  of  April  17th,  respecting  the 
dredging  of  certain  docks,  was  duly  received.  The  answer 
was  delayed  for  the  reason  stated  in  our  conversation  on 
Friday. 

I  understand  that  the  Philadelphia  and  Eeading  Rail- 
way Company  dredged  certain  docks  at  its  own  expense 
during  the  year  1908.  Appropriation  was  recently  made 
by  Councils  for  dredging  docks  at  the  joint  expense  of  the 
City  and  the  owners  of  adjoining  piers,  and  the  company 
asks  that  the  money  expended  by  it,  or  a  portion  of  that 
money,  be  applied  towards  its  share  of  dredging  to  be  done 
under  the  new  appropriation. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  this  cannot  be  done.  The  recent 
appropriation  was  not  a  deficiency  appropriation,  but  re- 
lated to  new  work  to  be  thereafter  done.  The  course  sug- 
gested by  the  company,  by  relieving  it  from  an  expendi- 
ture to  be  made  by  it  now,  is  equivalent  to  reimbursing  it 
for  its  expenditure  made  last  year,  and  this  is  not  the  pur- 
pose of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  your  letter  of  July  27tli,  inquir- 
ing whether  the  $20,000  appropriated  out  of  the  unex- 
pended balance  of  $200,000  borrowed  for  the  House  of 
Detention  is  legal. 

In  the  Opinions  for  the  year  1905,  pages  10  and  43,  there 
are  two  opinions  by  Judge  Kinsey  to  the  effect  that  where 
the  purpose  of  a  loan  has  been  fully  completed  any  balance 
may  be  used  for  other  purposes. 

My  understanding  of  the  facts  in  this  case  is  that  the 
House  of  Dentention  is  fully  completed  and  furnished,  so 
that  the  balance  borrowed  must  either  be  used  for  other 
purposes  or  else  remain  idle  in  the  treasury,  although  we 
are  paying  interest  upon  it.  It  is  especially  appropriate 
that  this  money  should  be  used  in  accordance  with  this 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  the  maintenance  of  the 
house. 

If,  therefore,  I  am  right  in  my  information,  it  is  proper 
to  exjDcnd  the  mone}^  in  the  way  mentioned.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engineer 
Webster,  approved  by  you,  dated  July  23rd,  with  respect 
to  certain  questions  that  arise  in  connection  with  the  aboli- 
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tion  of  the  grade  crossings  on  the  Richmond  Branch  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway. 

It  is  difficult  to  advise  except  in  connection  with  a  direct 
statement  of  the  facts.  I  must  therefore  duplicate  some- 
what the  letter  to  me. 

Under  the  ordinance  for  that  j^urpose  official  plans  of  the 
City  streets  were  made  and  duly  approved.  The  ordinance 
provided  for  the  vacation  of  certain  streets,  and  these  were 
accordingly  left  off  the  plans.  Working  plans  for  the  work 
to  be  done  by  the  City  and  the  railroad  were  then  made, 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  the  contracts  for  the  work  to 
be  done  under  those  contracts.  These  plans  thus  made  for 
that  pnrpose  do  not  show  certain  streets  which  are  on  the 
public  plans  of  the  City,  but  are  unoponed.  These  plans 
were  duly  approved  by  the  City  and  railway  company.  It 
was  quite  proper  to  leave  them  off  those  plans,  because  they 
had  no  effect  upon  the  contracts  to  be  made  and  the  work  to 
be  done  and  the  plans  were  for  that  purpose  only.  This 
omission  of  the  streets  has  no  bearing  whatever  upon  the 
question  of  the  vacation  of  the  streets,  for  the  plans  were 
not  made  for  that  purjiose.  Even  if  the  Department  had 
intended  that  the  omission  of  those  streets  should  work 
as  a  vacation  it  would  not  have  that  effect,  because  they 
are  not  plans  prepared  and  adopted  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  law  for  the  change  of  the  public  plans. 

ISTew  plans  are  now  made  in  connection  with  the  addi- 
tional Avork  to  be  done  by  the  railway  company. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  some  person  or  persons  con- 
nected with  the  railway  company  has  or  have  taken  the 
ground  that  the  omission  of  those  streets  from  the  working 
plans  has  amounted  to  a  vacation  of  the  streets,  it  is  proper 
for  you  either  to  note  the  unopened  streets  upon  those 
plans  by  dotted  lines  or  otherwise,  or  to  make  a  memoran- 
dmn  upon  the  plans  to  be  signed  by  the  parties,  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  other  streets  upon  the 
City  plan  that  are  not  shown  there  because  their  existence 
has  no  effect  upon  the  work  to  be  done  at  the  present  time. 
I  do  not  regard  this  as  at  all  necessary  in  itself. 
Perhaps  the  course  you  adopted  in  the  former  plans  is  the 
most  logical,  and  my  only  reason  in  suggesting  it  is  to 
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iiH'ct  the  claim  that  their  omission  from  these  working 
plans  is  equivalent  to  a  vacation  and  to  prevent  the  rais- 
ing of  that  question  in  the  future. 

In.  this  view  it  does  not  apj^ear  to  me  to  be  material 
whether  the  new  plans  are  in  accordance  with  another  sec- 
tion of  the  ordinance  or  are  an  amendment  to  the  present 
working  plans.  In  either  case,  whether  the  plans  are  new 
or  amended,  it  is  proper  to  note  the  unopened  streets. 

I  am  further  asked  whether  it  is  desirable  to  require 
the  railwa}^  company  to  enter  into  special  covenants  or 
agreements  with  the  City  in  order  to  save,  indemnify  and 
save  the  Cit}^  harmless  on  account  of  the  work  proposed 
to  be  done  by  the  railway  company  under  the  authority  of 
Section  8  of  the  said  ordinance.  If  the  view  lately  an- 
nounced by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  as 
stated  by  me  in  a  recent  opinion  to  Councils,  is  adopted 
here,  it  is  of  comparatively  little  importance,  but,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  precaution,  I  think  it  desirable  to  require  the  rail- 
way company  to  covenant  that  any  additional  expense  in 
tlie  opening  and  bridging  of  other  streets  caused  by  this 
work  shall  be  met  by  the  railway  company.  This,  how- 
ever, under  the  terms  of  the  ordinance,  is  a  matter  for  the 
determination  of  the  Mayor.

Dtear  Sir: — ^This  Department  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  ap- 
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proved  by  you,  dated  August  3rd,  with  reference  to  the 
rebuilding  of  premises  on  Main  street  between  Levering 
and  Cotton  streets.  It  appears  therefrom  that  Main  street 
is  opened  50  feet  wide,  but  plotted  60  feet  wide ;  that  the 
owner  of  said  7-)roperty  in  rebuilding  the  same  is  doing 
so  upon  the  old  site,  which  extends  within  the  60  feet 
plotted  line,  but  not  to  the  line  of  the  opened  street.  It 
is  said  that  complaint  of  this  has  been  made  by  neighbors 
some  of  whom  have  receded  to  the  60  feet  line,  and  in- 
quiry is  made  what  action  should  be  taken. 

In  reply  I  would  refer  you  to  the  opinions  of  this  de- 
partment dated  November  28,  1887,  page  83,  and  March 
28,  1908,  page  51,  in  which  the  view  was  expressed  that 
it  is  exceedingly  doubtful  whether  an  owner  can  be  com- 
pelled to  refrain  from  building  wuthin  the  lines  of  a 
plotted,  but  unopened,  street ;  and  that  the  only  result  of 
his  so  doing  is  that  he  must  remove  the  building  at  his 
own  expense  when  the  street  shall  be  opened,  and  also 
forego  any  claim  for  damages  for  the  improvement  so 
erected.  It  is  recommended,  however,  in  the  opinions  re- 
ferred to,  that  a  record  be  kept  of  such  cases  in  order  that 
the  City  may  be  in  possession  of  the  information  necessary 
to  enable  it  to  resist  any  claim  for  damages  by  reason  of 
the  improvement  which  may  be  made. 

I  would  also  suggest  in  the  present  case  that  the  atten- 
tion of  the  property  owner  be  called  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  December  27,  1871  (P.  L.  1872),  Section  3, 
page  1390.  It  will  perhaps  be  found  that  this  is  all  that 
will  be  necessary  to  induce  him  to  recede  to  the  plotted 
line.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  several  in- 
quiries as  to  the  method  of  procedure  in  relation  to  a  barge 
which  is  sunk  in  the  Delaware  river  near  Pier  iS[o.  6,  Port 
Richmond,  within  the  pierhead  line  and  between  said 
pier  and  the  next  pier  to  the  north,  being  about  300  feet 
north  of  Pier  N"o.  6  and  about  200  feet  south  of  the  other 
pier. 

By  Section  12  of  the  Act  of  Jane  8,  1907,  creating  the 
Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  it  is  provided 
that  said  department  is  authorized  to  require  the  owners 
of  private  Avharves.  piers  or  bulkheads  to  cleanse  tlie  docks 
adjacent  thereto  and  to  remove  obstnictions  Avhich  may 
exist  in  such  docks ;  or  in  default  to  cause  such  work  to  be 
done  and  recover  the  cost  by  lien  or  otherwise  from  the 
owners  of  the  pier,  etc. 

A  similar  provision  appears  in  Section  9  of  the  Act 
of  the  same  date  creating  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Navigation,  but  with  the  proviso  that  this  section  of  the 
Act  shall  not  apply  within  cities  of  the  first  class.  Sec- 
tion 13  of  the  same  Act,  however,  empowers  the  Commis- 
sioners to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  any  sunken  canal 
boat,  barge  or  other  vessel  in  the  channel  way  of  the  tide 
waters  of  the  River  Delaware,  or  its  navigable  tributaries, 
or  any  of  the  docks  thereof,  under  penalty  upon  the  neo-lect 
of  the  owner  to  remove  the  same  upon  notice  so  to  do. 

From  the  facts  above  stated  it  would  appear  that  the 
vessel  is  not  sunk  in  the  channelway  of  the  river,  because 
it  is  within  the  pier  head  line  and  between  the  two  piers ; 
but,  within  the  meaning  of  this  section  of  the  Act,  it  would 
seem  to  be  within  the  dock,  for  the  use  of  the  expression, 
''in  the  channelway  of  the  tide  waters  of  the  River  Dela- 
ware, or  its  navigable  tributaries,  or  any  of  the  docks 
thereof,"  would  appear  to  have  been  on  the  theory  that 
these  two  expressions  cover  the  entire  river  bed,  for  it  is 
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not  to  be  supposed  that  any  part  of  the  river  within  the 
State  was  left  unprovided  for. 

If  it  is  intended  to  proceed  against  the  owner  of  the 
vessel,  therefore,  a  notice  to  remove  the  wreck  provided  for 
by  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  Act  creating  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  IST^vigation  should  be  given  by  that 
Board.  If  the  wreck  is  to  be  treaetd  as  an  obstruction  in 
the  dock,  however,  and  the  dock  owner  is  to  be  required  to 
remove  the  same  under  the  section  of  the  Act  creating  the 
Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  the  notice  to 
remove  the  obstruction  should  come  from  j'ourself  as  the 
Director  of  that  Department. 

As  a  practical  matter  and  to  avoid  any  difficulty  which 
might  arise  from  the  sup]>osed  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  it 
might  not  be  inadvisable  for  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  ISTavigation  and  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and 
Ferries  to  unite  in  a  notice  to  the  vessel  owner  to  remove 
it  within  the  time  limited  by  the  Act,  and  on  default  of 
his  doing  so  to  proceed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
thereof.

Dear  Sir  : — ^This  Department  is  in  receipt  of  your  two 
communications  of  the  27th  inst.  relative  to  the  contract 
with  E.  F.  Fonder  for  dredging  the  City  docks,  bulkheads, 
etc.,  in  the  Delaware  river  and  the  channel  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill river,  in  which  you  state  that  complaints  are  made 
to  the  effect  that  the  contractor  in  doing  his  work  is  flood- 
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ing-  some  of  the  adjacent  properties  and,  at  times,  Penrose 
Ferry  road,  which  flooding  is  dne  to  the  fact  that  he  has 
not  constrncted  the  necessary  impounding  embankment, 
and  to  the  manner  in  which  he  is  regulating-  the  sluices ; 
that  the  rate  of  progress  being  made  is  extremely  unsatis- 
factory, and  unless  it  is  greatly  increased  the  required 
amount  will  not  be  removed  by  December  31,  1909,  at 
which  time  the  contract  expires.  You  inquire  whether  the 
City  can  be  held  responsible  by  the  adjacent  property 
holders  for  damage  done  by  the  flooding  of  their  premises, 
and  whether  or  not  the  contract  can  be  annulled  or  w^hat 
means  you  can  take  to  compel  the  contractor  to  hasten 
the  progress  of  the  W'Ork. 

The  contract  provides  that  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Director  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  the  party  of  the 
second  part  (the  contractor)  be  prosecuting  the  w-ork  wdth 
an  insufficient  stock  of  materials  for  the  prompt  coniiDle- 
tion  thereof  within  the  time  specified,  or  be  improperly 
performing  said  work,  or  shall  he  neglect  or  abandon  it 
before  completion  or  unreasonably  delay  the  same  so  that 
the  conditions  of  the  contract  are  being  wilfully  violated 
or  executed  carelessly,  or  in  bad  faith,  or  shall  he  in  any 
other  manner,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Director,  default 
in  the  performance  of  the  contract,  in  any  such  case  the 
Director  shall  promptly  notify  the  contractor  in  writing  of 
such  neglect  or  default.  If  such  notification  be  without 
effect  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  delivery  thereof, 
the  Director  may  notify  the  contractor  to  discontinue  all 
work  under  the  contract,  and  the  Director  may  thereupon 
purchase  materials,  tools  and  machinery  and  employ  such 
w^orkmen  as  in  his  opinion  shall  be  required  for  the  proper 
completion  of  the  work,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the 
party  of  the  second  part  or  his  surety,  or  both ;  or  the  said 
Director  can,  witliout  further  notice,  declare  the  contract 
null  and  void,  and  the  security,  bond  and  retained  per- 
centage and  materials  delivered  and  used  in,  on  or  about 
«aid  work  shall  then  become  the  property  of  the  City. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Director  of  Wharves,  Docks 
and  Ferries,  the  work  is  being  improperly  done,  or  is 
prosecuted  with  an  insufficient  stock  of  materials  for  the 
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prompt  completion  thereof  witliin  the  specified  time,  or  is 
beins^  luireasonably  delayed,  in  either  or  all  of  these  cases 
he  thus  has  the  right  to  notify  the  contractor  in  writing, 
calling  his  attention  to  this  provision  of  the  contract  and 
requiring  that  within  twenty-four  hours,  or  such  longer 
time  as  he  may  think  advisable  and  may  specify,  the  con- 
tractor remedy  the  defect  or  default,  under  the  penalties 
provided  in  the  said  clause  of  the  agreement ;  and  if  such 
notification  be  without  effect  within  the  time  so  specified, 
he  may  then  either  notify  the  contractor  to  discontinue  the 
work  under  the  contract  and  may  himself  proceed  with 
the  work,  or  he  may  thereupon  declare  the  contract  null 
and  void,  pursuing  whichever  of  the  two  courses  he  may 
think  the  circumstances  to  require  and  as  may  be  deemed 
best  for  the  interests  of  the  City. 

There  is  a  bare  possibility  that  an  Acting  Director 
might  not  be  held  to  be  ''the  Director"  within  the  meaning 
of  this  portion  of  the  contract,  but,  in  the  judgment  of  this 
Department,  there  is  little  room  for  doubt  that  the  Acting 
Director  has  all  the  powers  devolved  by  the  contract  upon 
the  Director. 

As  to  your  inquiry  whether  the  City  can  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  damages  caused  by  the  contractor  in  the  im- 
proper conduct  (»f  the  work,  I  call  your  attention  to  that 
portion  of  the  agreement  which  provides  that  the  con- 
tractor shall  be  responsible  for  and  pay  all  loss  or  damage 
to  either  person  or  property  which  may  in  any  manner 
arise  by  reason  of  the  prosecution  of  the  said  work  during 
the  progress  of  the  same,  and  in  case  of  the  happening  of 
such  loss  or  damage,  the  amount  thereof  may  be  retained 
by  the  City  out  of  the  amounts  due  or  to  grow  due  there- 
under. By  virtue  of  this  provision  of  the  contract  the  con- 
tractor would  be  ultimately  liable  for  any  such  damages 
as  those  you  speak  of,  even  if  the  property  owners  should 
in  the  first  place  attempt  to  hold  the  City  liable  therefor.

Dear  Sir: — The  connnuni cation  of  the  23rd  inst.,  of 
Wm.  R.  Benson,  Esq.,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
approved  by  you,  in  reference  to  the  paving  of  streets  by 
private  contract,  received. 

The  District  Surveyor  is  technically  correct,  as  there 
are  no  lines  or  grades  until  the  street  is  placed  upon  the 
City  plan,  A  street  should  be  first  plotted  and  then  dedi- 
cated. However,  it  does  sometimes  occur  that  a  builder 
in  developing  his  property  is  required  to  make  all  the  im- 
provements during  a  period  of  the  year  when  Councils  is 
probably  not  in  session,  or  the  delay  which  would  be  caused 
by  waiting  until  the  ordinances  were  passed  and  the  Board 
of  Surveyors  acted  would  entail  considerable  expense  and 
loss.  In  view  of  that,  the  lines  and  grades  are  given  by 
the  District  Surveyors,  and  the  property  owner  is  required 
to  file  a  deed  of  dedication.  The  builders  should  then  as 
soon  as  possible  take  steps  to  have  the  street  duly  plotted. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  if  the  street  improvements 
are  allowed  to  he  made  without  the  street  being  plotted, 
the  builders  have  no  other  interest  in  the  street,  and  prob- 
ably after  the  disposition  of  the  houses,  the  plotting  of  the 
street  is  neo-lccted. 
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As  you  state  that  gas  and  water  pipes  have  been  laid  and 
a  sewer  constructed,  there  would  not  be  any  risk  in  the 
District  Surveyor  fi'iving  the  lines  and  grades  for  the  paving 
of  the  street. 

I  understand  that  houses  have  also  been  constructed  and 
the  curbs  set  upon  lines  given  by  the  District  Surveyor. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  would  be  proper  for  the 
District  Surveyor  to  give  the  lines  and  grades  for  the 
paving  of  the  street.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  October  4:th, 
from  Mr.  Dunlap,  Chief  of  the  Bnreau  of  Water,  to  you 
and  forwarded  to  me  for  an  opinion  respecting  liens  filed 
for  the  year  1902  for  water  taxes  against  properties  in 
which  the  water  has  not  been  directly  introduced,  these 
taxes  being  under  ordinance  approved  October  16,  1858. 

The  terms  of  the  proviso  to  Section  2  of  that  ordinance, 
referred  to  in  the  letter,  are  as  follows  ''Provided,  That 
the  owners  of  such  properties  cannot  show  that  the  said 
property  obtains  water  from  other  sources  that  the  Water 
Department  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  This  does  not 
require  an  affidavit  if  the  fact  be  shown  in  some  other  way. 

I  agree  with  Mr.  Diinlap  that  it  was  not  only  unneces- 
sary, but  is  a  waste  of  money  and  of  work,  to  issue  writs 
of  scire  facias  upon  the  liens  filed  and  incur  the  other  ex- 
penses incident  to  suit  to  recover,  where  under  the  terms 
of  this  proviso,  the  water  tax  is  not  properly  chargeable, 
and  further,  I  am  quite  willing  to  abandon  all  proceedings 
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against  any  property  or  properties  as  to  whicli  I  may  re- 
ceive a  certificate  from  you  that  they  come  within  this 
proviso,  and  that  the  tax  is  not  properly  chargeable.  When- 
ever you  are  satisfied  that  this  is  the  fact,  I  think  it  is 
proper  for  you,  to  give  such  certificate.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  from  you  a  letter  by  Presi- 
dent Ivruger  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company, 
asking  you  what  the  police  can  do  to  assist  the  company 
in  carrying  out  its  order  prohibiting  passengers  from 
riding  on  the  front  platform  of  closed  cars,  and  prohibiting 
passengers  on  open  cars  from  riding  on  the  front  platform 
except  upon  the  seat  there. 

The  fact  that  this  order  is  made  at  the  request  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Railroad  Commission  does  not  make 
it  a  part  of  the  law  of  the  land;  and  I  question  greatly 
whether  it  is  proper  for  the  police  officers  to  intervene 
simply  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  regulation  of  a 
private  corporation,  but  when  the  company  undertakes  to 
carry  out  a  reasonable  regulation  and  its  endeavor  results 
in  a  breach  of  the  peace  or  public  disturbance,  the  general 
power  of  the  police  to  keep  public  order  will  then  apply 
to  the  case,  and  the  police  may  so  far  interfere  as  to  see 
that  public  order  is  preserved.  How  this  will  be  done  in 
each  individual  case  is  a  question  which  will  require  the 
use  of  considerable  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  officers.

Dear  ^S'ir: — I  have  given  considerable  tlionght  to  your 
letter  of  September  23rdj  with  respect  to  the  terms  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Health.  The  substantial  ques- 
tion which  I  understand  you  desire  to  be  answered  is  with 
regard  to  the  commencement  and  end  of  the  terms  of  office. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Philadelphia  Mercantile  Ap- 
praisers, 1  Dist.  Ecps.,  64,  the  question  was  considered  by 
Attorney  General  Hensel,  who  was  of  the  opinion  that  as 
to  the  appraisers,  a  vacancy  occurring  during  their  term 
■of  office  should  bo  filled  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired 
term.  I  should  in  all  probability  have  reached  a  different 
conclusion  with  respect  to  the  question  which  you  have 
asked  me,  but  the  provisions  of  the  Act  with  reference  to 
the  appraisers  is  substantially  similar  to  the  provision  re- 
lating to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  inas- 
much as  both  relate  to  offices  within  the  County  of  Phila- 
delphia, it  is  desirable  that  the  practice  should  be  uniform. 
Under  these  circumstances,  and  without  regard  to  my  per- 
sonal construction  of  the  law,  I  advise  you  that  the  original 
tenn  of  four  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  May,  1899, 
should  be  followed  by  successive  periods  of  four  years, 
beginning  the  first  Monday  of  May,  1903,  1907,  1911,  etc., 
and  vacancies  occurring  during  the  tenns  should  be  filled 
for  the  balance  of  the  term.

Deak  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  October  llth 
with  respect  to  extra  work  on  the  Race  Street  Pier. 

Paragraph  27  of  the  specifications  is  intended  to  apply 
only  to  such  work  as  is  incidental  to  the  work  set  forth 
in  the  contract  and  specifications,  the  necessity  for  which 
may  arise  from  time  to  time  during  the  progress  of  the 
work,  and  which  cannot  naturally  be  foreseen. 

According  to  the' contract,  the  original  of  which  I  have 
examined,  the  sum  of  $10,700  is  to  be  paid  for  certain 
construction  work,  not  including  repairs  to  the  roof,  and 
five  cents  per  square  foot  for  repairs  to  the  roof.  As  I 
understand  you,  the  approximate  area  of  roof  surface  is 
eight  thousand  square  feet,  and  therefore  the  approximate 
amount  to  be  paid  for  these  repairs  is  $400,  making  the 
total  payment  imder  the  terms  of  the  contract  $17,100. 

The  contract  provides  that  the  aorgregate  amount  to  be 
expended  under  it  is  $22,000.  The  extra  work  under  the 
terms  of  the  contract  cannot,  under  any  circumstances, 
make  the  amount  payable  under  the  contract  in  excess  of 
$22,000,  but  apparently  there  is  a  most  ample  margin  not 
only  for  the  specific  work  as  to  which  you  inquire,  but  also 
as  to  any  other  work  of  the  same  character,  namely,  work 
incidental  to  the  general  contract  which  cannot  readily  be 
foreseen  and  included  in  it. 

I  think  this  answers  both  of  your  questions.

Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your  letter  of  the  29th  nit. 
I  beg  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  purchase  of  safes  to 
be  placed  in  the  new  district  station  houses  of  the  Bureau 
of  Police  after  they  are  finished  is  not  properly  chargeable 
to  the  loan  item  in  the  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of  City 
ProjDerty  for  new  police  and  fire  stations. 

I  have  examined  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  loan 
which  was  approved  July  1,  1909,  and  have  also  examined 
the  ordinance  appropriating  the  money  borrowed,  which 
was  approved  July  19,  1909,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing whether  the  money  was  borrowed  in  a  general  way 
for  police  and  fire  stations  or  whether  it  was  limited  to  the 
real  estate. 

The  loan  ordinance  provides  for  sites,  buildings  and 
equipment  for  police  and  fire  stations  $275,000.  The  ap- 
propriating ordinance  provides  for  sites  and  buildings  for 
police  and  fire  stations  $250,000,  and  the  appropriation  is 
limited  in  that  way.  The  later  of  the  two  ordinances  uses 
the  word  "^equipment"  quite  frequently,  and  I  cannot  doubt 
that  a  distinction  is  made  between  sites  and  buildings  and 
equipments  thereof.  It  therefore  follows  that  unless  the 
safe  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  site  and  building 
it  cannot  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  of  $250,000  for 
sites  and  buildings.  The  remaining  $25,000  was  perhaps 
appropriated  for  equipment  for  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  and 
that  also  cannot  be  applied  for  a  safe  in  the  station  houses 
of  the  Bureau  of  Police,  for  it  is  limited  to  the  Fire 
Bureau. 

An  ordinary  safe,  as  it  is  placed  in  private  dwellings 
or  in  most  stores,  is  not  a  portion  of  the  construction  of 
such  buildings,  but  is  part  of  the  furniture  or  equipment. 
In  the  case  of  safes  that  are  built  into  buildings  so  as  to 
become  constituent  portions  of  them,  as  in  many  banks  and 
trust  companies,  the  situation  would  be  different. 
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If  safes  arc  provided  for  in  your  recent  specifications  in 
such  a  wa}'  that  they  are  to  be  built  as  the  building  prog- 
resses, and  to  be  built  in  the  building,  then  it  seems  to  me 
they  would  be  properly  chargeable  to  the  appropriation  for 
sites  and  buildings.  The  safes  about  which  you  ask  me 
appear  to  have  been  purchased  separately,  and  I  assume 
therefore  are  in  no  way  necessarily  connected  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  building. 

I  therefore  must  advise  you  that  they  cannot  properly 
bf   ^'liarged  to  the  loan  item  above  mentioned.

Dear  Sir  : — The  recent  inquiry  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  relating  to  the  sub- 
ject of  signs  on  Chestnut  street,  was  duly  received.  The 
answer  has  been  delayed  because  I  had  a  very  strong  im- 
pression on  my  mind  that  there  was  an  ordinance  prohibit- 
ing awnings  on  Chestnut  street,  and  had  a  most  careful 
search  made  for  it,  but  we  have  been  unable  to  find  any 
such  ordinance  or  any  ordinance  whatever  except  the  three 
mentioned  by  you  which  has  any  bearing  at  all  on  the 
subject. 

The  la^it  of  the  ordinances  mentioned  by  you,  that  of 
March  22,  1900,  relates  only  to  iron  awnings  and,  as  youi 
questions  do  not  relate  to  them,  it  may  be  dismissed  from 
present  consideration. 

The  ordinance  of  December  15  ,1873,  page  589,  declares 
it  to  be  a  nuisance  to  ''erect  or  maintain  any  awning  post 
or  posts,  or  any  other  contrivance  for  the  purpose  of  plac- 
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ing  wing's,  curtains  or  signs  thereon,  on  tlie  south  side  of 
Chestnut  street,  between  Sixth  and  Sixteenth  streets." 

In  my  opinion  this  should  be  construed  to  prohibit  awn- 
ings or  awning  posts  and  any  similar  contrivance  erected 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  wings,  curtains  or  signs  thereon, 
but  it  does  not  prohibit  awnings  only,  or  any  contrivance 
except  those  of  a  nature  similar  to  awning  posts  intended 
for  signs.  It  does  not  forbid  signs  fastened  directly  to 
buildings. 

The  ordinance  of  March  29,  1895,  page  49,  makes  it  a 
nuisance  "to  maintain  or  place  on  any  building  or  build-, 
ings,  or  on  any  awning  or  other  frame,  or  on  any  awning 
or  pole  or  poles  *  *  *  on  *  *  *  Chestnut 
street,  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  *  * 
*  any  sign,  either  swinging  or  permanent,  if  such  sign 
shall  extend  more  than  two  feet  from  the  established 
building  line,  or  be  elevated  less  than  twelve  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  sidewalk:  Provided,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  not  be  construed  as  repealing  or  annulling  the  ordi- 
nance approved  December  15,  1873     *     *      "." 

The  effect  of  this  proviso  is  that  both  ordinances  remain 
in  full  force,  and  thereunder  it  is  made  unlawful  to  main- 
tain sig-ns,  etc.,  on  any  part  of  Chestnut  street,  between 
the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  if  such  sign  shall 
extend  more  than  two  feet  from  the  established  building 
line,  or  be  elevated  less  than  twelve  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  sidwalk ;  and  on  the  south  side  of  Chestnut  street, 
between  Sixth  and  Sixteenth  streets,  it  is  a  nuisance  to 
erect  or  maintain  awning  posts  or  other  contrivances  for 
the  purpose  of  placing  wings,  curtains  or  signs  thereon. 

Answering  your  questions  categorically : 

1.  "Can  the  Department  permit  of  the  erection  of  awn- 
ings other  than  iron  on  the  south  side  of  Chestnut  street, 
between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers?" 

Yes. 

2.  "Is  the  Department  justified  in  permitting  signs  to 
be  erected  extending  any  height  above  twelve  feet  from  the 
level  of  the  sidewalk,  provided  same  do  not  extendmore 
than  two  feet  from  the  building  line,  on  the  south  side  of 
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Chestnut    street,    from    the    Delaware    to    the    Schuylkill 
rivers  V' 

Yes;  exce]>t  that  between  Sixth  and  Sixteenth  streets, 
such  sig-ns  should  not  be  allixed  to  awning-  posts,  or  any 
other   (similar)  contrivance. 

3.  "Is  the  Department  justified  in  permitting  wings, 
curtains  with  signs  thereon,  on  awnings  on  the  south  side 
of  Chestnut  street  east  of  Sixth  street  and  west  of  Sixteenth 
street  ?" 

Xo  sign  may  be  permitted  east  of  Sixth  street  or  west  of 
Sixteenth  street  if  it  project  more  than  two  feet  from  he 
building  line,  or  be  less  than  twelve  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  sidewalk.  Awning  wings  and  curtains  without 
signs,  however,  are  not  included  in  this  prohibition. 

4.  ''As  many  of  the  properties  on  the  south  side  of  Chest- 
nut street  have  been  erected  many  years  and  are  at  the  old 
building  lines  are  we  justified  in  permitting  the  erection  of 
signs  extending  two  feet  out  from  the  present  building, 
elevated  twelve  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk  and 
extending  upward  to  any  distance  on  the  face  of  the  build- 
ing?" 

Yes ;  the  building  line  referred  to  is  the  actual  line  at 
wdiich  the  buildings  stand,  and  not  that  line  to  which  they 
are  required  to  recede  upon  rebuilding  or  reconstruction.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  October  23rd  in- 
quiring whether  rent  for  temporary  quarters  for  police  sta- 
tions, while  new  buildings  are  in  course  of  construction, 
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can  be  paid  for  out  of  the  loan  and  appropriation  for  police 
stations. 

The  loan  bill  is  to  be  interpreted  nmch  more  freely  than 
an  ordinary  appropriation.  It  simply  expresses  in  a  gen- 
eral way  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended  to  expend 
the  money,  and  it  is  qnite  possible  that  the  rent  for  tem- 
porary quarters  might  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
loan  if  the  appropriation  were  sufficient.  In  this  instance 
the  appropriation  is  for  ''sites  and  buildings,"  and  I  am 
unable  to  see  that  the  rent  for  temporary  quarters  can  in 
any  sense  be  said  to  be  a  payment  for  a  site  or  for  a  new 
building;  and  am  of  opinion  that  whatever  might  be  said 
as  to  the  loan,  the  money  cannot  be  paid  under  the  appro- 
priation as  it  exists  at  present.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  your  recent  letter  relating 
to  employment  agents  licensed  by  you  who  are  furnishing 
actors  and  others  to  theatres  and  asking  my  opinion  with 
respect  to  the  duty  of  your  Department  relating  to  the  em- 
ployment rif  children  through  those  agents. 

Oifencea  against  the  statutes  relating  to  employment 
agencies,  and  especially  oifenecs  by  those  agencies  with 
respect  to  the  laws  for  the  employment  of  children,  are 
public  in  their  nature,  and  ordinarily  do  not  include  the 
intervention  of  private  persons  to  enforce  the  criminal 
laws.  Eor  this  reason,  and  also  because  the  agents  are 
licensed  by  your  Department,  your  Department  is  called 
upon  to  see  that  the  laws  are  complied  with  and  that  of- 
fences against  it  are  punished. 

The  legislation  on  the  subject  of  the  employment  of 
children  is  doubtless  familiar  to  you,  and  I  scarcely  know 
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how  to  answer  the  question  which  yon  ask  in  very  general 
terms,  except  by  going  over  the  various  laws  and  setting 
them  forth  in  detail,  which  would  not  be  practicable  in  a 
communication  of  this  character.  If  there  is  any  special 
point  in  yonr  mind  with  respect  to  which  you  desire  the 
advice  I  shall  be  glad  to  consider  it  and  give  my  opinion 
on  the  subject;  the  more  so,  as  I  believe  that  the  public  is 
greatly  interested  in  seeing  that  the  minds  and  bodies  of 
children  are  not  injured  by  a  character  of  employment  to 
which  they  are  generally  not  adapted,  and  has  especial 
tendencies  to  affect  them.

Dear  Sir  :— The  letter  of  Mr.  Duidap,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water,  dated  October  27th,  with  respect  to  bills 
for  work  done  by  the  City  in  connection  with  the  Water 
Bureau,  was  duly  received. 

In  those  cases  in  which  it  is  perfectly  clear  that  the 
bills  cannot  be  collected  it  is  not  worth  while  to  carry 
those  accounts  on  the  books  of  the  City.  As  I  understand, 
many  of  these  are  dated  nearly  twenty  years  ago.  If  they 
are  merely  for  work  done  and  not  for  penalties  incurred 
they  are  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations  at  the  end  of 
six  _years,  unless  there  has  been  a  promise  made  within  six 
years  to  pay  the  bills.  I  call  your  attention,  however,  to 
this  qnalification.  Where  it  is  clear  that  the  bills  are 
barred  by  the  statute  my  advice  applies  as  well  as  to  other 
cases  in  which  the  bills  are  clearly  not  collectible.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  jour  letter  of  Xovember 
1st,  following-  the  correspondence  betvee]:  us  with  respect 
to  an  employment  agency  booking  a  child. 

If  an  employment  agent  violates  the  law  it  is  the  duty 
of  your  Department,  as  I  have  already  written,  to  take 
proceedings  to  enforce  the  law  against  him.  The  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  is  a  private  cor- 
poration, and  the  fact  that  the  members  of  that  society  de- 
sire likewise  to  enforce  certain  laws  does  not  relieve  your 
Department  from  its  duty  under  the  general  laws.  I  do 
not  think  it  proper  to  promise  not  to  take  proceedings  in 
case  of  a  violation  of  the  laws.  The  act  of  the  agent  in 
question  in  procuring  employment  for  a  child  between  five 
and  six  years  of  age,  either  is  or  is  not  unlawful.  If  it  is 
not  unlawful,  your  promise  is  not  needed;  if  it  is  unlaw- 
ful, the  promise  is  improper. 

In  this  connection  I  call  your  attention  to  the  Act  of 
June  11,  1879,  Section  2  of  which,  among  other  things, 
prohibits  the  employment  of  children  in  "any  vocation 
injurious  to  the  health  or  injurious  to  the  life  or  limb  of 
such  child  engaged  therein.''  It  is  not  at  all  improbable 
that  habitually  taking  part  in  public  entertainments,  espe- 
cially if  they  are  held  at  night,  would  be  seriously  detri- 
mental to  the  health  of  a  child  of  that  age. 

But  even  apart  from  any  question  arising  under  these 
or  any  other  circumstances  I  do  n(ir  think  it  proper  to 
make  a  promise  not  to  enforce  the  law,  nor  do  I  think  it 
desiralile  as  a  rule  for  us  to  take  the  responsibility  of  ad- 
vising third  persons  as  to  what  does  or  does  not  constitute 
a  violation  of  law  by  them;  they  should  employ  their  own 
attorneys  and  take  the  risk  of  their  attorney's  advice.

Dear  Sie  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  ]\:Cr.  Dimlap, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  to  you  and  with  your  ap- 
proval forwarded  to  me,  with  respect  to  the  payment  for 
fire  hydrants  by  the  Holmesburg-  &  Disston  Water  Com- 
pany, tog-ether  with  a  cojiy  of  the  letter  sent  by  that  com- 
pany to  Mr.  Dunlap,  dated  November  4,  1909.  The  in- 
quiry is  whether  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  to  furnish  fire 
hydrants  to  the  com]>any  without  charge,  or  whether  the 
compam'  should  supply  the  hydrants,  or,  getting  them  from 
the  City,  should  pay  for  them  ? 

The  president  of  the  water  company  refers  to  Section 
2  of  the  ordinance  of  March  23,  1900.  I  have  examined 
that  ordinance  carefully  and  it  has  no  second  section  to 
it,  and  there  is  nothing  whatever  in  the  first  section  which 
applies  to  the  question.  The  quotation  which  he  makes 
is  from  the  original  ordinance  of  1888  requiring  the  water 
company  "to  erect,  maintain  and  supph^  with  water  with- 
out charge  to  the  City  all  fire  hydrants  that  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  said  Department,''  and  I  understand  from 
Mr.  Dunlap's  letter  to  you  that  previous  to  September, 
1896,  while  the  hydrants  were  supplied  by  the  City,  the 
company  paid  for  them  and  thus  practically  interpreted 
the  words  "erect,  maintain  and  su])])ly  with  water"  to  in- 
clude the  furnishing  of  the  hydrants.  That  is  a  fair  and 
proper  interpretation  of  this  ordinance,  and  having  been 
accepted  by  the  parties  at  the  time  should  still  apply.

Dear  Sir: — ^Tlie  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of  the 
Highway  Bureau,  to  you  dated  October  30th,  and  for- 
warded hj  you  to  me,  with  resi)ect  to  contracts  under  $500, 
was  duly  received.  It  cites  that  where  grading  or  remov- 
ing of  obstructions  is  to  be  done  at  a  cost  less  than  $500 
it  has  been  the  custom  of  his  Bureau  to  make  a  book  con- 
tract in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  not  to  require 
the  furnishing  of  a  bond,  which  would  be  entered  up 
against  the  contractor. 

Unfortunately  for  this  practice  Article  VIII  of  the  Bul- 
litt Act  of  June  1,  1885,  requires  that  all  contracts  in 
which  the  City  is  concerned  shall  be  prepared  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Solicitor;  and  Article  XIV  requires  that  all 
contracts  relating  to  City  affairs  shall  be  in  writing,  signed 
and  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City,  in  cases  not  otherwise 
directed  by  law  or  ordinance  by  the  Mayor,  and  that  all 
contracts  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  Controller,  filed 
and  registered  by  number,  date  and  contents  in  the  ]\layor's. 
office,  and  attested  copies  furnished  to  the  Controller  and 
to  the  Departuient  charged  with  the  work. 

Article  VIII,  already  mentioned,  also  requires  that  the 
City  Solicitor  shall  approve  all  security  required  to  be 
ffiven  for  the  protection  of  the  Citv,  and  he  is  also  re- 
quired  to  endorse  all  contracts  with  his  approval  of  the 
form. 

There  is  no  law  which  limits  the  provisions  which  I 
have  cited  to  contracts  in  excess  of  $500.  The  ordinance 
of  18f)0,  mentioned  by  Mv.  Benson,  is  properly  set  forth 
by  him,  and  as  shown  in  his  citation  it  ouly  applies  to  the 
bond  which  is  given  at  the  time  of  the  bid  conditioned  that 
the  bidder  will  accept  the  contract,  and  does  not  apply  to 
a  bond  aiven  bv  the  contractor. 
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The  importance  of  the  provision  that  the  City  Solicitor 
must  pass  upon  the  security  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that 
I  am  told  that  some  time  ag'o  the  contractor's  wife  was 
accepted  as  surety,  whereas  licr  ol)ligation  as  a  surety  is 
absolutely  void. 

Whatever  may  be  said  as  to  the  desirability  of  some 
other  course  in  contracts  less  than  $500  is  fully  met  by 
these  requirements  of  law,  and  we  are  not  authorized  to 
dispense  with  them,  even  if  this  dispensing  were  a  real 
benefit  to  the  City.  I  may  say,  however,  that  the  failure 
to  secure  the  Controller's  countersignature  or  to  file  a  copy 
with  him  results  in  his  inability  to  charge  the  contracts 
against  the  appropriation,  and  this  may  be  a  serious  mat,- 
ter.  The  objection  to  the  additional  expenses  is  met  by  the 
fact  that  even  if  the  contractor  makes  his  bid  higher  by 
reason  of  them,  the  costs  received  in  these  bids  are  all  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury,  so  that  what  the  City  loses  on  the 
one  hand  is  balanced  by  what  it  receives  on  the  other. 

Perhaps  the  entering  of  judgment  on  bonds  given  by 
individuals  may  be  a  hardship.  It  seems,  however,  to  bo 
absolutely  required  by  the  ordinance  of  July  5,  1870  (Or- 
dinances, pp.  354-5),  except  with  respect  to  ordinances  for 
the  construction  of  sewers,  where  the  amount  does  not  ex- 
ceed $3,000,  which  exception  is  made  by  the  ordinance  of 
December  29,  1870  (page  631).  It  may  be  desirable  to 
amend  further  the  ordinance  of  December,  1870,  so  that 
the  requirements  for  entering  judgment  shall  not  apply  to 
these  small  contracts.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  informed  by  you  that  the  Board 
of  Education  has  received  certain,  sums  of  money  for  the 
tuition  of  non-resident  pupils,  and  also  received  certain 
other  sums  fur  lunch  privileg-es.  These  sums  have  been 
deposited  temporarily,  awaiting  my  opinion,  in  the  name 
of  the  secretary  of  your  Board,  and  1  am  asked  whether 
they  or  any  of  them  should  be  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury, or  retained  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education  for 
its  general  purposes. 

Under  any  circumstances  they  should  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury.  The  23rd  section  of  the  Consolidation  Act, 
among  other  things,  provides  that  "  all  sums  of  money  due, 
payable  to  or  received  by  the  Board  of  Controllers  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  all  sums  expended  by  or 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Controllers  shall  be  paid 
by  the  City  Treasurer  upon  orders  drawn  under  appro- 
priations regularly  made  by  Councils." 

I  find  nothing  to  modify  this.  On  tlie  contrary,  in  the 
recent  Act  of  1905  the  principle  is  recognized  distinctly 
and  in  terms.  I,  however,  agree  with  you  that  the  sums 
received  for  education  are  really  a  reimbursement  of  mon- 
eys paid  according  to  a  long-standing  custom,  but  somewhat 
irregularly  outside  the  immediate  purposes  of  the  Board, 
and  being  simply  a  reimbursement  of  those  payments  they 
should  go  l)ack  to  and  be  credited  to  the  item  or  items  of 
the  appropriation  out  of  wliich  they  were  paid.  If,  by 
way  of  example,  a  contractor  for  the  erection  of  a  school 
had  been  overpaid  by  accident  or  mistake  and  reimburse- 
ment is  made,  the  uKuiey  so  received  should  go  back  to  the 
credit  of  the  a]ipr()priatiou  just  as  if  the  payment  had 
never  been  made. 

I  am  inclined  to  ajiply  tbe  sauic  jn-inciple  to  moneys 
received  for  lunch  ])rivileges.  These  privileges  are  con- 
nected with  and  grow  out  of  the  property  held  in  the  name 
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of  the  City,  but  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Public- 
Education.  There  may  be  some  difficulty  in  selecting  the 
specific  item  to  which  they  should  be  applied,  but  doubt- 
less your  Board  can  do  it.  It  would,  however,  be  better 
to  secure  a  general  appropriation  by  Councils  for  -all  such 
sums  to  the  use  of  the  Board  for  such  purposes  as  the 
Board  may  designate.  This  would  clear  up  all  difficulty^ 
as  to  the  latter  item. 

As  to  the  receipts  for  tuition  my  mind  is  more  clear.

Dear  Sie  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Mr.  Dunlap,. 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  approved  by  Mr.  Stearns, 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  also  the 
letter  of  Mr.  D'Olier,  of  the  D'Olier  Engineering  Com- 
pany, which  were  forwarded  to  me  by  your  secretary,  Mr. 
Gleason,  in  a  letter  dated  Xovember  5th,  asking  for  an 
opinion. 

The  D'Olier  Company  claims  that  final  payment  is  due 
on  account  of  contract  to  install  three  boilers  at  the  Tor- 
resdale  Pumping  Station.  Mr.  Dunlap  states  that  there 
are  one  or  two  matters  to  be  settled  before  final  payment 
can  be  made.  As  to  that  I  have  no  knowledge,  except  that 
they  are  trifling  and  can  be  adjusted  at  any  time  without 
the  slightest  trouble,  and  they  should  be  adjusted  at  once. 
Except  for  this,  the  money  has  been  due,  as  I  am  told,  for 
some  time. 

The  principal  reason  for  withholding  payment,  it  is 
said,  is  that  the  D'Olier  Company  has  not  paid  Walter 
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Bradley  and  G.  S.  Charles  for  material  and  labor  furnished 
for  this  job.  It  is  certainly  desirable  that  all  our  con- 
tractors should  pay  their  debts,  but  the  fact  that  they 
•owe  money,  whether  for  work  done  on  an  individual  job 
•or  otherwise,  is  no  defence  to  a  claim  against  the  City  for 
money  that  is  undoubtedly  due.  The  D'Olier  Company 
has  given  security  by  bond  satisfactory  to  this  Department. 
It  so  chances  that  I  myself  represent  Mr.  Bradley  and  I 
do  not  think,  after  the  long  delay,  that  the  City  can  now 
fairly  refuse  to  make  payment  on  account  of  this  claim. 
Indeed,  the  claim  cannot  readily  be  paid  until  the  City 
itself  pays  its  own  debts. 

As  to  Mr.  Charles,  the  debt  is  due  to  him  by  a  third 
person,  and  there  is  a  very  fair  question  whether  the 
D'Olier  Company  is  liable  at  all.  Charles  has  brought 
suit  under  the  bond,  and  if  he  is  right  under  his  conten- 
tion and  the  D'Olier  Company  is  wrong,  he  will  get  his 
money  by  this  suit. 

I  have  already  sufficiently  said  that  I  think  the  money 
should  be  paid.  I  do  not  know  what  action  you  may  per- 
sonally take  in  the  matter.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  jSTovember 
18th  citing  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  August  5, 
1886,  Section  6,  to  the  effect  that  when  the  City  may  desire 
to  use  wire5,  cables,  etc.,  for  municipal  purposes,  the  per- 
sons to  whom  the  privilege  shall  be  granted  of  laying  or 
constructing  the  same  "shall  furnish  three  good  working 
wires  upon  thirty  (30)  days'  notice  to  the  Electrical  De- 
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partmcnt,  Avithout  any  cost  to  the  City,"  and  inquiring 
whether  this  means  ''three  (3)  conductors  only,  or  three 
(3)  conductors  at  any  time,  upon  thirty  (30)  days'  no- 
tice, that  the  City  may  deem  necessary  for  municipal  pur- 
poses." 

I  do  not  precisely  understand  what  difference  you  have 
in  mind  with  respect  to  the  construction  of  this  ordinance 
as  between  the  two  alternatives  which  you  suggest. 

I  am  of  opinion,  however,  that  the  ordinance  means  that 
those  receiving  the  privilege  of  laying  conduits  shall,  upon 
thirty  days'  notice,  furnish  to  the  Electrical  Bureau  three 
good  working  wires,  which  shall  thereafter  be  set  apart 
for  the  permanent  or  temporary  use  of  the  City  accord- 
ingly as  its  needs  may  require,  and  that  such  notice  may 
be  given  either  at  the  time  of  the  construction  or  at  any 
time  afterwards.  If  this  does  not  make  clear  the  distiinc- 
tion  which  you  have  in  view,  perhaps  it  would  be  well  for 
this  Department  to  take  up  the  matter  with  you  orally.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  yours  of  JsTovember  lYth,  enclosing 
a  letter  from  Mr.  John  E.  Hanifen,  wliich  I  return  here- 
with, in  which  he  makes  inquiry  as  to  whether  there  is 
any  way  to  prevent  the  rebuilding  of  a  garage  which  he 
claims  to  be  a  menace  to  life  and  property,  and  suggests 
that  you  can  prevent  the  issuing  of  a  building  permit. 

I  can  find  no  authority  permitting  you  or  the  Building 
Inspectors  to  withhold  a  permit  for  a  building  which 
conforms  to  the  building  laws  simply  because  it  is  to  be 
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used  as  a  garage,  iior*do  I  know  of  any  other  method  by 
which  you,  as  the  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  can  prevent  the  erection  of  the  building.  Per- 
haps there  ought  to  be  some  legislation  on  the  subject,  but 
I  confess  that  it  seems  to  me  tliat  the  suggestion  that  such 
a  building  shall  not  be  erected  in  a  neighborhood  of  private 
residences  is  scarcely  the  proper  legislation,  because,  so 
long  as  automobiles  are  in  use,  a  building  for  their  storage 
must  be  placed  somewhere,  and  the  danger  of  fire  may  be 
quite  as  great  in  manufacturing  sections  as  in  residential 
neighborhoods.  However  that  may  be,  this  is  a  question 
for  legislation  and  not  for  your  action.  Perhaps  Mr. 
Hanifen's  counsel,  on  examining  the  conditions  in  the 
deed,  may  find  some  general  words  which  may  be  broad 
enough  to  include  the  erection  of  a  garage.

Dear  Sir: — In  view  of  certain  statements  which  have 
been  widely  circulated  recently  I  have  been  asked  by  you 
whether  money  borrowed  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for 
school  purposes  is  part  of  the  debt  of  the  City  within  the 
provisions  of  Article  IX,  Section  8,  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tion, which  is  in  part  as  follows :  "The  debt  of  any  county, 
city,  borough,  township,  school  district  or  other  munici- 
pality or  incorporated  district,  except  as  herein  provided, 
shall  never  exceed  seven  per  centum  upon  the  assessed 
value  of  the  taxable  property  therein." 

I  am  also  asked  whether  the  Board  of  Education  may 
itself  borrow  money  and  issue  its  own  bonds  for  the  money 
borrowed. 

On  its  face  it  would  certainly  appear  that  where  the 
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Councils  of  the  City  direct  that  money  should  be  borrowed, 
where  it  is  borrowed  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City,  and 
thereupon  obligations  are  issued  in  the  name  of  the  City, 
feigned  by  proper  City  officers  and  sealed  with  the  City's 
corporate  seal,  certifying  that  the  City  is  indebted  for  the 
amount  named  therein,  the  amount  for  which  it  is  so  certi- 
lied  that  the  City  is  indebted  forms  part  of  the  City's  debt. 
It  has  always  been  so  treated,  and  the  burden  of  proof 
is  upon  him  who  says  that  it  is  not. 

The  argument  against  it,  when  stated  in  the  form  of  a 
syllogism,  is  that  the  City  may  not  borrow  money  except 
for  municipal  purposes ;  the  support  of  the  schools  is  not 
a  municipal  purpose ;  therefore  bonds  issued  for  the  sup- 
}>ort  of  the  schools  must  be  treated  as  having  been  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  This  is  not  the  logical  con- 
clusion ;  if  the  premises  were  true  the  conclusion  would 
be  that  the  debt  is  void.  The  rule  that  an  agent  when 
acting  for  a  known  principal  binds  his  principal  and  not 
himself  does  not  apply  to  sealed  instruments ;  such  instru- 
ments must  purport  to  bind  the  principal  (Storey  on 
Agency,  Section  l-iT,  etc.).  The  rule,  even  where  the 
contract  is  not  under  seal,  does  not  apply  where  the  agent 
intends  to  pledge  his  own  credit ;  and  in  view  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Consolidation  Act  and  the  history  of  repeated 
action  under  it,  the  City  did  intend  to  bind  itself. 
Moreover,  it  in  fact  was  not  the  agent  for  the  Board  of 
Education ;  and  that  Board  never  authorized  the  City  to 
act  for  it. 

Xcvertheless,  I  altogether  disclaim  any  suggestion  that 
the  school  bonds  are  not  valid.  I  have  no  doubt  whatever 
that  they  were  lawfully  issued  and  are  binding  on  the  City ; 
for  they  were  issued  under  authority  clearly  conferred  by 
the  Act  of  February  2,  1S5J:  (P.  L.,  65),  commonly  called 
the  Consolidation  Act, 

The  law  is  stated  incorrectly  in  both  premises  of  the 
syllogism  as  given  above.  The  City's  right  to  borrow 
money  is  not  restricted  to  loans  for  purposes  that  are 
strictly  municipal ;  it  may  borrow  for  any  purpose  for 
which  it  may  legitimately  use  money.  It  has  frequently 
been  decided  that  in  the  manufacture  and  distribution  o£ 
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gas  and  the  distribution  of  water  the  City  acts,  not  as  a 
municipality,  but  as  a  manufacturing-  corporation,  with 
.corresponding-  rights  and  responsibilities;  nevertheless,  in 
Wheeler  r.'?.  Philadelphia,  77  Pa.,  338,  the  Supreme  Court 
sustained  the  validity  of  a  loan  to  improve  the  gas  worksi 

The  minor  premise  is  likewise  incorrect.  Any  public, 
governmental  purpose  for  which  the  City  is  required  to 
expend  money  is  municipal.  Outside  of  Philadelphia  the 
cities  of  this  State  are  unconnected  with  the  school  sys- 
tem, but  the  Consolidation  Act  established  a  different  rule 
here. 

The  purpose  of  that  Act  was  not  merely  to  extend  the 
limits  of  the  City  so  as  to  include  the  entire  county,  and 
in  so  doing  to  merge  into  it  the  various  municipalities 
within  the  county,  but  it  was  also  to  consolidate  and  sim- 
plify the  local  government  within  the  county  and  partic- 
ularly to  simplify  the  financial  system.  The  Act  there- 
fore entirely  abolished  most  of  the  various  governmental 
boards  within  the  county  and  modified  the  powers  of  the 
others  very  vitally.  Even  with  respect  to  the  county  itself 
all  of  its  offices  were  abolished  in  anywise  connected  with 
the  financial  systemw  By  Section  39  Councils  were  author- 
ized and  directed  to  fix  a  tax  rate  and  "levy  all  the  taxes 
now  authorized  by  law  within  the  limits  of  said  City  and 
county  except  the  State  Tax,  and  direct  the  amount  to  be 
paid  and  a]>plied  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  health,  school, 
poor  and  other  City  purposes  according  to  law."  School 
purposes  are  here  declared  to  be  City  purposes. 

In  another  section  the  Board  of  Controllers  of  the 
Public  Schools,  as  it  previously  existed,  was  abolished. 
By  Section  22  provision  was  made  for  a  new  school  board 
by  the  name  of  the  Controllers  of  Public  Schools  of  the 
First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania  (since  changed  to 
the  Board  of  Education),  and  by  Section  23  all  the  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  all  trust  funds  and  all  the  estate, 
rights,  privileges  and  immunities  whatsoever  vested  in, 
owned,  possessed  and  enjoyed,  or  that  in  anywise  apper- 
tained to  the  former  school  boards,  were  vested,  not  in  the 
new  board,  but  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  all  sums 
of  money  due,   payable  to  or  received  by  the  Board  of 
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Controllers  were  directed  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury, and  all  sums  expended  by  or  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Board  of  Controllers  were  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  City 
Treasurer  upon  orders  drawn  under  appropriations  reg- 
ularly made  by  Councils.  In  numerous  cases  it  was  held 
that  such  appropriations  by  Councils  are  an  absolute  pre- 
requisite to  the  right  to  expend  money  (Philadelphia  vs. 
Johnson,  47  Pa.,  382 ;  Perrot  vs.  Philadelphia,  83  Pa., 
479. 

By  Section  38  of  the  Act  it  is  provided  that  the  net 
debt  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia  and  all  the  various 
bodies  mentioned,  including  among  others  che  Board  of 
Health  and  Controllers  of  Public  Schools,  was  consolidated 
and  formed  into  one  debt  to  be  called  the  debt  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  and  provision  was  made  with  respect  to 
the  incurring  of  future  debts. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  all  powers  whatsoever  with 
respect  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  purpose  of  rais- 
ing money  were  taken  from  it  and  vested  in  the  City.  The 
position  of  the  Board  is  certainly  no  more  independent 
than  that  of  the  county ;  and  in  Philadelphia  vs.  Common- 
wealth, 52  Fa.  Rep.,  451,  it  was  decided  that  "in  relation 
to  its  revenues,  finances  and  taxation  all  the  powers  and 
liabilities  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia  were  transferred 
to  the  Consolidated  City."  If  the  City  must  appropriate 
money  and  raise  it  by  taxes,  it  may  also  raise  it  by  loan, 
and  such  loan  is  binding  on  the  City.  A  broad  and  dis- 
tinct line  of  demarkation  is  drawn  between  raising  money 
and  appropriating  it  to  the  Board,  and  the  control  of  the 
Board  after  the  appropriation.  It  was  accordingly  held 
in  the  two  cases  cited  by  the  gentlemen  who  claim  that  the 
Board  has  power  to  raise  money  that  after  the  money  is 
appropriated  by  Councils  the  Board  is  the  proper  body  to 
select  a  lot  of  ground  for  school  purposes  and  to  purchase 
the  supplies  which  it  needs.  This  falls  within  the  powers 
of  administration  given  to  the  Board,  and  so  far  from 
supporting  the  view  suggested  the  language  of  the  Court 
in  both  instances  exactly  conforms  to  the  proposition  which 
I  have  laid  dowm,  that  the  money  must  be  provided  through 
Councils. 
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The  School  Act  of  1905,  reorganizing  the  School  Board, 
does  not  change  the  principle.  So  far  as  financial  matters 
are  concerned  it  merely  fixed  the  minimum  which  Coun- 
cils must  appropriate.  It  requires  that  Councils  shall 
appropriate  for  purposes  named  by  those  bodies,  and  pro- 
hibits the  Board  from  expending  the  money  so  appro- 
priated for  any  other  purposes  than  those  mentioned  in 
the  appropriating  ordinance.  The  Board  is  also  given 
certain  powers  to  contract,  but  those  powers  relate  exclu- 
sively to  the  expenditure  of  money. 

I  am  therefore  most  clearly  of  o})inion  that  the  City 
is  liable  upon  the  bonds  it  has  issued;  that  their  amount 
is  to  be  included  in  the  debt  of  the  City,  and  that  the 
Board  of  Education  is  given  no  power  to  borrow  money 
and  issue  bonds.  If  the  money  were  borrowed  it  would  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  to  be  expended  only  as  Coun- 
cils might  direct.  The  power  of  taxation  is  withheld  and 
no  method  is  provided  for  paying  such  bonds. 

I  regret  exceedingly  that  I  am  compelled  to  reach  this 
conclusion.  The  law  outside  of  this  City  is  the  same  as  it 
was  here  before  the  Consolidation  Act.  Several  different 
bodies  within  the  same  limits  have  authority  to  levy  taxes 
and  borrow  money  for  their  respective  purposes,  and  ac- 
cordingly, instead  of  one  indebtedness  of  7  per  centum, 
there  are  several  difterent  sets  of  indebtedness  each  of 
which  may  lawfully  reach  that  limit.  The  City  suffers 
in  comparing  its  tax  rate  and  its  debt  with  those  of  other 
cities  where  various  taxing  bodies  occupy  the  same  terri- 
tory. What  is  more  important,  the  narrow  limitation  to 
one  single  indebtedness  of  7  percentum  is  provided  for 
the  metropolis  of  the  State,  where  money  is  e3j)ecially 
needed  for  manyj)  urposes.  Apart  from  the  schools,  wdiose 
requirements  are  universally  acknowledged,  we  also  need 
money  for  the  improvement  of  the  water  front,  as  well  as 
for  the  extension  of  the  high-pressure  water  system  con- 
structed in  the  heart  of  the  City  and  which  should  be  ex- 
tended to  the  manufacturing  and  mill  districts,  where  the 
result  of  one  single  conflagration  might  be  destructive  of 
property  to  a  value  in  excess  of  the  improvement,  besides 
throwing  a  large  number  of  people  out  of  employment. 
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The  Legislature  has  required  us  to  remodel  our  sewerage 
system,  so  that  the  sewage  might  not  be  discharged  into  the 
rivers.  There  is  an  insistent  demand  by  many  influential 
citizens  for  the  extension  of  our  system  of  playgrounds  and 
small  parks.  We  are  committed  to  the  Parkway,  which 
ought  to  be  finished  prom])tly,  so  that  the  expenditure  al- 
ready made  may  be  cft'ective.  We  ought  to  have  a  sub- 
way under  Broad  street,  and  I  see  no  prospect  of  its  early 
construction  by  private  capital.  The  amount  of  our  debt 
is  small.  The  net  debt  closely  approached  the  present 
debt  of  the  City  as  long  ago  as  1880,  when  our  population 
was  less  than  850,000  and  the  taxable  property  was  less 
than  $437,000,000 ;  while  the  population  meantime  has 
increased  to  nearly  1,500,000,  and  on  January  1st  last  the 
assessed  value  of  taxable  property  was  $1,377,000,000,  or 
nearly  three  times  as  great  as  it  was  in  1880.  We  had 
considerably  exceeded  the  limit  of  7  per  cent,  when  the 
present  Constitution  was  adopted,  and  by  a  temporary 
provision  in  the  Constitution  we  were  allowed  to  increase 
it  3  per  cent,  further,  but  as  that  provision  was  but  tem- 
porary there  has  resulted  an  enforced  economy  by  which 
public  improvements  have  been  postponed.  They  should 
now  proceed  prom])tly,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
scheme  projjosed  which  would  increase  our  borrowing 
capacity  is  inefftctive  without  further  legislation.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  ^November 
29th,  with  the  corres)iondence  with  Dr.  H.  J.  Summers, 
Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  County  Hospital  Association. 
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I  entirely  concur  witli  your  letter  sent  him  under  date 
of  Xovember  29tli.  The  Bullitt  Act  of  1885  requires  the 
City  Solicitor  to  represent  the  City  and  all  its  officers, 
and  forbids  any  officer  from  employing  separate  counsel. 
If  there  is  any  litigation  to  which  the  City  and  County 
of  Philadelphia  is  a  party  this  Department  is  obliged 
under  the  law  to  take  charge  of  it,  unless  additional  counsel 
be  employed  to  be  selected  by  the  City  Solicitor  under  au- 
thority of  a  special  ordinance  of  Councils  to  apply  to  that 
one  case.  I  know  of  no  authority  authorizing  you  to  join 
in  any  litigation  in  connection  with  other  counties  to  which 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  not  a  party,  even  although  the 
question  inyolycd  might  also  apply  to  Pliiladelphia.  It 
would  be  necessary  for  you  to  get  specific  authority  from 
Councils  for  the  purpose.

Dear  Sie  : — I  have  received  from  you  a  letter  addressed 
to  you  by  certain  clergymen  relating  to  the  proposed  con- 
cert and  entertainment  at  Hart's  Theatre  next  Sunday 
evening,  together  with  a  handbill  advertisement.  From 
this  it  appears  that  there  is  to  be  a  lecture  by  Captain 
Condon  and  a  grand  concert  by  Philadelphia's  foremost 
artist,  and  an  oration  by  Hon.  Michael  J.  Ryan,  with 
''Pictures  of  Ireland  as  it  is  and  as  it  was,"  tickets  for 
which  are  sold  at  50  cents  each. 

I  have  also  a  letter  addressed  to  yon  l)y  Theodore  Bar- 
rett, Esq.,  dated  June  19,  1907,  which  therefore  must 
relate  to  some  other  matter. 

The  Act  of  April  22,  1794,  forbids  any  person  to  do  or 
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perform  any  worldly  cinplo_yiiient  or  business  whatsoever 
on  the  Lord's  Day,  comnioiily  called  Sunday.  A  purely 
religious  service  is  not  worldly  business  or  employment, 
and  even  though  a  charge  be  made  therefor  it  does  not 
seem  to  me  that  it  comes  within  the  prohibition  of  the 
Act.  Nevertheless,  going  beyond  my  own  view,  I  find  it 
decided  in  Commonwealth  vs.  Weidner,  4  C.  C.  Reps.,  437, 
that  it  is  a  violatiou  of  the  Act  to  charge  compulsory  prices 
for  admission  to  a  camp  meeting  on  Sunday.  I  have  no 
doubt  whatever  that  where  there  is  no  .service  of  a  religious 
worship  or  distinctly  moral  character  intended  to  benefit 
those  who  are  present,  but  where  there  is  a  seciilar  enter- 
tainment and  a  charge  for  admission  is  made,  and  the  real 
purpose  of  the  ent(>rtainment  is  to  secure  money  either  for 
the  benefit  of  those  who  give  the  entertainment  or  of  third 
persons,  it  is  worldly  employment  or  business  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act. 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  if  the  tickets  were  not 
sold  on  Sunday  the  entertainment  is  not  forbidden.  _  It 
will  be  observed,  however,  that  the  statute  says  nothing 
about  the  receipt  of  money;  it  relates  to  the  transar-tio!! 
of  business.  While  there  are  words  in  the  Act  which  tend 
to  show  that  the  members  of  the  Legislature  had  a  religious 
motive  in  their  minds,  the  legislation  has  been  sustained 
on  precisely  the  same  economic  ground,  that  is,  behind  a 
number  of  recent  statutes  limiting  the  time  when  persons 
may  be  employed  in  certain  occupations  and  especially 
when  women  and  children  may  be  so  employed,  and  limit- 
ing the  ages  below  which  children  may  not  be  so  employed. 
It  is  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  otherwise  might  be  com- 
pelled to  work  on  Sunday  against  their  own  desires,  and 
therefore  many  of  the  coucerted  movements  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law  have  been  made  or  inspired  by  workmen 
in  some  particular  line  who  desire  to  avoid  labor  on  Sun- 
day. The  workman  is  not  at  all  concerned  as  to  the  time 
when  his  employer  may  receive  payment.  A  manufacturer 
might  run  his  manufactory  on  Sunday,  although  no  goods 
are  deliverc^d  and  no  money  paid  to  him  ;  a  merchant  might 
sell  on  credit  and  be  paid  later,  or  he  might  sell  and  re- 
ceive for  his  goods  trading  stamps  or  similar  tickets  for 
goods  then  sold.     The  business  is  effected  by  the  act  of 
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keeping  open  and  making  sales,  or  by  manufacturing,  and 
if  this  entertainment  be  given  on  the  first  day  of  the  week 
and  pay  received  therefor  it  is  worldly  employment  or 
business,  even  although  the  admission  is  purely  by  ticket 
and  the  tickets  are  all  sold  during  the  previous  week  and 
not  on  Siinday.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  yours  of  December  8th  enclosing  a 
proposed  ordinance  to  authorize  the  reconstruction  of  the 
bridge  on  the  line  of  Wissahickon  avenue  over  the  Rich- 
mond Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway, 
with  a  request  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  the 
City  to  pay  for  such  structure.  I  return  to  you  the  draft 
of  ordinance. 

In  answer  to  your  request  I  refer  you  to  my  letter  ad- 
dressed to  Councils,  dated  May  26,  1909,  in  which  I  con- 
sidered the  general  subject  at  some  length.  This  letter 
I  think  will  fully  answer  your  question. 

I  have  no  knowledge  respecting  any  peculiarities  as  to 
this  s}>ecific  bridge.  Unless  there  are  some  such  peculiarity 
and  unless  the  courts  of  this  State  refuse  to  follow  the 
lead  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  upon  the 
principles  stated  in  that  letter,  the  City  may  lawfully  re- 
quire the  railroad  company  to  make  the  necessary  repairs 
to  the  existing  bridge,  even  to  the  extent  of  an  entire  re- 
construction of  the  bridge,  if  that  be  necessary ,  I  am,  of 
course,  speaking  of  the  abstract  rights  of  the  City  and  not 
as  to  what  may  be  fair  and  equitable  under  all  the  circum- 
stances. In  this  connection  I  note  that  it  is  only  proposed 
that  the  City  shall  pay  one-sixth  of  the  cost  and  the  rail- 
way five-sixths.

Dear  Sir  : — Mr.  Benson's  letter,  approved  by  you,  bear- 
ing date  December  2nd,  with  respect  to  the  removal  of  a 
dangerous  iron  awning  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Thirty- 
seventh  and  Wallace  streets  is  at  hand. 

The  safety  of  the  public  is  of  the  highest  consideration, 
and  if  this  awning  is  instantly  and  immediately  dangerous 
the  Department  should  take  the  responsibility  of  tearing  it 
down  Avith  or  without  notice.  This  should  only  be  done  in 
case  of  urgency,  and  therefore  should  be  paid  for  out  of 
the  emergency  item  without  the  delay  of  taking  bids  for 
the  purpose.  Such  delay  would  perhaps  be  of  itself  an 
answer  to  your  allegation  of  urgency. 

I  do  not,  however,  understand  wh^^  the  fact  that  Ellen 
Carey  who  is  in  the  House  of  the  Good  Shej^herd  should 
prevent  service  upon  her  at  that  place ;  there  ought  to  be 
no  difficulty  in  reaching  her.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  Mr.  Webster's  letter,  ap- 
proved by  you,  dated  December  7th,  relating  to  the  above- 
mentioned  subiect. 
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It  is  not  at  all  necessary,  as  suggested  by  tlie  surety 
company,  to  declare  the  contract  forfeited.  As  the  first 
contractor  refuses  to  proceed  with  the  work,  you  are  au- 
thorized to  complete  it  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  and 
charge  the  cost  against  the  contract  price.  The  surety 
company  has  the  right  to  complete  it  if  it  desires.  The 
assignment  of  the  amount  due  under  the  contract,  of 
course,  relates  and  can  relate  only  to  the  amount  which 
would  be  payable  to  the  contractor  himself,  and  if  you  ar& 
compelled  by  some  one  else  to  complete  the  sewer,  the 
amount  wnll  not  be  due  the  contractor.  This  applies 
whether  the  future  work  is  done  by  a  third  person  or  by 
the  surety.  The  surety  may  be  paid  for  the  work  done 
by  it,  irrespective  of  the  assignments  made  by  the  con- 
tractor of  the  amount  coming  to  him.  If  the  contractor 
declines  to  proceed,  you  may  have  the  work  done  in  such 
a  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  contract  and  deduct  it  from 
the  Slim  w^hich  would  otherwise  be  payable  to  the  con- 
tractor ;  and  if  the  amount  is  in  excess  of  the  last-named 
sum  you  will  hold  the  surety  responsible  for  the  difference..

Dear  Sir: — Some  days  ago  you  informed  me  that  you 
had  a  warrant  in  favor  of  George  Roesch,  but  that  you 
understood  that  a  firm  of  which  he  had  been  a  member 
had  been  declared  bankrupt.  You  asked  me  whether,  un- 
der these  circumstances,  the  warrant  should  properly  be 
countersig-ned  and  delivered  to  Mr.  Roesch,  and  my  an- 
swer was  that  if  you  had  reason  to  believe  that  Mr. 
Roesch  had  been  declared  bankrupt  or  that  a  petition 
had  been  filed  against  him  you  ought  to  ascertain  the  facts 
before  countersigning  the  warrant,  and  if  he  were  in  bank- 
ruptcy, probably  the  trustee  in  bankruptcy  was  entitled 
to  the  money. 

I  have  just  received  from  you,  through  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Hopple,  a  certified  co]iy  of  proceedings  in  bankruptcy 
against  a  corporation  under  the  title  Charles  Roesch  & 
'Sons  Company.  If  this  is  the  proceeding  you  had  in  mind 
it  does  not  involve  Mr.  Roesch  personally,  even  if  he  be  a 
stockholder  in  that  corporation.  He  must,  as  an  individ- 
ual, be  a  party  to  the  proceedings,   and  unless  there  is 
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some  other  proceeding  than  this  you  are  fully  justified  in 
countersigning  and  giving  him  the  warrant,  so  far,  at  least, 
as  this  specific  objection  is  concerned.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  December 
10th  relating  to  the  basis  upon  which  the  borrowing  ca- 
pacity of  the  City  is  calculated.  The  substance  of  the  in- 
quiry is  whether  the  7  per  centum  of  indebtedness,  which 
is  the  limit  of  the  debt  provided  by  Article  IX,  Section  8, 
of  the  Constitution  and  the  statutes  in  pursuance  of  it,  is. 
to  be  calculated  upon  the  data  furnished  in  a  communica- 
tion to  you  on  August  13th  to  assist  you  to  prepare  your 
report  to  Councils  of  August  31st  last,  or  upon  what  you 
term  the  ''supplemental  return"  of  the  Board  of  Revision, 
by   which    I   understand   the   recent   letter    to    Councils. 

The  Constitution  limits  the  amount  of  the  debt  of  cities, 
etc.,  to  "'7  per  centum  ujion  the  assessed  value  of  the  tax- 
able property  therein."  A  number  of  statutes  since  then 
have  made  this  a  little  more  definite  by  the  addition  of 
the  words  "as  fixed  and  determined  by  the  last  preceding 
assessed  valuation  thereof." 

In  the  absence  of  any  explicit  provisions  of  law  authoriz- 
ing any  official  to  decide  what  this  valuation  is,  it_  is  to 
be'^determined  by  the  actual  fact  and  not  by  the  certificate 
of  any  officer. 

Moreover,  the  two  communications  mentioned  by  you 
are  not  in  fact,  and  do  not  purport  to  be,  a  statement  of 
the  last  preceding  assessed  valuation,  which  at  the  times 
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when  they  were  prejDared  had  not  been,  and  even  at  the 
present  date  is  not  yet  completed.  The  last  j)Teceding  as- 
sessment is  the  one  of  1909,  and  these  papers  are  simply 
preliminary  estimates  of  what  the  assessment  for  1910 
will  probably  be.  The  earliest  of  them  is  a  personal  com- 
munication to  you  to  enable  you  to  report  to  Councils  the 
probable  income  of  the  City  for  1910  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  amount  which  Councils  may  appropriate 
out  of  current  income,  and  has  no  relation  whatever  to  the 
cajDacity  of  the  City  to  incur  debt. 

The  second  communication  is,  if  possible,  still  less  offi- 
cial in  its  character.  ]^o  statute  whatever  provides  for 
making  such  estimate,  but  it  was  furnished  at  the  request 
of  Councils  to  gTiide  them  in  their  action.  It  is  quite 
sufficient  to  justify  the  preliminary  action  of  Councils  pro- 
viding for  a  loan  next  year ;  but  when  the  loan  is  actually 
created  after  the  first  of  the  year  and  after  the  completion 
of  the  assessment  for  1910,  the  actual  amount  of  that  as- 
sessment as  it  then  exists  as  an  ascertained  fact  will  gov- 
ern the  power  of  the  City  to  incur  the  debt,  and  these 
preliminary  estimates  wil  be  of  no  avail.

Dear  Sir: — ^Replying  to  your  letter  of  December  11th, 
the  Act  of  1874  requires  that  all  materials,  etc.,  purchased 
by  the  City  shall  be  bought  under  contract  to  be  given  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder;  the  statute  contains  no  ex- 
ceptions. Where,  however,  the  amount  is  quite  small  and 
could  not  readily  be  anticipated,  so  as  to  be  placed  in  the 
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:aniiual  schedule,  the  practice  has  arisen  to  permit  the  pur- 
chase without  incurring  the  cost  of  advertising,  wliich 
may  amount  to  as  much  as  the  value  of  the  article.  This 
Department  has  never  given  its  formal  approval  of  the 
practice,  but  it  is  so  convenient  that  we  are  not  disposed 
to  interpose  any  objection  unless  we  are  compelled  to  do  so. 
The  amount  of  such  purchase  has  usually  been  limited 
to  $100.  There  seems  to  be  an  impression  in  some  quar- 
ters that  the  law  permits  up  to  $500 ;  that  is  a  mistake. 
ISTo  proposal  bond  is  required  where  proposals  are  made 
for  amounts  under  $500,  and  this,  perhaps,  has  given  rise 
to  that  0})inion.

Dear  Sir  : — ^I  have  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  approved 
by  you,  dated  December  11th,  inquiring  with  respect  to 
the  paving  of  Fifth  street,  from  Luzerne  to  Wingohocking 
street. 

I  learn  that  a  contract  for  paving  with  granite  blocks 
was  executed  as  far  back  as  September  12,  1905,  more 
than  four  years  ago,  but  the  work  has  been  delayed,  not  by 
the  contractor,  but  by  the  City  itself  in  failing  to  complete 
certain  underground  structures. 

An  ordinance  was  approved  December  6,  1909,  chang- 
ing the  character  of  the  paving,  and  I  am  asked  whether 
we  have  a  right  to  annul  the  existing  contract. 

So  far  as  your  duty  is  concerned  this  is  not  material. 
Councils  have  directed  that  a  change  be  made  for  public 
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reasons  in  the  character  of  the  paving.  If  we  may  prop- 
erly annul  the  present  contract  no  criticism  conld  be  made 
of  the  action,  and  even  if  we  cannot  do  so  it  is  your  duty 
as  an  executive  officer  of  the  City  to  obey  the  requirement 
of  the  ordinance,  even  at  the  risk  of  subjecting  the  City 
to  liability  for  breach  of  contract.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  by  no  means  clear  respecting  the 
meaning  of  the  ordinance  aj^proved  April  12,  1909,  relat- 
ing to  electric  signs  over  the  sidewalks,  which  ordinance  is 
set  forth  in  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  approved  by  you, 
dated  December  2,  1909.  It  may  be  that  it  bears  the 
meaning  suggested  by  Mr.  Benson — ^that  it  repeals  all 
other  ordinances  relating  to  signs  over  the  street  and  sub- 
stitutes an  entirely  new  provision  applying  everywhere 
with  regard  to  electric  signs. 

But  I  am  by  no  means  certain  of  this.  We  may  well 
suppose  that  there  was  a  doubt  whether  electric  signs,  be- 
ing of  a  character  very  different  from  other  signs,  may  be 
used  at  all;  and  this  ordinance  authorizes  their  use  subject 
to  the  approval  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  but  subject  to  existing  local  ordi- 
nances restricting  all  signs  in  certain  localities. 

I  am  so  very  doubtful  about  this  that  I  think  it  would 
be  wise  to  pass  another  ordinance  making  the  meaning 
more  clear.     If  even  a  light  wooden  or  tin  sign  is  objec- 
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tionable  in  certain  crowded  streets,  it  may  be  thought  that 
a  heavy  electrical  sign  ought  not  to  be  placed  in  the  same 
localit3%  and  that  therefore  the  ordinance  is  not  intended  to 
supersede  local  restrictions ;  this  should  be  made  clear.

Genteemen  : — I  have  received  a  communication  from 
your  Chief  Clerk,  dated  December  28,  1909,  stating  that 
he  had  been  directed  by  you  to  forward  to  me  a  proposed 
resolution  to  obtain  my  opinion  on  the  legality  of  the  same. 

This  resolution  recites  a  proposed  loan  to  be  submitted 
to  the  electors  at  the  Spring  election,  and  instructs  the 
City  Commissioners  in  the  preparation  of  the  ballot  "to 
display  on  said  ballot  by  items  the  purposes  of  said  loan 
with  the  amounts  set  opposite  each  of  the  items  thereof, 
and  that  they  make  provision  thereon  for  the  elector  to 
express  his  approval  or  disapproval  of  Rnj  item  therein 
by  marking  'yes'  or  'no'  thereon." 

In  the  case  of  Barr  vs.  Philadelphia,  191  Fa.,  page  438. 
On  pages  441  and  442  the  following  statement  w^as  made 
by  the  Court : 

"It  is  reasonably  clear  from  the  language,  both  of 
the  Constitution  and  of  the  Act  of  1891,  that  it  was 
not  the  intention  that  the  electors  should  determine 
the  purposes  to  which  the  moneys  are  to  be  applied. 
The  electors  are  to  be  given  notice  of  the  purposes 
to  which  the  corporate  authorities  intend  to  apply 
them.  If  it  were  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to 
have  the  electors  determine  the  purpose  there  would 
have  '»:»een  a  direction  not  to  describe   it  briefly  in 
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their  ballots,  but  clearlv,  precisely  and  exactly.  The 
assent  of  the  electors  is  to  be  given  'to  such  increase 
of  indebtedness,'  and  nowhere  is  it  indicated  that  they 
are  to  assent  to  or  dissent  from  the  purpose  or  pur- 
poses for  which  the  money  is  to  be  utilized.  The 
ballots  are  so  worded  that  the  electors  vote  for  an 
increase  or  no  increase  of  the  debt,  and  the  brief 
description  of  the  purpose  is  intended  for  their  in- 
formation, so  that  they  may  vote  upon  this  question 
intelligently.  The  purpot^es  are  nearly  upon  the  same 
plane,  with  the  amount  of  the  last  assessed  valuation 
and  the  amount  of  the  existing  debt,  of  which  the 
electors  are  to  have  notice,  because  it  is  important 
information  for  them  in  determining  whether  or  not 
it  would  be  well  to  increase  the  debt.  If  the  electors 
were  called  ujDon  to  decide  upon  the  merits  of  the 
different  objects  for  which  the  corporate  authorities 
purposed  to  use  the  moneys,  there  would  be  room 
for  the  contention  that  'several  propositions'  were 
submitted  at  the  same  time,  but  there  is  only  the  one 
object  presented  to  them,  to  wit :  the  increase  of  the 
debt." 

This  is  the  language  of  Judge  Pennypacker  in  rendering 
the  opinion  of  the  lower  court ;  but  it  is  unanimously 
adojDted  by  the  Supreme  Court  as  their  own  opinion. 

It  is  also  true  that  this  opinion  refers  to  the  Ballot  Act 
of  1891,  while  new  ballots  are  prepared  under  the  Act  of 
April  29,  1903,  P.  L.,  341,  but  upon,  an  examination  of 
these  two  Acts  I  do  not  find  anything  in  the  later  Act 
which  at  all  modifies  or  changes  the  situation  as  it  existed 
under  the  Act  of  1891.  Indeed,  if  there  be  any  difference 
whatever  the  later  Act  rather  tends  to  strengthen  the  posi- 
tion taken  by  the  Court. 

Inasmuch  as  it  is  not  the  duty  or  the  privilege  of  the 
voters  to  determine  the  purposes  to  which  the  money  is  to 
be  applied,  but  they  may  merely  determine  whether  the 
debt  shall  or  shall  not  be  incurred,  in  my  opinion  they 
must  vote  upon  each  loan  as  a  whole ;  and  the  resolution  as 
applied  to  the  one  single  loan  which  it  is  proposed  to  sub- 
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init  to  the  electors  for  tlicir  approval  or  (lisa})proval  must 
be  voted  on  as  a  whole. 

I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  a  separate  loan  may  not  be 
proposed  for  each  purpose,  but  I  do  not  understand  that 
the  present  loan  bill  does  this ;  and  to  do  this  it  may  be 
necessary  to  remodel  completely  the  proposed  procedure. 
I  question  greatly  whether  several  loans  can  be  provided 
for  in  the  same  ordinance,  in  view  of  the  requirement  that 
ordinances  must  contain  but  one  subject;  although,  of 
course,  different  purposes  may  be  included  in  the  one  loan, 
as  was  done  in  the  loan  considered  in  the  Barr  case. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  in  issuing  bonds  we  must 
proceed  not  only  in  accordance  with  law,  but  also  in  such 
manner  as  to  avoid,  so  far  as  possible,  any  chance  of  objec- 
tion by  bidders  for  the  loan.  The  bonds  must  be  market- 
able as  well  as  legal.

Deak  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  this  date  enclosing  an  ordi- 
nance approved  yesterday,  authorizing  the  drawing  and 
countersigning  of  a  warrant  to  pay  Daniel  J.  ^rcXichol 
for  work  done  on  the  ^Northeast  Boulevard  under  supple- 
mental contract,  and  asking  if  you  should  audit  the  account 
and  approve  and  countersigii  the  warrant,  in  view  of  the 
decision  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  'Ro.  4. 

It  is  true  that  the  Court  decided  that  this  supplemental 
contract  is  not  valid,  but  the  very  purpose  of  the  authority 
in  Councils  to  authorize  the  payment  for  work  done  with- 
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out  lawful  contract  by  a  vote  of  a  j^rojDcr  proportion  of  the 
members  is  to  justify  payments  of  this  character  where 
work  is  done  in  good  faith  or  by  reason  of  necessity,  but 
cannot  be  paid  for  because  there  is  no  lawful  contract. 

I  advise  you  that  the  bill  should  be  audited,  and  if  found 
correct  in  all  respects  except  the  want  of  a  lawful  con- 
tract the  warrant  should  be  countersigned.
